searching eyes. Then he broke down, strong, 
bearded man that he is, and sobbed violently. 
He was sitting in the office of Kuhn’s Hotel 
on Clark street, and his grief quickly attract- 
ed a curious crowd. 

B, Frank Gable, son of S. S. Gable, disap- 
appeared while visiting the World’s Fair with 
his parents Oct, 19. He had spent the day at 
Jackson Park with his father and. mother. 
The three were standing on the platform at 
the Midway station’ when a train pulled up. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gable got aboard and then the 
guard shut the gates befére Frank could step 
inside. Despite diligent search no trace has 
since been found of. him. For several months 
before his disappearance the young man had 
been somewhat unbalanced mentally. 

When Mr. Gable had somewhat recovered 
from the first shock of his discovery he was 
taken to a quiet room, where the story of the 
mysterious Wilmette tragedy in which Mrs, 
Kron was burned to death and the 
burglar killed was told him.

In Congressional and official 
circles here there is more real regret at 
Frank Lawler’s failure to get the Postoffice 
than is often shown over a disappointed can- 
didate. But from the beginning the Presi- 
dent was bound not to make him Postmaster, 
and was equally willing to give himn the Mar- 
shalship or something else. 

It is the understanding here that the Presi- 
dent still intends to do something for Lawler, 
but Lawler’s friends say that he has the nerve to 
refuse either the Marshalship or the Appraiser- 
ship, while he could not be induced to take the 
Subtreasury. It would relieve Senator Palmer 
to know that Lawler would decline the Mar- 
shalship, for the Senator is making a personal 
fight for John Donnelly of Woodstock. In 
the end Donnelly will probably be beaten, 
but forthe present nothing will be done about 
the Marshalship.

HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED.

Washington Hesing was at his desk in the 
Staats-Zeitung office yesterday morning about 
11 o’clock, when a telegram from Washing- 
ton was received announcing Mr. Hesing’s 
appointment as Postmaster. In the course of 
a half hour congratulatory telegrams came 
pouring in from all parts of the country and 
Mr. Hesing’s friends appeared in large num- 
bers to offer their congratulations. 

‘* T was surprised when I received the news,”’ 
said Mr. Hesing to a representative of Tug 
Trung, “and I wasn’t. I saw Mr. Cleve- 
land last May when he visited Chicago on the 
occasion of the opening of the 
World’s Fair. I had quite a talk with 
him at that time; he was exceed- 
ingly friendly with me and his conversation 
had more or less to do with the patronage in 
this city at his disposal. We were together 
probably an hour and I was bidding Mr. 
Cleveland good-by when he said: ‘I want 
to do something for the German-Americans 
of Chicago, Mr. Hesing.’ 

** | frankly told him that 1t would afford 
me great pleasure if the German-Americans 
received recognition at his hands.”’ 

‘* Well, l want to do something for you. 
What will it be, and what can I do for you?’ 
he said. 

** I told him I wanted no office, and that he 
had nothing at his disposal which I desired. 
No man has recommended me for this office 
at my request, either expressed or implied. I 
have filed no application for it or any other 
office with Mr. Cleveland. I have written no 
letters asking for it, nor have I asked my 
friends so to do. It is needless to say I am 
greatly gratified with the appointment. I re-

MAKES HOPKINS THE NEW LEADER. 


The Natural Resalt of the Appointments

for the position but he got all the delegates to 
the last national Democratic convention ex- 
cept John A. King to indorse Mr. Hesing 
for the position. He went to the 
National Capital to urge the appointment 
about two weeks ago, and when he returned 
Sunday it was given out that Hesing’s ap- 
pointment was .

There was much speculation yesterday as to 
the effect of these appointments on the chances 
of John P. Hopkins, It makes Hopkins the 
Democratic nominee for Mayor. President 
Cleveland indicated his preference for Hop- 
kins as thé leader of the Democratic party 
of Chicago. The selections also seem to put 
Mr. Wenter’at a disadvantage. The Germans 
now have the Governorship of the State, the 
County Treasurership, the State’s-Attorney- 
ship, and they are going to have the Postmas- 
tership.

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At 11 o'clock last night Mr. Gable visited 
the morgue and spent more than half an hour 
in carefully examinihg the body of the dead 
burgiar, which bas been embalmed. He was 
unable to decide by the artificial light whether 
the remains were those of his son or not and 
will visit the morgue again this afternoon. 

Alike in Many ERespecta. 

“There are many points of resemblance 
between the two faces,” said Mr. Gable. “In 
general outlines they are much alike. The 
ears in both cases. are large and prominent. 
The burglar, you say, had ascar under his 
heavy lower lip. My boy’s lips were thick 
and prominent and I think he had a scar of 
some kind beneath his mouth. The fact that 
one of the fingers of the dead burglar was 
twisted at the upper joint is another point of 
similarity.” 

Mr. Gable’s attention was called to the dif- 
ference between the hair of the burglar and 
that of his son. 

“There is a difference,”’ he said, “ but if 
Frank’s hair had been closely cut I think it 
would present just such an appearance. 

‘*But I cannot believe it. Frank was al- 
ways a Christian. He could never be induced 
to take part in a burglary. Even if he were 
insane I think God would prevent his falling 
into such evil ways. I cannot think that it is 
my son.” 

“ A testament was found in the dead burg- 
lar’s clothes, Mr. Gable. Did your son carry 
his testament with him?’ 

“He had a testament and I know he used 
it. I don’t ‘know whether he carried it with 
him or not. 

“ Frank’s eyes were dark brown and so 
were those of the dead man. The greatest 
points of difference I can see are in the re- 
ported height and weight of the two. Frank 
was not much over five feet six inches in 
height. The police measurements make the 
burglar two inches taller. Then there is a 
wide discrepancy in the weights. My son did 
not weigh more than 130 pounds, while the 
officers guessed the weight of the other man 
at 150 pounds, Still these figures are not 
accurate on either side. I can only hope they 
may help to show that my boy is still alive. 


Clothes Furnish No Clew. 

** Of course I have a good description of the 
clothing which Frank wore when he disap- 
peared, but as the dead burglar wore clothes 
which were identified by Mr. Wheeler as be- 
longing to him that can give me no clew, 
Frank had about $50 and a gold watch when 
he left us. 

“* He was quiet in disposition and did not 
make friends easily. He might have been 
made a tool of designing men while out of his 
head, but I am sure he never tried to commit

He Offers a Trivial Motive for the Murder 
at Figin, Ill., and Noe Serious Trouble 
Between Them Is Known to Have Ex- 
isted=Two Boys Burned at a Stake by 
Playmates at Kalamazoo, Mich., but 
Rescued in Time to Save Their Lives=

Exar, Ill., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—Fred L. 
Buck, State Game and Fish Warden, rushed 
into the police station shortly after 4 o’clock 
this afternoon and announced that he had de- 
liberately murdered his wife. 

The solitary patrol wagon of the city was 
hurriedly driven to the modest home in the 
southern part of the city. All the doors of 
the place were found securely locked, and the 
officers were compelled to use force to enter. 
Stretched on the bedroom floor, her face be- 
smeared with blood until scarcely recogniz- 
able, lay the murdered woman. A bullet-hole 
wasin her left temple. Her husband had 
placed the weapon so near the wife’s face that 
the bullet plowed diagonally through the 
head and was found embed in her hair, 
which was worn knotted at the back. A sec- 
ond shot was fired by the murderer, which 
entered the woman’s baek below the 

ht shoulder. She had evidently been 
killed instantly by the first shot. The only 
reason for the han | given by Buck is that his 
wife had been living contrary to his wishes 
and he proposed to put a stop to it.

ALL BANK WRECKERS TO BE INDICTED. 


Action of the Indianapolis Federal Grand 
Jury in the Haughey Cases. 

Inpranaporis, Ind., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
The venerable Theodore P. Haughey. Presi- 
dent of the Indianapolis National Bank, was 
indicted today by the Federal grand jury. 
The indictment will contain upward of ten 
counts, and the penalty attached to his crime 
will amount, all told, to nearly thirty years in 
the penitentiary. Just how many of these 
counts the District Attorney will conclude to 
try Mr. Haughey on has not been revealed, 
but any one of them may carry a judgment 
amounting to a ten-year septence. The grand 
jury finished the bank cases several days ago, 
and voted today before tak.ng the usual 
Sunday recess. There were sixty-three in- 
dictments returned, but the Haughey 
cases were held over until next week, owing 
to the absence of District-Attorney Burke and 
his desire to be present to take yersonal 
charge in drawing up the necessary legal 
documents, 

There were five men voted guilty for par- 
ticipating in wrecking the bank as follows: 
Theodore P. Haughey, President; Schuyler 
C. Haughey, President of the Indianapolis 
Glue company and of the Indianapolis curled 
hair works; Francis A. Coffin, President of 
the Indianapolis Cabinet company; Percival 
B. Coffin, Secretary of the Indianapolis Cabi- 
net company; A. S. Reed, Treasurer of the 
folignapotia ‘Cabinet company. These are 
the men already under bond on warrants 
charging embezziement and conspiracy to em- 
bezzie. Contrary to general report no indict- 
ments were found against the bank directors, 
Schuyler Colfax, R. B. F. Pierce, James Sat- 
terwhite, and Charles Meyer, though it was 
given out that two named might be added to 
the above list before the grand jury formally

FIRE LOOKS PECULIAR 


MARSHAL QAMPION TO INVESTI- 
GATE A SUSPIOIOUS. RLAZB 


Flames in the Harrison Court Building at 


Harrison and Halsted Streets Occupied 
by the Chicago Willow and Rattan 
Company Spread with a Rapidity That 
Suggests Incendiary Origin — Panic 
Among the Occupants of Apartments 
on the Upper Floors, 

Marshal Campion would not say definitely 
that a fire which broke out last night in the 
Harrison Court Building, at Harrisun and 
South Halsted streets, was of incendiary 
origin, but he did say that he intended to 
make an investigation. The building is a 
four-story brick structure with a Halsted 
street frontage extending from No. 260 to 
No, 268, An “L” runs back to West Har- 
rison street, where, at No. 334, Powers & 
Co., dealers in window shades, have a 
store. At No. 264 South Halsted street is 
John Kelly’s saloon, and the fest of the 
ground floor is occupied by the Chicago 
willow and rattan works. On the three 
upper floors twenty-one families have apart- 
ments. 

The fire started about 6:10 o’clock in the 
rear part of the basement, occupied by 
the willow and rattan company. With sur- 
prising rapidity it spread to the first floor and 
extended back into the Harrison street side of 
the building. E. Pels, who has a drug store 
across the street, first saw the flames, and he 
sent inan alarm. Upon Marshal Campion’s 
arrival a 2-11 was ordered, as the fire gave 
evidence of being a difficult one to handle. 


The building was filled with smoke in a few’ 


minutes and consternation and confusion pre- 
vailed amo the families on the upper 
floors. They hurried into the hallways and 
eres. some of them having waited 
long enough to gather togethera few valua- 
bles. They were assured in a short time that 
the danger was not great and that the upper 
rt of the building would not be destroyed. 
ey returned to their respective rooms, 

In the rapidity with which the flaines spread 

Marshal Campion saw grounds for investi- 
ation. “ Naturaliy a fire would burn — 
n rattan and willow-ware,”’ he said, ** and 
may be mistaken in thinking an investigation 
is necessary. But there are circumstances 
which make this fire seem a trifle peculiar. 
It took it an unusually short time to spread 
from the basement to the first floor, and from 
there to the Harrison street side of the build- 
If there is apy reasonable explanation of 
rsa I shall certainly discover it in the next 
two days.” 

F. Parpater is the owner of the majority of 
the stock in the Chicago willow rattan 
works. It was estimated last night that his 
loss was between $5,000 and $6,000. His 
insurance is $3,500. The building, which is 
owned by the Morris estate, was damaged 
$2,000. It was alsoinsured. John Kelly es- 
timated the loss in his saloon at $1,000. The 
damage done to Powers & Co.’s stock of win- 
dow shades was $100. 

A still alarm called the department yester- 
day afternoon to the residence of J, E. Smit 
No. 347 La Salle avenue, where a fire ha 
started from an unknown cause in a clothes 
closet. The loss to the house and contents 
was $1,000. 

The Jewish synagogue at No. 849 Sedg- 
wick street was damaged $1,000 by fire yes- 
terday afternoon. The flames started from 
an overheated furnace in the basement.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 


New Regulations for the Registration of 
the Chinese Given Out. 

WasutnerTon, D. C., Nov. 25.—The new regule- 
tions as to the registration of Chinese under the 
extension of the Geary act, issued from the Treas- 
ury Department today, provide that all Chinese 
laborers in the United States must register be- 
fore a Collector of Internal Revenue before May 
8 next or else be subject to deportation. China- 
men who registered under the original Geary law 
will also be required to again register. The new 
regulations follow the same lines as the old, ex- 
cept that one creditable witness instead of two 
must certify to a Chinarman's good character 
when he presents his application, and this wit 
ness may be a Chinaman or other person instead 
ofa white person only. The Chinaman must 
present athis own expense two photographs of 
himself, one of which is attached to a certificate 
filed. In addition the cer te contains the 
Chinaman’s name, age, local residence, occupa- 
tion, height. color of eyes, complexion, and 

hysical marks or uliarities for identification. 
Provision is made for securing a duplicate cer- 

ate. Registration. will first begin on the Pa- 
ti c coast and in the Northwestern States, where 
nine-tenths of the Chinese reside. These regula- 
tions will necessitate the taking of over 220,000 
photographs of Chinese.

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TALKS FOR THE D’EUS 


BARON DE MURITIBA SPEAKS OF THE 
BRAZILIAN REVOLT. 


He Says the Deposed Imperial Family ls 
Not Aiding Mello in His Insurreqtion, 
and He Thinks the Rebel Admiral Is a 

- Republican=—He Hopes the Monarchy 
Will Be Restored, for His Exile Is Bur- 
densome—How They Live in a Suburb 


of Paris.

Paris, Nov. 25.—/Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.|—The deposed imperial family of 
Brazil is keeping exceedingly quiet. The 
correspondent who visited them this week 
sent a brief interview stating that young 
Prince Pedro is*in Vienna. The Comte and 
Comtesse d’Eu live at Boulougne-sur-Seine, 
a distant suburb of Paris on the other side of 
the Bois de Boulogne, on which. the house 
looks.. It is a pretty but modest dwelling, 
renting for probably not more than $1,000 a 
year. It is entirely detached and has neat 
stables on the ground. 

At the time the correspondent called the 
Comte’s second son came on a safety bicycle. 
Both the Comte and the Comtesse declined 
to receive the correspondent, who then sent a 
letter to the Comte. In reply the corre- 
spondent received a note from the Baron de 
Muritiba, chamberlain of the Comte, saying 
he had been instructed to receive the corre- 
spondent. 

The Baron lives in the Rue Bernard Palissy, 
Boulogne, in a house still humbler than that 
of his mistress. He is a handsome white- 
haired man, bearing some resemblance to the 
late Dom Pedro, His house is decorated with 
photographs of all the members of the im- 
perial family, each signed by the original with» 
an affectionate greeting. The Baron had only 
just returned froma visit to his family in 
Brazil, but he lives permanently in Paris in 
exile with the ex-imperial family. In the 
course of a long conversation the Baron said 
some interesting things. 

** Do you know whether Admiral de Mello 
is aiming at a restoration of monarchy?” 
asked the correspondent. 

‘** | cannot express any opinions of a polit- 
ical character on behalf of the Comte and 
Comtesse d’Eu,”’ he said. “ They have had 
no ‘communication with the revolutionary 
party. For my own part [ should not think 
itimprobable that he is, but you have the 
same means of knowing that T have.”’ 

Whence Come Mello's Funds, 

** Is there any truth in the report that a syn- 
dicate of capitalists in Europe is paying the 
expenses of Mello’s rebeliion in the interests 
of the imperial party?’ 

“TI don’t know anything about that. It is 
obvious that Melio is gettmg funds some- 
where; whether in Europe or Brazil doesn’t 
matter much. You had better find the capi- 
talists and ask them. I don’t believe the 
Comte or the Comtesse knows of the ex- 
istence of such a syndicate. They have made 
no confidences to me concerning it,” 

**Do you expect the restoration of mon- 
archy?’’ 

‘I cannot answer that. I certainly hope 
for it or I should not be here in exile,” 

‘*As a monarchist do you believe Mello has 
proclaimed the empire?” 

“IT certainly do not, although my only 
means of knowing are from what I have read 
in the newspapers.” 

** Do you believe the majority of Heaxilians 


desire the restoration-of the monarchy ?”’ “> 


“Tam hardly the best person to answer 
that question. Lama partisan and I have 
not lived in Brazil since the deposition, but I 
believe at least nine-tenths of the population 
were sincerely attached tothe monarchy when 
the Emperor was deposed. Nothing surely 
has happened since to make them 
change their feelings. On the other 
hand peace and prosperity have been 
replaced by war and ws rata For the 
seventy-five years during which the Brazilian 
monarchy lasted a state of siege was never 
once declared. A liberal republic under the 
form of a monarchy was displaced by a mili- 
tary despotism. The people of the northern 
provinces were perhaps more attached to the 
Emperor’s person than the Southerners. but 
the whole country was monarchist. Even 
revolutionists shed tears when he went away.”’ 

Civil List Not Maintained, 

** Was the civil list of the imperial family 
maintained ?’’ 

“No. A large sum of money was placed 
at the disposal of the Emperor, but he died 
before touching it, and the Comte and Com- 
tesse d’Eu have had nothing. We are all liv- 
ing on our private’incomes.”’ 

** What were the effects of the bombard- 
ment of Rio when you left Brazil?’ 

‘* Not very serious, but it was not wise to 
wander about too much. The government 
fort of Nictheroy was firing on the revolution- 
ary fort of Villegoignon, which is in the cen- 
ter of the bay, and occasionally hit the town. 
The artillery work was very bad.”’ 

‘** Do you know whether Mello is firmly at- 


tached to either the republican or monarchist . 


principles? ”’ 

‘*] presume he isa republican, as he has 
formed part of the republican ministry.” 

Before the correspondent left the Baron 
pointed out to him the latest portrait of 
Prince Pedro d’Alcantara. the oldest,son of 
the Comtesse d’Eu. He wears a uniform of 
the military college of Wiener Neustadt, 
where he now is studying. He is a big strap- 
ping fellow of 18, with clear-cut features.

Chamberiain’s Influence Is Felt. 

Mr. Chamberlain soon made his influence 
felt upon returning to Westminster. His 
criticism Thursday night of* the employers’ 
liability bill provokes the belief that if that 
powerful speech had been delivered on the 
second reading Mr. McLaren’s contracting 
out clause would have been carried. The case 
in favor of thisamendment has been rendered 
so strong by reason of agitation among 
Insurance Associations connected with rail- 
ways and other works that the House of Lords 
will most certainly impose Mr. McLaren’s 
proposals when the measure reaches it. Lord 
Sulisbury’s assurances to the deputation 
which waited on him yesterday imply this in 
no veiled terms. The feeling is so strong 
throughout the conntry in favor of contract- 
ing out, where better conditions are arranged 
than those possible under the bill, that the 
government will find it difficult to make a 
grievance against the Lords for their more 
accurate interpretation of the views of the 
country. 

The chief opponents of contracting out are 
the leaders of the trade unions, who realize 
the loss of stréngth their organizations will 
suffer where large bodies of workmen are as- 
sociated with their employers under provident 
and insurance arrangements. Where they 
exist these arrangements give assistance to 
workmen in five fold moure cases than the pro- 
visions of this bill. 

For an Increase in the Fieet. 

The movement to which I referred last Sat- 
urday in favor of a large addition to the fleet 
grows apace. This week the demand has 
been backed up by two definite schemes 
very similar in detail by Lord Charles 
Beresford and Admiral Lord Alcester. 
Both involve an expenditure of nearly £20,- 
000.000 sterling. Lord Roberts, Admiral

MUST COMPLY WITH SPAIN’S DEMAND, 


The Spanish Cabinet Refuses to Accept the 
Terms Offered by Morocco. 


Maprrp, Nov. 25.—Queen Regent Christina 


presided at the Cabinet council held last 


night. It was stated at the council that Mu- 
ley Araaf, the Sultan’s brother, and envoy to 
Gen. Macias, the Spanish commander at Me- 
lilla, had assured Gen. Macias of the Sultan’s 
unaltered friendship for Spain and that he 
would do his utmost to prevent a rupture. 
Muley Araaf declared the Sultan recognized 
the right of Spain to erect forts on its own 
territory in Morocco, and he proposed to chas- 
tise the rebels.

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LEO NEARUNTO DEATH 


PREPARATIONS GOING ON FOR THE 
ELECTION OF A NEW POPE. 


Whetber or Not the Present Policy of the 


Vatican Is to Be Continued a Problem 
* That Stirs Up Fierce Rivairy in the Sa- 
cred College=The Winter Likely to Be 
a Succession of War Alarms—Mediter- 
ranean Question Causes Anxiety—Agita- 
tion for a New Navy for + euey 
[SPECIAL CAB

the New York Times.}-—-There have been 
numerous false alarms from the Vatican 
during the last few years, but this time prepa- 
rations are being seriously made for the elec- 
tion ofa new Pope while the present one 
is stili able to get about and 
take part sparingly in public functions. Leo 
XIII. has visibly fallen into the stage of senile 
decay which the physicians do not believe can 
last till March, His hold on life at best is a 
matter of months. The disappearance of 
such a remarkable figure in the world’s affairs 


_may be at any time the subject of deep con- 


cern. 

Events of the last year have so tied the 
papacy up with vital international problems 
of Europe that any change in the Vatican now 
mist powerfully affect the whole situation. 
After cenhturies of almost complete political 
indifference as to which Italian prelate won the 
tiara away from the others the European pow- 
érs find themselves suddenly back again in a 
quite medizval state of anxiety and furious 
rivalry about this forthcoming election. 
Nothing could show more eloquently the 
actual gain to the papacy involved in its loss 
of temporal power; with it the Pope had 
sunk into a political unimportance hardly 
distinguishable from that of the Armenian pa- 
triarch without it. Leo, in fifteen years, 
raised the papacy again to the dignity and 
prestige of a great political force, command- 
ing an amount of attention which recalls the 
days of the Borgias and the Medici. 

It is one thing, however, to have brought 
the Papacy up to this dizzy altitude. It is 
quite another to keep it from tumbling now 
it is there, and from getting deadlier wounds 
in the fall than ever it sustained before. 
The next few years -‘will®show whetner 
Leo’s policy, which undapbtedly was 
brilliant and adventurous, was also sensible. 


‘The Vatican is now in the position of the 


daring speculator who staked not only all 
his own money, but the fortunes of his wards 
and relations on a single turn of the mar- 
ket. Everything which the Vatican represents 
is wagered on the success of the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance, If it wins the Papacy expects, 
as its share of the spoils, the return of a grate- 
ful French nation to its spiritual allegiance, 
and some shadowy but profitable form of 
rapprochement with the Greek Orthodox com- 
munion, and a remunerative adjustment of its 
position in Italy. These are big and alluring 
stakes to play for. 

Apart from the question of the ultimate 
chances of the game there now arises the im- 
mediate question whether it woulda’t be safer 
to back out of it altogether. It is an ex- 
tremely exciting game no doubt, but its 
risks make ordinary ecclesiastics shiver 
to contemplate. When the _ election 
of the new Pope comes this 
will be the real issue. From all I can gather 
the next conclave is likely to have a majority 
in favor of withdrawing from the present per- 
ilous position and trying to maneuver back 
again to a safe balancing neutrality between 
the two great armed camps which make up 
Europe. 

Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli is for the mo- 
ment the most likely choice of the majority 
and so seems a trifle nearer the tiara than any 
of his colleagues. If either he or Dipietro is 
chosen Galimberti will be Secretary of State, 
and this would mean friendly relations with 
Vienna and Berlin and smoother interequrse 
with the- Italian Government and a 
polite ecoolmg off of the flirtation 
with Paris and St. Petersburg. Van- 
nutelli is of the’same age as Gibbons and 
was nuncio in Austria before he became Arch- 
bishop of Bologna. The fierce eagerness with 
which the advocates of rival policies are work- 
ing inside the Sacred College is symbolical of 
the acute uneasiness which is beginning to 
show itself all over Europe.’ 

To Be a Winter of Alarms, 

It is evidently gomg to be a winter of 
alarms and war scares. The German action 
in building new barracks at Toul and Verdun 
precipitated the memorable flurry in 
the early months of 1887. Ap- 
parently an enterprise of the same char- 
acter is now destined to produce a similar 
commotion. Little is known yet about the 
huge intrenched camp in process of building 
at Malmedy. on the very edge of the Belgian 
frontier, because tourists are warned 
sharply away, but it is understood that the 
farmers of the neighborhood were expropri- 
ated suddedly with great peremptoriness and 
the whole energy of the Eighth Army Corps 
wi turned upon this gigantic construction, 
which is supplied from Ehrenbreitstein, 
which is the same corps district, with 


a new artillery armament of th® most modern. 


and effective kind. This may equally por- 
tend the descent upon France through Bel- 
gium or Luxemburg orit may bea bluff to 
mask the real design somewhere else. At all 
events it is certain to provoke discussion and 
raise a cloud of apprehension. 

Mediterranean Question Causes Anxiety. 

What is called the Mediterranean question 
has now definitely taken its place among the 
standing topics of devate and the subjects for 
anxious scrutiny; each week adds to Europe’s 
perception of the changes which the 
visit of the Russian fleet then 
made, This week the talk is 
all about the Russian Admiral’s plan to pay a 
ceremonial visit to the Sultan, and everybody 
is watching to see how near the forbidden 
Bosphorus he will have the nerve to take his 
war ships. Noone seems to know where this 
disturbing fleet is now, and there is a certain 
undéfined notion that some fine day it will 
turn up at Alexandria, where, accidentally of 
course, it will meet some French men-of-war. 

There is now pending in Cairo a decison on

Ugy ptians since it is owing to their behavior 
that the increase became necessary. If the 
Khedive should suddenly refuse to pay this, 
and it should happen-at the same time that 
the Russian and French squadrons were 
anchored in Alexandria harbor, it would be 
very interesting. 

New Navy for England. 

The outery for a big addition to the British 
navy which I foreshadowed recently is now in 
full blast and all but the most resolutely radi- 
cal papers find themselves willy-nilly dragged 
into it. QOnenever realizes what statistics 
can be made to prove till one of these peri- 
odical wrangles over the English navy arises. 
It almost seems as if there must be two 
British navies, because that described in de- 
tail by the advocates of an increase is wholly 
unlike one talked of by their opponents. 
Both sides quote a *multitude of figures 
quite different. All that seems certain 
is that the government will have to lay some 
new keels at once to satisfy the public mind, 
and that meanwhile. the grave lack of trained 
men, not only minor officers, but stokers, 


‘signaiers, and gunners, will] be forced for- 


ward as England’s really weak naval point. 
That and the twin defect of the obsolete muz- 
zle-loading armament on more than half the 
English battle ships can at least be remedied 
quicker than new ships can be built. Proba- 
bly the sleepy old .admiralty will be spurred 
up now to undertaking the task. 

Bulgatian National Feeling Stimulated. 

Bulgarian national feeling, which became

Crispi Stands No Chance.

The char- 
acter of what little it has may be 
judged from: the fact that ‘nows 
of it yesterday strengthened Italian securi- 
ties alike in London, Paris, and Berlin. The 
exposure of this whole official gang of 
fourth-rate men has been hanging in 
the air so long that it was 
& positive relief when the blow 
finally fell. No apprehensions ‘are felt that 


the new Ministers, whoever they may be, will | 


in any way alter Italy’s foreign policy. As 
might be expected old Crispi is industriously 
pawing and barking at the door, but there 
seems to be a general understanding that 
whatever else is done he will not be let in. 
Chamberlain Stirs Up Parliament, 

Chamberlain has, been in such a cheery, 
breezy frame of mind since his recurn and has 
done so muchto waken up an exceptionally 
dull and lymphatic session that the Tory 
plans for teaching him his place have quite 
gone by the board. 

He has started up a brisk prosecution of 
the task of murdering the parish councils bill 
by sheer waste of time while professing all 
the while the most ardent affection for it, 
and the success of this device thus 
far renders it clear that the ministry 
will have to repeat the closure tactics of the 
home rule bill to get the measure through. 
Even then the Christmas holidays are likely 
to be cut down to within a week, The princi- 
pal feature of the next seseion, which will 
follow closely on the heels of this, 
will be the disestablishment of the Welsh 
Church and a comprehensive registration re- 
form bill, which among other things will or- 
dain that all the parliamentary elections of 
the three kingdoms will be held the same day. 

Edmund Yates Broken Down, 

Edmund Yates has gone downto the river 
for the winter, and itis no secret that he 
does not expect ever toreturn. His health 
has been broken for years, necessitat.ng 
a residence at Brighton and very little 
attention to editofial work; but. since 
last spring he has lost all his flesh, which used 
to make him almost the literal image of 
President Cleveland, and now he is unable to 
do anything. 

Royal Blood in Many Veins, 

Apropos of some sharp fellow who has been 
advertising to trace pedigrees from royalty 
for ten guineas, Labouchere has found a 
statistician who demonstrates that there are 
chances of 212,000,000 to 1 of every living 
person of English race having in his veins 
some of the English royal biood. 

To Prohibit Outdoor Advertising. 

A bill has been introduced in the Commons 
prohibiting open-air advertisements along the 
railways and highwaysin the rural districts 
and has received sucha backing on all sides 
that if it were possible to reach it is likely to 
be carried. Something of the kind will prob- 
ably be passed during the next year or two, 
although the outcry among the farmers who 


now getso little profit in any other way will 


be loud and sharp. If there is such legislation 
it will be largely due to the harrowing stories 
told by Walter Besant and other Englishmen 
visiting Chicago of the extremes to which 
roadside advertising is carried in America, 
Paul Verlaine Proves Disappointing. 
After the recent journalistic flurry over 
Zola’s visita curiou’ contrast is to be found 
in the reception of Paul Verlaine, whose curi- 
ous poetry’ and personality play a 
considerable part in the dogmas of 
the decadent school of young  En- 
glishmen. He lectured in  Barnard’s 
Inn Tuesday night; tickets were the modest 
price of $2.50, and kis ¢locution was so muf- 
fled by disease that hardly the cleverest 
Frenchman ecould follow him. The bulk 
of the audience did not try to do so, but took 
out the value of their ticket in scrutinizing 
this professed silenus, with a vast, bald, artic- 
ulated skull and mummified face and twisted, 
scrofulous legs illy supporting a gross 
trunk. . The subject of his remarks 
was gravely disappointing, because he 
felt it necessary not only to flatter 
England as par excellence the home of poetry, 
but to edit all he said to gratify Mrs. Grundy. 
Uncovering of Lowell Memorial Window, 
The Lowell memorial window in the Chap- 
ter House of Westminster Abbey will be un- 
covered Tuesday. Similar functions have 
been common of late years, but a unique 
interest attaches to the present from the 
choice of Arthur Baifour to deliver the ad- 
dress. Thereis no educated Briton of his 
generation who dislikes America on principle 
more thoroughly, and there is some curiosity 


to see what he manages to say.

PARISH OOUNOILS MEASURE TO BE 
HURRIEDLY PASSED. 


The Gladstone Government Abandons the 
Plan to Cut It in TwoeHenry Fowler 


Delays Its Passage=The House of Lords 
Will Amend the Employers’ Liability 
Bill So the House Will Be forced to 
Reject IteGreat Britain Must Increase 
Its Navy.

Lonpoy, Nov, 25.—The government has 
abandoned its intention to cut the parish 
councils bill in two and postpone the poor law 
sections until the next parliamentary session. 
The whole measure will now be driven through 
the House of Commons as fast as the use’ of 
the closure will permit. Even with the as- 
sistance of the closure, however, the bill will 
have no chance of passing before Christmas. 

Apart from the successful obstruction of 
the Unionists, Henry Flower, President of the 
Local Government Board, and manager of the 
bill in the House of Commons, has hampered 
the progress of the measure by ac- 
cepting a new clause removing the 
disqualification of married women as voters 
in municipal elections. 'The new clause, which 
is strongly opposed by a large group of Lib- 
erals, simply proposes that women who pay 
rates in their own names shall be eligible to 
vote, whether married or single. The Liber- 
als, who areagainst this clause, object that this 
is a step in the direction of female suffrage in 
all eiections. 

Single women who are ratepayers already 
possess the privilege of municipal franchise, 
but they rarély take advantage of it. When 
they have exercised it they generally have 
done so in favor of the Conservative party. 
The history of the Primrose League 
also shows how strong is the 
conservative tendency among English 
women. ‘The Liberal party has never yet ex- 
hibited a disposition to admit the principle of 
woman’s suffrage, and recent experiences 
have increased its antipathy to such a course. 
Mr. Fowler’s proposal, therefore, receives 
only lukewarm support or direct opposition 
from the Liberal benches. 


Opposed by the Lords, 


The prospects of the government effecting 
much practical legislation in this session or 
the coming one is becoming more remote 
daily. The Lords will send back the employ- 
ers’ liability bill, deprived of the contracting 
out and other essential clauses. The 
bill will | then be dropped, as 
the majority in the Lower House will 
refuse to amend the measure as desired by 
the Lords. A similar fate awaits the parish 
councils bill. The peers will not assent to the 
poor law clauses unless the control of the ex- 
penditures be left in the hands of the moneyed 
class. Both billg will develop the conflict be- 
tween the Commons and the Lords, as they 
aim to democratize the wealth of the country. 
In virtually relieving them the peers are sim- 
ply defending the interests of the aristocratic 
and moneyed classes, 

Commenting upon the situation this week, 
Henry Labouchere, the Radical leader, went 
a long way towards pure socialism. He was 
addressing the Radical Eleusis club. He 
said : 

The session has taught me not only that the 
House of Lords must be abolished, but also that 
the House of Commons must be reformed. Today 
the House of Commons cannot fulfill its duties; 
it avoids them and stampsthem, It is the busi- 
ness of statesmen to see that any man ready to 
do afair day's work shall getit. By State pen- 
sions everybody ought to be enabled after reach- 
ing 65 to obtain a fair living allowance; a better 
system of taxation and less extravagance in pub- 
lic expenditure would make this possible. 

This is far and away the most socialistic ut- 
terance made recently by a Radical leader 
and is well beyond anything the Radical 
party has stamped with its approval, In con- 
fessing this, his new socialism, Labouchere 
has no open conspicuous sympathizer in his 
party except Sir Charles Dilke, but he knows 
his way and is confident that he soon will 
compel his party+o follow him. 

French Scheme Baffled. 


The soreness of the French Government 
over the Anglo-German treaty defining the 
spheres of England’s and Germany’s influ- 
ence in Central and West Africa is due to the 
fact that France’s plan to connect the 
French-Congo with the French-Sotdan is 
thus completely. baffled. The project to 
hold an unbroken stretch of territory in 
the Mediterranean and the Congo has been a 
secret French ambition ever since Germany 
and England fecognized France’s territorial 
rights to part of the Soudan. The Anglo- 
German agreement, however, gives England 
power over the territory from the Niger to 
the basin of the Upper Nile, while Germany is 
left to dominate the western territory in the 
Lake Tchad .region, coveted by France. M. 
Decrais, the new French Ambassador to 
England, has been charged to decline em- 
phatically to recognize for France the valid- 
ity of the Anglo-German agreement, but this 
declination will remain without effect unless 
the French win the victory in the next great 
war, 

England Must Build Ships, 


Lord Charles Beresford, who says that 
within the next four years England shall ex- 
pend £18,000,000 upon the navy, has been 
received: with friendly criticism by the Lib- 
eral press. The almost unanimous opinion 
of the country is that the government must 
prepare to cope with the increased naval 
armaments of France and Russia, This opin- 
ion will encourage the government to activ- 
ity. The Speaker says: 

The public calls earnestly for the enlargement 
of the fleet and the means must be found. At the 
same time the increase of the naval estimates 
ought to be attended with a large reduction of 
the army estimates. 

There are reports in ministerial circles that 
Earl Spencer, tirst Lord of the Admiralty, is 
preparing a comprehensive plan similar to 
the naval act of 1884. It is said thata mill- 
ion will be spent on the defenses of Portland, 
arid that a new mole will be constructed at 
Gibraltar. If Russia should obtain a naval 
station in the Levant England would proba- 
bly demand from Turkey the use of the Island 
of Lemmos for the Sritish Mediterranean 
fleet. 

Cashier May a Scapegoat. 

Reports as to the revision of the constitu- 
tion and directorate of the Bank of Engiand 
have excited much talk in the city during the 
last few days. The general suspicion is that 
Mr. May, the chief cashier, was made the 
scapegoat of the irregularities of certain di- 
rectors and that it was not on his own initia- 
tive, but on theirs that he accepted doubtful 
securities. Even if May deserved blame, 
why, it is asked, did the directors fail to exer- 
cise the proper supervision? At the height of 


the crisis several of the directors offered to’ 


retire, but fear of a public panic and other 
considerations kept the board unchanged. 
The Statist voices accurately the opinions of 
conspicuous financiers not connected with the 
bank when it says:

ROUGH ON CHANCELLOR GAPRIVL 


Agrarians Attack Him in the Reichstag= 
Berlin News Gossip. 
[Copyright, 1898, by the United Press.] 

Bex, Nov, 25.—The progress of the de- 
bate in the Reichstag on the commercial 
treaties with Austria, Italy, Spain, Servia, and 
Roumania has been marked with growing 
virulence of the opposition’s language toward 
Chancellor von Caprivi, The utterances of 
the agrarian leaders, Herr von Ploetz, Count 
von Lemburg, Baron von Stumm, Baron von 
Manteuffel, and others in the House predict- 
ing ruinous effects of the government’s pol- 
icy, though vehement in tone, are balanced 
expressions compared with the inspired 
tirades of the ultra Conservatives. 

For instance, the Kreuz-Zeitung is assailing 
the Chancellor as the eneny of the classes on 
which the existence of the empire rests, and 
as estranging those on whom the government 
must rely in time of danger. The external 
and internal commercial policy of Chancellor 
von Caprivi will, according to the Kreuz- 
Zeitung, beggar the peasants, breed Socialists 
by the wholesale, spread disaffection, and de- 
moralize the army, the strength of which lies 
in the peasant element. The paper ostensibly 
quoted the late Field Marshal, Count 
von Moltke, as foretelling these 
results of the treaties, whereupon 
the North German Gazette pointed out that 
Von Moltke died nine months before the first 
of the commercial treaties was negotiated. 

All the parties have been displaying great 
energy in carrying on lobby negotiations. 
The agrarians have succeeded in obtaininge 
most of the anti-Semite votes in the Cham. 
ber of Deputies, but, on the other 
hand, the Center party promises to 
support the treaties with Roumania, Ser- 
via, and Spain, With regard to th 
treaty with Russia the Center party is di- 
vided, the Isieberist group is waiting to 
see what the attitude of the government 
will be with reference to the re. 
call of the Jesuits, while the 
right wing is inclined to join with the agra- 
rians in opposing the Russian treaty. The 
hopes of the government rest upon the refer- 
eace of the treaties to a commission, when 
confidential explanations, together with other’ 
means, may sap the opposition. 

Dr. Miquel’s Plans for Finance, 

Immediately after the first reading of the 
treaties Dr. Miquel, the Prussian Finance 
Minister, wants the House to begin the con- 
sideration of the financia] bills. He has per- 
sonally asked the leaders of the great parties 
to assent to a postponement of the budget de- 
bate. According to the usage of the House 
the budget ought to. have precedence over all 
other business, The priority accorded the 
vommercial treaties was due to the 
urgency caused by the approach of 
the expiration of the time of 
the provisional conventions, The party lead- 
ers resent Dr. Miquel’s interference with the 
international arrangements of the House and 
even the government Deputies argue that his 
claim to priority for his measures is untena- 
ble, as the application of the finance reforms 
will not occur before 1895. Consequently 
Dr. Miquel must wait. 

He has confided the introduction of his 
measures to Count Posadowski, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and is confining himself to giv- 
ing explanations on contested points. In 
view of the necessity for concessions on the 
wine and tobacco taxes the governnient has 
instituted an inquiry looking to the taxation 
of advertisements, thus revivinga project 
which was considered and dropped. 

Persecutions in Russia. 

A letter from Prof. Theodore Mommasen, 
the historian, prefaces a pamphlet, shortly to 
be punished, on “ Jewish Persecutions in 
Russia.’”’ The author of the pamphlet is a 
Hebrew, Prof. Leo Errera, of the Brussels 
University. Prof. Errera attributes the per- 
secutions of his countrymen in Russia to the 
influence of M. Podiedonotzoff, Chief of the 
Holy Synod, over the Czar, which he describes 
as similar to that exercised by Tomas de 
Torquemada over Ferdinand of Spain in the 
fifteenth century. He then proceeds to trace 
European epidemics to the crowding 
of Russian Jews into the cities. 
Prof. Errera draws largely upon Dr. Kemp- 
ster's report on cholera tu the United States 
Government. Prof. Mommsen denounces the 
persecution of the Jews as the darkest blot on 
civilization and as such to prove suicidal to 
Russia. He wonders whether the persecution 
could be prevented by a protest from the 
whole civilized world. Prof. Errera’s pamphiet 
was offered to several Jewish. publishers in 
Paris, who replied that it was not possible for 
them to handle it as the pro-Russian feeling 
was so high that it «ight witness the ex. 
termination of 4,000,000 of Russian Jews 
without daring to raise protest.

Still another of Auditor Ackerman’s com- 
pact tables shows the receipts and er of 
conducting the Exposition from May 1 to 
Oct. 31. The tables indicate how. from re- 
ceipts amounting to a little over $600,000 in 
May, they gradually increased until in Oc- 
tober they were nearly four and one-half 
million of dollars.

In arriving at the foregoing result no account, 
of course, has been taken of construction ex- 
penses, but only such charges as were applicable 
to the management of the Expgsition during the 
six months of its continuance were considered. 

A comparison with the cost of operating as 
set forth under expenses and the receipts from 
concessions shows that the latter, which were, 
during the period of the Exposition, $3,528.- 
399.89, lacked only $12,000 of meeting that 
expense. 

The report separates general and operating 
from construction expenditures. Under the 
head of the latter it is shown that the 
grounds, buildings, etc., which are prop- 
erly ‘classed “under construction, cost the 
Exposition company $18,322,622.56. 
Outside of Mr. Burnham’s department there 
were general and operating expelises amouut- 
ing to over $7,000,000. The various admin- 
istrative departments come under-this head. 
Horace Tucker’s Bureau of Admission, for 
instance, cost $343,851. The Ceremonies 
committee managed to expend $314,841. 
The Council of Administration, which as- 
sumed the direction of things at a late day, 
expended $29,001. The Director-General’s 
department cost the Chicago directory $13,- 
136. The Executive Department, which in- 
cluded the executive officers of the Board of 
Directors, cost $121,895. On functions, 
which became a feature of the period of the 
exposition, there was expended $122,493. 
Of this amount $103,088 went up 
in the smoke of fireworks. To 
protect ~the  buildi from fire it 
cost $249,332, while foreign affairs 
rolled up $216,155. Insurance cost $178,- 
157. Lawyers gota slice of the Exposition 
fund, for they have cost $36,988. The 
Medical Bureau, which was in operation 
some time before the Fair, caused an ex- 
penditure of $44,035. Music was expensive, 
and amounted to $384,404. The Columbian 
Guards, under the guise of police, cost 
$1,194,189. The Bureau of Public Comfort 
was a conspicuous failure; it cost $29,310 
and the only receipts realized were a little 
over $1,900. President Bonney’s World 
Congress Auxillary cost $74,014. The serv- 
ice of the Columbian Guide Corps was short- 
lived, but the experiment cost $6,326. Paul 
Blackmar’s Bureau of Collection which 
looked after the receipts from concessionaires 
cost $88,869. 

Cost of the Departments, 


The Department of Agriculture, presided 
over by Chief Buchanan, cost $84,196. Chief 
Barrett spent $42,940 in his Department of 
Electricity. Prof. Putnam, with his South 
American explorations, expended $127,574 
on the Department of Ethnology. Capt. 
Collins managed the Fisheries Department 
for $29,755. The Fine Arts Department, un- 
der Chief Ives, cost $84,028. To get Uncle 
John Thorpe’s floricultural exhibit together 
cost $70,876. The Department of Forestry, 
under acting Chief Buchanan,, was conducted 
for $13,083. Chief Samuel’s Department of 
Horticulture cost $33,601. The Hygiene and 
Sanitation Bureau, under Chief Brewer, in- 
curred the modest expenditure of $2,898. 
The Liberai Arts epartment, under 
Chief Peabody, cost $32,735, while-the 
Live Stock Department involved $119,699. 

Machinery Department under Chief 
Robinson was managed for $48,303 and Chief 
Allison got together his big display in Manu- 
factures Building for $80,917. Lieut. Baker 
conducted the Bureau of Marine Exhibits at 
an expenditure of $54,975. Chief Handy’s 
Publicity Department cost $188,003. Chief 
Willard Smith expended $55,010 in getting 
together the exhibits in Transportation Build- 
ing. The Department of Installation spent 
$321,707 in placing the exhibits in the build- 
ings. Treasurer Seeberger’s office cost @117,- 
O88 and in auditing the accounts of the Ex- 
position Auditor Ackerman has expended 
$81,601. The Railroad or Transportation 
Department cost $225,739 and the Operating 
Department is set down as expending $899,-

The expense of conducting the Exposition 
during the month of September was $537,- 
566, while the receipts were $3,169,038. 
Over $2,000,000 of the receitts was from 
the gates, while $843,240 came from con- 
cessions. Power and light furnished exhibit- 
ers brought in $42,401. For forage there 
was received $7,134. Other receipts were 
from switching, storage, pilot service, and 
miscellaneous. 

Some of the items of expenditure for the 
month were: Concession expenses, $11,536; 
gate expenses, $44,804; ice, $10,000; in- 
surance, $21.445; operating power plant, 
$107,587; police protection, $98,148; serv- 
ices of bands, $30,901; secret service, $15,- 
099; salaries of clerks, * $18,883; ealaries of 
officers, $9,354, There are ascore of other 
items making up the total. The cost of opera- 
ting in September forms an average for the 
season. Mr. Ackerman’s last report is the 
first one in which there does not appear un- 
maid obligations on contracts for buildings.

FRAUD ISTHECHARGE 


INSPEOTOR OOYNE SAYS STREET 
PAY-ROLLS ARE STUFFED. 


He Tells Supt. McCarthy So in the Pres- 
ence of the Mayor—An Investigation to 
Be Had at OnceeBribery and General 
Corruption in the Street Department 
Are Alleged — McCarthy Denies the 
Charges and Says Coyne Is Incompetent 
Chief Clerk’s Denial. 

“You have been stuffing your pay-rolls. 
You are dishonest in the management of the 
Street Department, Mr. McCarthy, and I can 
If the employés of the Street 
partment will be protected I will guarantee 
reveal a state of affairs, Mr. Mayor, that will 
be startling to the public.” 

The speaker was Luke Coyne, the general 
inspector of streets, who resigneda few days 
ago, but who, on learning that Supt. McCar- 
thy had made charges against him, 
asked that his resignation be not 
accepted until he had had a chance 
to defend himself, He sat in the Mayor's 
private office, opposite Supt. McCarthy of the 
Street Department. Mayor Swift sat between 
them. 

“Tdefy youte prove your charges,” an- 
awered Supt. McCarthy. 

The charges made by Mr. Coyne are sensa- 
tional in the extreme. They are in brief that 
the pay-rolls of the Street Department have 
been stuffed, that men have been kept for po- 
litical purposes only, that Chief Clerk Apple- 
ton has accepted bribes from the men and 
handled roughly those men who did not give 
him bribes, that good men have been dis- 
charged to make room for bad ones, and in a 
general way that the management of the 


‘Street Department under Mr. McCarthy has 


been most corrupt. 
Charges Against Appleton, 


Mr. Appleton, he says, has accepted boxes 
of cigars from men under him, and has, un- 
der the pretense of borrowing money, accept- 
ed bribes from the men under him; that at 
least one man, an inspector named Prender- 
gast, was discharged because the man who 
got him the position, Henry MeGurn, refused 
to loan Appleton $100; and that Appleton 
has made it extremely disagreeable for men 
whd did not make him presents, 

Mayor Swift allowed the two men to talk as 
long and loud as they pleased, and came to 
the conclusion that the Department of Streets 
should be thoroughly investigated. Mr. Ap- 
pleton, he decided, should be put upon the 
rack with Supt. McCartny. To Mr. Coyne he 
said that all employés of the department who 
would give testimony would be perfectly pro- 
tected, and charged Mr. Coyne to collect all 
the evidence he could. It is probable the in- 
vestigation will be taken up Monday, and 
Mayor Swift promises it shall be thorough. 
He said: 

** IT consider the charges most serious. Mc- 
Carthy and Appleton are both on the rack for 
an investigation which will be most thorough. 
I told Coyne he would be protected, as would 
any one else who gave evidence. I believe 
Mr. Coyneto be an honest man and place 
reliance on his statements. The investigation 
will be taken up Monday, I think.” 


Mayer Scores McCarthy. 


McCarthy did not get off with the scathing 
Mr. Coyne gave him, The Mayor alsv de- 
scended on him. 

* IT want you to discharge every man in 
your department who is not absolutely need- 
ed,’’ said the Mayor. 

‘** I have no such men,” answered the Su- 
perintendent. 

**T am told you have. Iam informed you 
have loafers and bummers on your pay-rolls; 
men who never doa stroke of work for the 
city but who draw their pay from the city 
every pay day. I wantevery such man die- 
charged at once. I want you to keep the 
good men for whom you have work, but nota 
I want you to 
give the preference among the good men to 
those who have families. I want this work 
done at once. I shall hold you responsible 
for purging your pay-rolls. f shall have you 
up for an accounting within a few days. 

‘*T want you, too, to discharge your side- 
walk inspectors, They are mereiy ornamen- 
tal. I believed so when I was Conimissioner 
of Public Works. The licemen who are 
traveling over all the sidewalks’ in 
the city are competent to report 
any defects in the walks which 
should be remedied. We are obliged to 
economize, and I want the cutting to begin at 
once.”’ 

Supt. McCarthy, while still disclaiming 
that he had any men who do not work, prom- 
ised to obey the instructions of the Mayor. 


McCarthy Denies the Charges, 


Regarding Coyne’s statements, the Superin- 
tendent says they are wholly false, and that-he 
courts an investigation. He proposes to show 
why Coyne makes the charges. He said: 

I never said Coyne was not honest. I told him 
so in the presence of the Mayor. Ido say he is 
incompetent and negligent of his duty. I have 
the documents to proveit. Hereis a report from 
Inspector Daniel Cooney, who has beenan in- 
speotor for twenty years. I sent him to examine 

an Buren street from the river to Clinton 
street; which was being paved under Coyne’s 
supervision. Cooney says itis the most misera- 
ble piece of work he has ever seen. The Tail- 
bott Paving company admits it and I have se- 
cured its bond to make the street good in the 
spring. Then here is a report from Michael 

eaney, another good inspector. I sent him to 
see Albany avenue between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-sixth streets, which was being paved un- 
der Coyne's supervision. He reports that there 
shortage of two inches of 
on the middle of the 
of three inches on the sides. 
This represents a money value of about 
$700. One of the men working on that job says 
he called Coyne’s attention to the shortage and 
was told by him to mind his own business. 
have the statement of sub-inspector Kelly that 
men who came from Coyne’s division over into 
O’Hare’s were. willing to lay cull blocks which 
O'Hare would not allow. They said they laid 
that kind under Coyne. Ihave other evidences 
of Coyne’s incompetency and neglect of duty. As 
to my pay-rolls | went before Mayor Swift and 
told bim that every man on my pay-roll, the one 
of $18,000 to which he objects, did the work for 
which pay is asked and that I could bring affi- 
davits to prove it. That amount is the usual! 
amount of the pay-roll in working weather. My 
pay-rolls are all right. 
Clerk Appleton’s Denial. 


Chief Clerk Appleton denies in toto the 
charges of Coyne. He admits that he has 
taken cigars from the men but claims he 
never solicited any. The McGurn case he ex- 
lains in this way. McGurn is a money- 
ender. Meeting him one day he asked the 
loan of $100. eGurn agreed to send the 
money over. He delayed it a few days and in 
the meantime Supt. McCarthy discharged 
Prendergast, McGurn’s man, McGurn 
thought Appleton had made the discharge be- 
cause he had not loaned him the money. 

Chairman Madden of the finance commit- 
tee called on the Mayor yesterday to discuss 
the cutting down of city expenses, but owing 
toa pressure of other business the Mayor 
could not enter into conference with him.

But also there’s a gift horse in the collec- 
tion—a whole stable of ‘them to speak the 
truth. In fact the for exhibiter who has 
a few odds and ends he does not know what [| 
to do with has conceived the idea that the 
cheapest and best way out of the difficulty is 
to donate them to the Columbian Museum. 
It gets their names in the papers and saves 
the expense of packing and carting away. 

For instance it is hard to tell whether a set 
of car couplers recently donated comes under 
the head of * natural” or * scientific” curios- 
ities or are to be classified as works of art. 
Then again the collection of cow skulls and 
horns with which the institution was enriched 
several days ago may have been of inestima- 
ble value during the Exposition, as. it illus- 
trates, with the trifling aid of a man to ex- 
plain all about it, a certain process of dehorn- 
ing said to be painless and econemieal, These 
horns may be valuable simply because no 
other museum in the wide, wide world has 
anything like them. 

The community at large doubtless needs a 
whole lot of enlightenment regarding glaziers’ 
tools, for the average mun is wofully ignor- 
ant in the art of replacing a window, the utili- 
ty of which his son and heir, or, more proba- 
bly, his neighbor’s son and heir, has de- 
stroyed. Evidently so thought the man who 
donated a complete lay-out of putty knives, 
glass cutters, and other tools of the craft. It 
is also a trifle hard to see the educational in- 
fluence a set of photographs of street cars— 
equipped with Easy’s patent springs, the ‘0.

They Would Fill an Annex, 


But perhaps there will be a “gift horse” 
annex or department, although it doubtless 
will be called by some other name. The walls 
could be decorated with these street car pict- 
ures and a number of photographs of scenery 
along the lines of innumerable railroads, 
photographs that did noble advertising work 
during the Fair. No matter what the size of 
the ** gift horse’ anrfex there will be enough 
of these things to cover. the walls. Then 
from the ceiling could be suspended—artisti- 
cally draped with ribbons—bunches of hemp 
and oakum and clusters of dry tobacco leaves. 
Somewhere near these could be placed a 
choice assortment of beans and peas, 
which some open-hearted soul yielded up 
to the museum without a murmur, al- 
though the pang at parting must have 
been awful. Over a pyramid of pailsin which 
mackerel, cod, and other members of the 
finny tribe are packed could be placed a pair 
of shark’s jaws—rampant—and a rare effect 
could be made with a background of stuffed 
sturgeon, for all these things have been do- 
nated. And then there are the chunks of 
coal, the sides of sole leather, the cow. hides, 
horns, and pieces of bamboo, enough of them 
to stock the annex from ceiling to floor. Thev 
could be classified, too, for the frame work of 
various countries’ sections in the different 
buildings, absolutely without value except for 
kindling wood, has also been turned over to 
form the nucleus of the museum. Where 
the wood is not decorated the beautiful 
could be supplied with drapings of snake 
skins, intricate designs constructed of fish- 
hooks, monograms done in shells, and mosaics 
of dried leaves and peas. For all these too 
have been offered freely, and of course ac- 
cepted.

Death of Mr. Grover.

Judge Baker Rules Against Railroads ina 
Contest Over Possession of a Street. 

Corporation Counsel Adolph Kraus scored 
the first point yesterday in the ejectment suit 
of the city against the Chicago and Western 
Indiana railroad and others for the recovery 
of Wallace street and Stewart avenue. The 
suit came up before Judge Baker on a motion 
by Attorney Lynde for the Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana, the Louisville, Néw Albany and 
Chicago, and the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois roads, for Corporation Counsel Kraus to 
show his authority for commencing the suit. 
The attorney contended that the suit could not 
| be brought until a special ordinance authoriz- 
ing it had been passed by the City Council. 
Mr. Kraus defended his position by claiming 
that the corporation, the City Controller, and 
the Mayor were authorized by the general 
ordinances of the city to prosecute all the law 
business of the corporation. He quoted ex- 
tracts from the ordinances defining the duties 
of the Corporation Counsel and others provid- 
ing that the City Controller could, on approv- 
al of the Mayor, ratify any legal action of the 
Corporation Counsel. Mr. Kraus then stated 
that the suit had been approved by Mayor 
Harrison, and showed written directions from 
| Mayor Swift and Controller Wetherell author- 
izing the commencement of the suit. The 
court held that the position of the city is legal, 
and the defendants were given leave to file a 
bill of exceptions and plea Dec. 2.

MUSEUM ON UPPER FLOORS. 


Offices and Assembly-Room Located on 
the Main Floor, 


THE BUILDING WILL COST $75,000. 


_ Work on the new home of the Academy of 
Beiences in Lincoln Park is making rapid 
progress. It stands back from North Clark 
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offices have a separate entrance at the north 
end of the building. A general office is 
located at the left of this entrance. To reach 
the: Superintendent’s office, which is 
in nor t corner, it is neces- 
sary to pass through this general 
office. Back of these two rooms the Park 
Commissioners will have an assembly room 
as large as both of the offices. In addition to 
these rooms there wiil be the necessary closets 
and vaults. 

The second and the third floors entire will 

be devoted to the museum of the Academy of 
Sciences. Each floor is to be in one large 
roqgm., Extending entirely around both rooms 
is to be a series of cases and stands for the re- 
ception of specimens. These cases are pluced 
at right angies to the wall and extend toa 
broad aisle around the large central skylight. 
At the northeast corner of the south wing an 
elevator will be in operation. 
_ The building now in course of construction 
is to be 300x100 feet and is to cost $75,000. 
Arrangements have been made so that an ad- 
dition can be built onto the rear at any time 
if tnore room may be found desirable. It 
will make a splendid location for the Acad- 
emy of Sciences, which is now without a home 
ofany sort. It is also expected to prove a 
popular winter attraction for the park. It is 
to be open every day in the week, including 
Sunday.

TURKEY AND EXTRAS. 


OOST OF BOTH FOR THE OOMING 
THANKSGIVING DINNER. 


A Good Bird Can Be Bought for from 10 
to 13 Cents a Pound in the Retail Mar- 
ket, and the Supply Never Was More 
PlentifulePreparing the Victim for the 
TableeOther Desirable Fowl and Game 
«Cost of Vegetables and FruitsSeason- 
able Information for Housewives. 


Ever since that day in 1621 when the Pil- 
grim Fathers held a Thanksgiving festival 
and dined on wild turkey—shot Hy Capt. Miles 
Standish the night before—the strutting gob- 
bler has been a part of the American institu- 
tion, and at least once each year gets close to 
the hearts of its peopie. While it is true that 
theetuffed-up fowl does not always agree with 
the interior economy of his admirers, this 
comes after due homage has been paid to his 
greatness and does not prevent him from 
making himself felt in the best society 364 
days later. Being to the American what 
the plum-pudding is to the English- 
man, it is the “extras”’ that cause ‘the 
troubled dreams and tragic visions of the 
midnight hour that follows the transforma- 
tion scene of the dinner tline. It is safe to 
say that a Thanksgiving feast. without turkey 
and cranberry sauce would be like ‘** Ham- 
let’? with the Hamlet left out, or, according 
toa later version, like the}]United States with 
Chicago in some other country. 

For some reason, as yet unexplained, Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his Thanksgiving procla- 
mation failed to state what he considered 
would be a fair price for this American fowl 
of high degree. Some say this negligence 
was due to Grover’s loving interest in the 
future welfare of Queen Lil of the 
roast missionary quarter of thelearth. The 
unsettled condition of the market and the 
tariff on turkey feathers may have caused him 
to hesitate before offering an opinion of such 
univeigal interest ut this time. 

Thanksgiving Prices. 

However, Thanksgiving and the taste for 
turkey will be here in a few days and THe 
TRIBUNE, 1n its desire to assist the President 
in this moment of his grievous error, has 
delved deeply into the produce markets and 
will give prices of Thanksgiving turkey and 
the ** extras ’’ so inadvertently omitted from 
the great proclamation. Here they are: 

Of course nearly every one who dines at 
home or with some friend in the next block 
will expect a big, fat turkey. It might be of 
interest right here to say that if you dine out 
that means your cook has left; if you invite 
your friends “‘to turkey” that means the 
cook is ** padlocked’”’ for the day. But to the 
prices. A good bird .can be purchased for 
from 10 to 13 cents a pound in the retail 
market. Tons upon tons of these fowls are 
arriving in Chicagoevery day and the amount 
will increase until after Thanksgiving. They 
come from all parts of the country, but 
Illinois furnishes fully one-half the supply. 
Grain has been plentiful and asa result the 
turkeys are big, fat fellows, The receipts are 
heavier than in recent years and the 
quality is much better. All the express 
wagons are heavily loaded with dressed stock 
coming from all directions. The weather is 
cold and favorable for the trade, The best 
the market affords can be purchased for 12 
@13 cents a pound retail. From that the 
price runs down to nine cents a pound for.a 
fairly good quality. This is for dressed stock. 


How to Dress Turkeys, 


The dressing, or rather the removal of 
dressing, is done in the country, where five 
cents a fowl is about the figure for plucking 
the feathers. Few people who eat turkey 
know how this work is done.> The most ap- 
proved method is this: Hang the turkey up 
by the feet, cut open the roof of 
the mouth, and while he bleeds pluck 
the feathers, being careful not to tear the 
skin.. Before the fowl is dead all the feathers 
are supposed to be plucked, asa dead turkey 
is as tough in the hide as a modern weather 
man. A good hand can ‘‘pick’’ a turkey be- 
fore it has an idea of what’s wanted. Then 
the throat is cut to hasten death. Next comes 
the ** plumping”’ process by dipping ten sec- 
ouds in water nearly or quite boiling hot, and 
then immediately into cold water. After 
hanging in a cool place the fowls are packed 
in barrels and sent to the South Water street 
commission firms. The “plumping”’ gives 
the fowl that juicy, plump appearance. The 
method of killing has often been questioned 
by humane societies, but is stili common. 

It is difficult to estimate the number of tur- 
keys used in Chicago on one Thanksgiving. 
One good authority gives the number as 175,- 
000. This ia one fow! for every two families 
in the city. The average weight would be ten 
pounds, making 1,750,000 pounds, or 875 
tons. or 45 carloads, for one day’s home con- 
sumption. In addition to this the Chicago 
public will use, Nov. 30, other poultry and 
game enough to equal thisamount. This is 
not all the poultry and game handled in the 
city Thanksgiving week, however. Even New 
York draws largely upon this market and 
hunareds of smaller places get their turkeys 
from Chicago. Present estimates of ship. 
ments of turkeys from here to outside points 
for that week place the number at 7,000,000, 
or 180 cars. Fully as many more cars of 
other poultry and gamé will be shipped. In 
this respect the rest of the world is distinctly 
‘not in it” with Chicago. 

Other Desirable Fowl. 


Some people, still remembering the skeleton 
of last year’s feast and its digestive conse- 
quences, will let the turkey go by the board 
and select a goose, duck, or spring (?) chicken 
—of course a spring chicken is always a spring 
chicken until the next spring. Choice fat, 
nicely dressed geese can be had at the 
corner market for from 9 to 12 cents a 
pound. A poorer stock comes at 8 to 10 
cents. The meat man wi!l stuffa sixteen- 
pounder for a customer and sell it for 12 to 
14 cénts a pound, Dressed ducks sell at a 
trifle more a pound, good ones costing 11 to 
13 cents a pound, Chickens cost 7 to 9 cents 
a pound, 

Turkeys, geese, ducks, and chickens in the 
poultry line are a little too tame for many 
people who can afford to be fastidious. They 
want something wild and pay big prices for 
turkeys, geese, ducks, and chickens 
when the word * wild”’ appears 
before them on the bill of fare. For 
these people the South Water street dealers 
have laid ina supply and the cold storage 
warehouses are chock full of game birds. In 
the retail market game selis at these prices: 
Good prairie chickens, 40 to 50 cents each, 
These are the dam®k ones. Others can be pur- 
chased for 30 to 40 cents each. Partridges 
cost as much as the chickens. Selected large 
quail cost from $2 to $2.25 a dozen, Good 
fat jacksnipe can be had for $1.50 to $1.85 
a dozen, with a poorer quality at one-half 
that price. Golden plover sell by the dozen 
at $1.50 to $1.80. Grass snipe cost 75 to 90 
cents a dozen, and yellow legs 35 to 45 cents. 
Among the ducks mallards bring from 25 to 
35 cents each, and red heads 30 to 40 cents. 
A canvas-back costs $1, and a blue wing teal 
20 to 25 cents. The green wing teal costs 16 
to 20 cents, and smail mixed varieties are 
some cheaper. 

Wild Game Prices. 


A wild goose sells for 50 to 75 cents, and a 
wild turkey costs 15 to 22 cents a pound. 
Woodcocks are as expensive as _ prairie chick- 
ens of the best quality. Choice venison sad- 
dies, short cut, cost 13 to 16 cents a pound, 
with venison carcasses at 8 to 10 cents. Ante- 
lope saddles sell for 10 to 13 cents, and bear 
carcasses skinned bring 12 to 15 cents 
a pound. Rabbits are coming in as 
a result of the recent snow and the 
farmer boy with hisshotgun. They sell for 15 
to 20 cents apiece, with jack-rabbits at over 
double the price. Opossums cost from 60 to 
90 cents, and squirrels sell for 7 to 10 cents 
each. For game out of condition there is no 

lar market price. 

or the family that chooses fish for part of 
its elaborate dinner the supply is large ana 
the quality good. Black bass cost 9 to 12 
cents; pike, 7 to8cents; pickerel, 5 to 7 
cents, and other varieties come cheaper b 
the — Eels bring 8 to 10 cents a pound. 
Choice large bullfrogs cost GO to 80 cents a 
dozen. Lobsters sell for 25 cents a pound. 
Clams bring 20 cents a dozen and shell oysters 
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cost 25 to 80 cents a dozen. For stuffing for 
the turkey can oystets cost 40, 50, and 60 
cents a can, and bulk oysters 40, 60, and 70 
cents a quart. 

The Thankegiving dinner will, of course, be 
well supplied with vegetables of different 
kinds, .The best that the country affords is 
laid at the door of the Chicago citizen. It is 
simply a matter of choice and cash and*these 
are the prices: 

Cost of Vegetables. 


Irish potatoes from 50 to '75 centsa bushel ; 
sweet potatoes, from common to choice, $2 
to $3.50 a barrel; cabbage five to seven cents 
a head ; cucumbers 80 cents to $1.20 a dozen. 
celery costs from 12 to 40 cents a bunch, ac- 
cording to quality, and lettuce sells for 20Sto 
30 cents a dosen, with the Louisiana variety 
preferred. New beets cost 55 and 65 cents a 
dozen and new earrots rule at the same price. 
Onions cost $1 io $1.25 a box for the Span- 
ish. Radishes, 7 to 10, cents a bunch; spin- 
ach, 50 to 70 centsa box; string beans, $2 
to $2.50 for two-thirds bushel boxes; squash, 
10 to 15 cents each; turnips, 30 to 50 cents 
a bushel. Besides the vegetables afew eggs 
might be needed. The price is 26 to 28 cents 
a dozen for prime fresh, One could hardly 
do without butter. The cost is devendent 
upon quality and is from 25 to 35 cents a 
pound, 

Without fruits and nuts many would con- 
sider the Thanksgiving feast as inconiplete. 
Itissafe tosay thatany fruit, grown any- 
where, that can be. handled at all is to be 
foundin the home market. Entire express 
trains arrive daily to supply the demand tor 
fruit. It is said that Chicago alone consumes 
more California fruitin a year than do the 
people of that State themselves. The entire 
continent and some of the islands are drawn 
upon to keep the supply fresh and up to the 
high standard the public demands. 

What Fruit Sells For. 

These are the prices on common kinds of 
fruit: 

Apples, $2 to $5 a barrel, with King’s, 
fancy, at the head of the price list. Pears, 
California, 40-pound boxes, $2.75 to $5. 
Grapes, 20 to 40 cents a basket, according to 
variet. Florida oranges, $2 to $3.50 a box. 
Chestnuts, the best, sell for $3 to $4 a bushel. 
Of course there is no need of buying a whole 
bushel to stuff one turkey. English walnuts 
cost 12 to 15 cents a und, hazelnuts 4 to 
5 cents, hickory huts 85 to 95 cents a bushel, 
pecan nuts 5 to 9 cents a pound, and walnuts 
45 to 55 cents a bushel, Nice white clover 
honey costs 18 to 25 cents a pound box, 

One of the most important dishes at the 
dinner, probably next to the turkey itself in 
that respect, has been left to the last. This is 
cranberries. To many pepple the turkey 
might just as well be in 
served without cranberry sauce. 
restaurants recognize this and always serve 
the sauce with the turkey. The supply is only 
moderate and the demand for choice late ber- 
ries is firm. The Cape Cod variety is the 
mnost costly, and costs the corner grocer $6 
to $7.25 a barrel. The Wisconsin Bell and 
Bugle comes next at $4.25@4.75. The price 
a quart will depend upon how near out the 
grocer is when Nov. 30 arrives. 

The prices given are from a score of sources, 
none of which agree entirely. The highest 
prices are for the best in the retail market, 
while the lowest are for medium to poor qual- 
ity. There is not expected to be much change 
in the market during the week according to 
beat authorities. 


AFRICAN ARABS ARE IN REVOLT, 


Fears That a Great Massacre Will Be the 
Resalt. 

London Times: A representative of Reu- 
ter’s Agency yesterday had an interview with 
Mr. A. J. Swann, the missionary who brought 
home the first account of Emin Pasha’s mur- 
der, and who, during a period of ten years, 
was stationed on Lake Tanganyika. Speak- 
ing of the situation in that district, and refer- 
ring to the general spirit of unrest now ap- 
parent among the Arabs in Central Africa, 
Mr. Swann said: , 


**T should not be surprised to hear at any | 


moment of one of the 
few weeks ago the country was on the eve of 
a very general movement among the Arubs in 
power in the Tanganyika district, and judg- 

ing from the telegrams received since my ar- 

rival in England my opinion is confirmed that 
they are making their last stand. The tele- 
gram just published by the Cologne Gazette 
shows that Maj. Von Wissmann had an engage- 
ment with the Arabs in Tanganyika. What 

this portende it is impossible to say until we 
get further particulars. I know that the 
whole country is very much disturbed, and I 
feel adaured that unless the Arabs are crushed 
at once a general massacre must ensue. 

‘*The Arabs have been driven from their 
base, and having nowhere to fall back upon 
and nowhere to go to they arein the position 
of aratin a corner, and will certainly fly at 
some one, Now is the time for the Europeans 
to play their last card with the Arabs. Whether 
it will prove a trump card or not I cannotsay. 
The position of European expeditions in Tan- 
ganyika is peculiar, Once a force reaches the 
lake it is, so to speak, alone. It has no base 
of operations, but must be complete in itself. 
For this reason it is unable to _ carry 
on a lengthened campaign. That's 
what I mean when say that 
if it is desired to avoid a massacre by 
the Arab hordesa decisive blow must be 
struck at once. At least three European 

owers are trying to push their way to the 
eben of Africa , Bi different sides. While 
the Arabs were in the Manyema country, 
with Lake Tanganyika to fall back upon if 
necessary, they were quiet and felt compara- 
tively safe. Now their position is aifferent. 
Driven from Manyema by the Belgians 
from the Congo they have fallen back upon 
the lake. But they find their road barred. 
They cannot get to the coast, and this means 
that the road for the slave traffic is stopped. 
Arrived on the shore of Tanganyika, they 
meet the Belgian force under Capt. Jacques. 
Of this officer nothing has been heard for 
some time. When I left he was besieged by 
the Arabs, parties of whom had been told off 
to keep the great trade road from the Congo 
open at all hazards, and it is a great question 
in my mind whether the garrison has been 
able to withstand the shock which must in- 
evitably have occurred when the main body 
of the Arabs, enraged at their expulsion from 
Manyema, joined their comrades on the lake 
at the spot where Jacques was besieged. 

‘‘On my way to the coast I passed a Bel- 
gian expedition under the command of Capt. 
Deschamps at the south end of tne lake. This 
party, which was well supplied with quick 
tiring guns, arms, and ammunition, was go- 
ing to the relief of Jacques, and should, if 
alive, have joined his force ere now, but 
nothing has been heard of it.. Meanwhile, 
we learn that Wissmann has reached the 
other shore of the lake from the south, and is 
probably at Kirandu. When I met Wissmann 
a short time ago he was preparing to survey 
Lake Rukwa, and I suppose that he has come 
into collision with the natives between that 
lake and Tanganyika. I cannot but regard 
the whole position as very serious.”’

LIVED ON HORSE MEAT. 


MR. HENRY SOMERSET’S HUNT AFTER 
THE SAVAGE GRIZZLY. 


Lost in the Wilds of the Hudson Bay 
Country, the Young Englishman and 
His Party Subsist for Two Weeks Upon 
a Saddle Pony«The Adventure to Be 
Set Forth in a Book—An Abundance of 
Game Discovered but Not a Single 
Grizzly Bear. 


The story which follows will probably form 
the basis of a book soon to be issued in En- 
gland by Mr. Henry Somerset, son of Lady 
Henry Somerset. It is the experience of the 
young Englishman and his friends on a hunt- 
ing trip in the wild West and has been ge- 
curely “corked up” for several weeks, ev- 
erybody concerned being sworn to secrecy. 
The story leaked out in a dispatch from Taco- 
ae Wash., printed in Taz Tarsune of Nov. 

Young Somerset, together with his friend 
and companion, Arthur Hungerford Pollen of 
Essex .Court, Temple, London, became im- 
bued with the idea of bagging some of Amer- 
ica’s big game—nothing, in fact, less than the 
grizzly bear of the Rocky Mountains, and re- 
solved to seek that ferocious anima! in his 
lair. Somerset and Pollen left England last 
June fully equipped with elephant guns, 
ammunition, and all the paraphernalia 
dear to the enthusiastic hunter’s heart. 

Upon arriving in Chicago they stopped a 
few days to see the Fair. They wished totake 
a medical man with them and were intro- 
duced to Dr. Lewis W. Dudley of the Mercy 
Hospital Medical corps, who accompanied 
the party. The two Englishmen had made a 
tour through California three years ago and 
had with them then a man named Robert 
Ramsey, who acted as cook. Ramsey is a 
character and has traveled all over the world. 
He was telegraphed to at his home in Tacoma 
to join the party at Edmanton. Here they 
also met Capt. Round of the Hudson Bay 
company. 

Start Made from Chicago 

Somerset, Pollen, and Dudley left Chicago 
June 7 over the Canadian Pacific for Calgary. 
Their experience during the remainder of the 
trip, as told by one of the members of the 
party, is as follows: 

** From Calgary the party went to Edman- 
ton, a distance of about 200 miles north on 
the Satkatchi River. It was joined there by 
Ramsey and Capt. Round. The Hudson Bay 
company’s post is situated at Edmanton, and 
we secured our provisions, supplies, wagons, 
and horses through the post. We had four- 
teen horses and several wagons. The horses 
were fitted with pack saddles, on which were 
placed the supplies and provisions. Two rode 
on horseback while the rest occupied the 
wagons. 

** We left Edmanton by a wagon road, which 
was used mostly to carry freight, and struck 
out for Athabasca Landing, a distance of 100 
miles. We were delayed along the route by 
rains, which kept the roads in a frightful con- 
dition. Aftera “ve days’ rest at A thabasca 
Landing we te -k a steamboat to Little Slave 
River and there meta Mr. McDonald, who 
was waiting ‘or us with a york boat. These 
are singular-iooking affairs, resembling a big 
scow. They are used (for carrying 
freight and will hold three or four 
tons, besides abou a dozen men. It 
is ‘propelled by sweeps and- Indians, 
who'grasp a rope attached to it and run aiong 
the.bank, dragging the boat along, much after 
the manner of a canal boat. 

**We spent four days on the river, finally 
reaching the mouth, where is situated Little 
Slave Lake. This is about70 miles long by 
12 miles wide. Wespent three days on the 
lake. It-is a beautiful sheet of water full of 

gnd surrounded by low mountains, 


in the center of which it nestles} like a no 
sheet of glass. Aboutone of these, Table 


Mountain, an Indian legend exists 
to the effect that the Great Bird that causes 
thunder roosts there. This was supposed to 
have originated from a party of Inaians who 
had camped on one of the islands during a 
terrific thunder-storm. In their superstitious 
fear they attributed the commotion to Table 
Mountain. We staid four days at the Hud- 
son Bay Post on the Little Slave Lake, and from 
there went by as road past Heart River 
to Peace River as our supplies bei 
carried by ox teams. The road was full o 

rocks and bad generally and we were troubled 
by mosquitoes. From Peace River Landing 
we journeyed to Smoky River. These two 
rivers meet and forma fork. The scenery in 
that vicinity is magnificent. Theentire coun- 
try abounded in wild flowers, and rugged and 
picturesque spots were to be seen every where. 


An Indian Superstition, . 


** There is one place near the forks that the 
Indians regard with superstitious fear and 
they can’t be induced to go near it. A 
cloud of smoke hangs over it all the time 
and the natives say it is a smokimg 
lava bed. No one has ever investigated it, 
We were taken across Peace River in a flat- 
boat, swimming our horses, and went to a lit- 
tle shock or cabin kept by a half-breed called 
‘Pat.’ We staid over night there, and the 
next morning arranged with some priests at 
Smoky River Mission, where four of them 
lived to look after the welfare of the Indians, 
to take our goods to Fort Dunvagen. We 
remained there five and fitted 
out a pack train. reinforced 
by two half-breed guides, we left Dunvagen 
July 18. Our fourteen horses were loaded 
with what we supposed to be a sufficient 
quantity of side bacon, flour, tea, condensed 
milk, and fruits. With only a surveyor’s 
map fourteen years old we pushed on to 
Poucecoupee Prairie, which is about twenty- 
five miles across, and where skeletons of In- 
dian tepees could be seen scattered over it, 
A stop of three days was made, and we nearl 
discovered a grizzly, but got off the trail an 
missed it. Small game was in abundance, 
and berries, particularly strawberries, grew in 
great profusion. 

‘‘From Poucecoupee we went through sec- 
tions of fallen timber and the route was 80 
bad we were obliged to make two marches a 
day in order to rest our horses. After several 
days of hard traveling we at iast reached the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains early in August 
and followed the trail of the Pine River. We 
camped out for ten days and were 
about half way to Pine River Pass 
when we met a arty of Chinook 
Indians and a Beaver Indian, whom we took 
along with us as a guide. Somerset and Pol- 
len went up the mountain and spent ten days 
trying to scare up a few grizzlies. They suc- 
ceeded in scaring them, but failed to catch 
sight of any. One of the guides shot ata 
bear with a 32-caliber rifle and effectually 
frightened the others away. At any rate, they 
never caught sight of one. 

Provisions Get Low. 


‘Our provisions were now gettinglow and 
we shot marmots and traded tobacco and am- 
munition with the Indians for some bear meat, 
During his journey up the mountain Pollen 
fell and sprained his arkle, thus delaying ué. 
Our provisions ran lower and lower; we 
couldn’t follow the — ee sg tag 
to go along the of the river.

All of 
the eatable parts, including the heart 
liver, were cut up and smoked over the fire. 
These were packed away and served us 48 
food for two weeks. While it was something 
of a novelty we @id not find it ee 
in fact it was excellent. It was tender 
tasted not unlike beef, but was not so juicy. 

** We followed up Pine River to where it 
raises and flows down the other side of the 
ridge and Azouetta Lake, which we 
found to be ice cold, surrounded by mountain 
peaks covered with snow. We followed the 
river and were obliged to send three men 
ahead with knives to cut a trail. We got to 
Misinchinca, where we lost the trail, until we 
came to Parsnip River. When lost we had

When we 
rea Parsnip River we thought we were 
about forty miles from Fort McLeod, and 
Somerset, Pollen, Round, and two of the half- 
breed guides went ahead to find the fort.

From there we went to Stewart’s 
River, from there to Frozen River, stopped at 
Fort George over night, and went on to 
Quesines Mouth, where we rested up for two 
days and then went by stage to Ashcroft, 
where ovr party broke up. Somerset and 
Pollen went to Winnipeg, and from there to 
England. Capt. Round returned to Edman- 
ton, Ramsey to Tacoma, and Dr. Dudiey to 
hicago. 
“The country through which we went is 
one rarely traveled. Fourteen rears ago sur- 
veyors for the Canadian Pacific railroad 
through part of it. At onetime we 
went two months without meeting a human 
being. There is one thing certain, it is 
no place to hunt grizzly bear. We 
didn’t even catch sight of one, although 
black bear, moose, antelope, and any amount 
uf small game were quite numerous. In fact, 
some partions of the country would be a para- 
dise for hunters. The Indians are being 
driven cut and the fur-bearing animals are 
being driven further north. But as for grizz- 
lies—well, a man has to be an Indian to hunt 
that animal.” 


DISCUSS LOST TRIBES OF ISRAEL. 


Theory That They Have Been Found in 
the Anglo-Saxon Race. 

Mail and Eapress: A question that. is rap- 
idly forcing itself to the front in religious 
circles is the location of the lost tribes of 
Israel. In view of the prophecies that when 
the children of the house of Judea, or Jews, 
return to Palestine they are to be accom- 
panied by their brethren of the house of 
Israel, whose identity among the nations has 
remained so long undiscoveted, the subject is 
intensely interesting alike to Jews and Chris- 
tians. 

For many years devout minds have been 
engaged in investigations that have yielded 
continuous streams of light from sacred and 
secular history, chronology, astronomy, and 
numerous other sources. Scores of men emi- 
nent in the realms of religious, scientific, his- 
torical, ethnological, and philological re- 
search have pursued their inquiries unceas- 
ingly, and claim at last to have solved the 
mystery in the diseovery that the Anglo- 
Saxon race possess all the - distinguishing 
marks whereby the lost tribes are to be finally 
recognized. 

Prof. €. Piazzi Smyth, late Astronomer 
Royal for Scotland, in reviewing a book by 
Prof. C. A. L. Totten, United States army, an 
enthusiastic and voluminous writer-.on the 
subject, expresses himself as follows: 

‘* What is the effect of so unexpected a dis- 
covery on the Bible itself? It is twofold. 
First, it causes us to behold and acknowledge 
therein the accomplishment of a _ true 
miracle, and of the mightiest kind through 
the ages, consummated in our own days. 
And, second, it causes the Bible to become 
for the Neo-israelitic Anglo-Saxoas of Ameri- 
ca and Great Britain with her colonies, as it 
was for the tribes of Israel of old, an infalli- 
ble book for their national guidance in poli- 
tics, as well as a collection of inspired in- 
structions for each individual so in re- 
ligion.”’ 

Naturally, the supposed discovery of a 
truth so lo hidden from theological eyes 
elicita considerable criticism from conserva- 
tive expositors of the Scriptures; ut no 
: er after light 
5 fi ‘the o 
scholatly men, except atthe risk of plaeing 
themselves in the category of those 
the pharisaical spirit. The exponents of this 
belief compiain that they do uot receive fair 
treatment at the hands of the religious press. 
Whether this complaint be just or not, truth 
itself rnust eventually be victorious and can 
afford to patiently await the issue. 

The faith of the Christian is in no degree 
threatened by the controversy, as evangelical 
activity ie increased by this new testimony to 
the faithfulness of Jehovah to his promises, 
while to the loyal Jew the discovery is preg- 
nant with an early fulfillment of the glorious 
hopes that have sustained him through long 
centuries of gloom and disaster. Briefly 
stated the facts are as follows: 

The house of Israel was banished to Assyria 
about 721 B. C.; the house of Judah to Baby- 
ion about 100 years later. The house of Ju- 
dah returned to Palestine under Kzra and 
Nehemiah after seventy years of captivity, 
but the ten-tribed house of Israel never re- 
turned. According to numerous prophecies 
they were to become Lo-Ammi (not my peo- 
ple), gentilized, outcast, divo , and known 
under another name. On the other hand all 
the great prophets predict that while in the 
land of their dispersion they were to be recove- 
nanted and become the sons of the living 
God—a strong nation and chief of the nations 
—in the isles of the sea and the isles far off— 
in the north and west— possessing the gates of 
their enemies, and to be among the nations 
in the midst of many people asa lion among 
the beasts of the forest. All of which prom- 
ises undoubtedly refer to the ten-tribed or 
lost house of Israel, arid not to the house of 
Judah. It is dontended by the exponents of 
this supposed discovery that there is no possi- 
bility of the fulfillment of these prophecies if 
they do not refer to the English-speaking peo- 

le. 
, At any rate, it is a subject replete with in- 
ternational interest, and should be accorded 
a dignified discussion and candid considera- 
tion.

GOLD MINING WITH A STEAMBOAT. 


Getting Metal at the Rate of $100 a Day 
from the Bed of a River, 

Helena Independent; Extravagant stories 
are told about the wealth of gold sprinkled 
throughout the Snake River country in Jdaho. 
As a general thing the gold is very fine, 
the particles being of so light a weight as to 
be elusive. Save when worked ona largescale 
it is difficult to make good wages in recover- 
ing the gold. Numerous bars along the river 
would prove profitable could water 
be commanded for sluicing or hydraulicing. 
An adequate supply is hard to obtain on ac- 
count of the slight and gradual fall of the 
stream and the level character of the outlying 
lands. To overcome this lack of water as 
well as insure sufficient dumping ground. a 
big floating gold-saving dredge has been con- 
structed and is nowat work on the Idaho 
bank of the Snake River about ten miles 
above Payette. 

It is a stern-wheel flatboat propelled by 
steam. Substantially constructed, 65 feet 
long and 22 feet wide, it 18 equipped with a 
thirty-five horse power marine engine and 
boiler and adapted in every way for navigat- 
ing Idaho’s great waterway. With a slight al- 
teration it could be transformed into a steam 
dredge and used to scoop up sand and gravel 
from the bottom of the stream. That has 
never been attempted. As in the past, opera- 
tions are now confined to working burs out of 
the bed or channel of the river. The method 
pursued is to anchor alongside one of these

LIFE ON THE PLANET VENUS. 


Speculations in the Light of Science as to 
What Sort of a Time They Have. 

Youth’s Companion; It will be remembered 
that about two years ago the famous Italian 
astronomer, Schiaparelli, announced that he 
had discovered that Venus, which is a world 
very slightly smaller than ours, makes on! 
one turn on its axis in going once around th 
sun. It would follow from this that on Venus 
there is no succession of days and nights as 
upon the earth, but that perpetual day reigns 
on one side of the planet and perpetual night 
on the other. In other words, if Schiaparelli 
is right, Venus always presents the same face 
to the sun, just as the moon forever turns the 
same hemisphere toward the earth. 

The inhabitants of the sunward side of 
Venus, then—if there be any—never see the 
sun set, while the inhabitants of the other side 
never see the sun at all, unless they visit the 
opposite hemisphere of their globe. 

Of course, no one knows whether there are 
inhabitants upon Venus or not, but we do 
know Venus has an atmosphere, and that in 
its atmosphere watery vapor exists and clouds 
float, and that upon the surface of the planet 
the force of gravitation is not very different 
from that which it manifests on the surface 
of the earth. scorn  £ there are some 
reasons to be urged in behalf of the opinion 
that Venus may be an inhabited world. 

But if one-half of Venus be buried in end- 
less night while the other half les glaring 
beneath a never-setting sun itis evident that 
the inhabitants of that planet must have ex- 
periences that would be most strange and try- 
ing to us. So the question whether Venus 
really does rotate on its axis once in 225 
days, the period of its revolution around the 
sun, derives an added interest from the con- 
sideration that the planet possibly has inhab- 
itants. 

The older observations indicated that Venus 
rotated in between twenty-three and twenty- 
four hours, giving it days and nights about 
equal to those of the earth. In order to settle 
the question it has recently been proposed 
to apply the spectroscope. It is known that 
in the spectrum ofa celestial body which is 
rapidly approaching the earth the spectro- 
scopic lines are shifted toward the blue, while 
in the spectrum of a fast retreating body the 
lines are shifted toward the red. 

The prineiple has been used in measuring 
the rate of the sun’s rotation. The lines are 
shifted toward the blue onthe eastern and 
toward the red on the western edge of the sun 
and by measuring the amount of shifting the 
rate of rotation is found. Itis easy to see 
that the same method may be applied to find 
out how fast Venus revolves on its axis. 

Every one who watches the glorious even- 
ing star growing brighter and brighter in the 
sunset sky duringthe coming months will 
certainly be eagerto hearthe latest news 
from the astronomers who are trying to tind 
out whether Venus has successive days and 
nights like the earth or has onlya day side 
and a night side. 


THE HOTTEST SPOTS ON EARTH. 


Death Valley in California Carries Off the 
Palm in America. 

Spare Moments: In the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere the hottest spot is on the borders of 
the Persian Gulf on the southwestern coast 
of Persia. The thermometer during July and 
August never falls below 100° during the 
night, while the temperature during the day 
rises to 128° or 129°. Little or no rain falls, 
and yet, in spite of this terrific heat and other 
drawbacks, a comparatively numerous popu- 
lation contrive to live there, obtaining their 
water supply by divers from the copious 
springs of fresh water which burst forth from 
the bottom of the sea. 

In the Western Hemisphere the hottest re- 

ion isa vaileyin California (known as the 
Death Valley), situated to the east of the 
Sierra Nevadas, and running between two 
mountain ranges, the Funeral or Tuneral 
(6,000 feet) and the Amargoea (10,000 feet), 
which has as high or even a higher mean tem- 

rature than the region on the Persian coast. 
n four months out of five during which read- 
ings of the thermometer were taken, the mean 
temperature rose above 90°, while in July 
and August it exceeded 100°, The mean tem- 
perature for the twenty-four hours on the 
18th of July, 1891, was just over 108°. This 
valley is uninhabited, and derived its signifi- 
cant name from the circumstance that an ac- 
tive party of California emigrants, who had 
strayed from the regular overland trail, per- 
ished there in 1850 from heat and thirst. 
The hottest region in Africa is in Nubian Des- 
ert. where food may be cooked by being bur- 
ied in the sand. The Arabs say of it **The 
soil is like fire and the wind like a flame.”’ 
The hottest portions of the British Empire are 
India and Austraiia.

The ilove letters of the married people of 
this day, if they write letters. which come 
under that head, differ notably in two respects 
from those exchanged two and a half centu- 
ries ago by Gov. John Winthrop and his wife. 
‘The religious spirit which was so manifest in 
the letters of Puritans to wives, children, or 
friends is lacking. There has also been a 
change in the status of husband and wife 
since the days of Winthrop. The conviction 
that ** the husband is the head of the wife”’ is 
not feltas strongly now as then. There is 
no less love, but there is more equality. 
Thus Margaret Winthrop writes: 

Il ware worse than a brute beast if I should not 
love and be faythfull to thee, who hath deserved 
so well at my hands. Iam ashamed and greved 
with myselfe that I have no thinge within or 
without worthy of thee and yet it pleaseth thee 
to except of both and to rest contented. I had 
need to amend my life and to pray to God for 
more grace that I may not deceve you of those 
good hopes which you have of me—a sinfull 
woman, full of infirmyties, continually fayleinge 
of what I desire and of what I ought to performe 
to the Lorde and thyselfe. . . I will use 
that speech to thee that Abygal did to David, I 
will be a servant to wash thee feete of my Lord, 
I will doe any service whearein | may please my 
good husband I confess I cannot do ynough for 
thee, but thou art pleased to accept the will for 
the deede and rest contented. 

Nor would a lover of today, desirous of a 
quiet and unostentatious wedding, write to his 
beloved just as Juhn Winthrop, being then*’ 
under 21 years of age, did to Margaret Tyn- 
dal, saying: 

Nowe, my deare heart, let me parlye a little 
with thee about trifles, for when I am present 
with thee my speeche is prejudiced by thy pres- 
ence, which drawes my mind fr m itselfe. I sup- 
pose nowe upon thy unkle’s cominge there wilbe 
advisinge and counsellinge of all hands; and 
amongst many I knowe there wilbe some that 
wil provokinge thee, in thése indifferent 
things, asa matter of apparell, fashions, and 
other circumstances, rather to give contente to 
their vaine minds savouringe too muche ef the 
fleshe, &c., than to be guided by the rule of Gods 
worde which must be the light and the rule, tor 
allthoughe I do easyly grant thatthe Kingdome 
of Heaven is not meat and drinke and Soper. 
but righteousnesse peace &c.; yet beinge forbid- 
den to fashion ourselves like unto this world and 
to avoyde not onely evyll, but all appearance of 
it must be avoyded and aliso whatsoever may 
breed offense tothe weake (for whichI praye 
thee read for thy direction the xiiii. to the 
Romans) andfor that Christians are rather to 
seeke to edifie than to please, 1] hould ita rule 
Christian wisdome in all these tiings to follow 
the soberest examples. 

After Winthrop had decided that it was his 
duty to goto New England he wrote to his 
wife thus: 

I must now begin to prepare thee for our long 
parting which grows very near. I know not how 
to deal with thee by arguments, far if thou wert 
as wise and patient as ever woman was, yet it 
must needs be a great trial to thee, and the 
greater because [| am so dear to thee. That 
which I must chiefly look atin thee for a ground 
of contentment is thy godliness. If now the 
Lord be thy God thou must show it by trusting 
to him and resigning thyself quietly to his good 
pleasure. If now Christ be thy husband thou 
must show what sweet and sure intercourse is 
between him and thy soul when it shall be no 
hard thing for thee to part with an earthly, mor- 
tal, infirm husband for his sake. The enlarge- 
ment of thy comfort in the communion of the 
love and sweet familiarity of thy most holy, 
heavenly, and undefiled Lord and Husband will 
abundantly recompense whatsoever want or in- 
convenience may come by the absence of the 
other. 

The wife writes to her husband thus: 

Most deare and lovinge husband: I cannot ex- 
poems my love to you as I desire in these poor 
ivelesse lines, but I doe hartily wish you did see 
my harte how true and faythfull it is to you, and 
how much I doe desire to be allwayes with you, 
to enjoy the sweet comfort of your presence and 
those helps from you in sperituall and temperall 
dutyes which | am so unfite to performe without 
ee ae bid my good husband good night. 
Littell Samerwell thinkes it is time for me to goe 
to bed and sol beseech the Lord to keepe you 
in safety, and us all heare. Farwell my . sweete 
husband your obedient wife. 

These extracts may serve to show the 
quaintness and charm of these love letters of 
the first Governor of Massachusetts and his 
wife and to provoke a desire for their perusal.

Egyptian Antiquities, 

The chapters on Egyptian funeral archex- 
ology by E. A. Wallis Budge, Litt. D., F. S. 
A., of the Department of Egyptian and 
Assyrian Antiquities in the British Museum, 
issued under the title of **The Mummy,” 
will prove of interest not only to Egyptol- 
ogists in particular but to students of history 
in general. In the author’s preface the 
reader is informed that the chaptersin the 
book were originally written tu form the in- 
troduction to the catalogue of the Egyptian 
collection in the Fitzwilliam Museum, 
Cambridge, having been prepared 
at the request of the syndics_ of 
that institution. and were intended 
to supply the information necessary for un- 
derstanding the object and use of the antiqui- 
ties described in the catalogue. The monu- 
ments and remains of old Egypt were almost 
entirely of a sepulchral character. The rea- 
son for this wus the belief of the Egyptians 
that at some future period the soul wouid re- 
turn to revivify the body, and this prompted 
the preservation of the latter in the best pos- 
sible manner in order that it might resist the 
action of decay and be in readiness for the 
return of the soul. To thesame end tombs 
were hewn in the solid rock or constructed of 
great masses of stone that the ac- 
tion’ of the ages might be resisted, 
and every other precaution possible taken, 
The author has performed a valuable service 
in giving information most needed by those 
who are greatly interested in Egyptian an- 
tiquities and have formed or intend to form 
Egyptian collections. His long experience, 
gained from years of service in the British 
Museum, has made him an authority on the 
subject, and his advice is as timely as it is 
valuable. Frequent reference is made in the 
book to the great national collection in the 
British Museum, which in itself is a most 
comprehensive lesson to the student of 
Egyptology. The evidence of the principal 
Greek writers on Egyptian hieroglyphics is 
also brought forward, together with a state- 
ment of facts connected with the history of 
Egyptian decipherment. The labors of vari- 
ous English Egyptologists are also shown. 
So far as the illustrations are concerned, and 
there are eighty-eight of them, too much in 
praise can hardly be said. Many of them are 
not new by any means, but some of them are, 
and all are produced in fine style. While no 
lofty style of writing has been resorted to the 
author has set forth the facts in a clear manner, 
and for this he is to be thanked by the stu- 
dent, for whom the work was prepared.

Christopher Gist’s Journeys, 

In 1748 a grant of 500,000 acres of land 
along the Ohio River below Pittsburg was 
made by the Crown to the Ohio Land com- 
pany on condition that it settled a hundred 
families on its grant and built and maintain- 
ed a fort. This was the first of the large land 
companies given a grant west of the Alle- 
ghanies, and was subsequently absorbed in 
what was known as the Walpole company 
chartered in 1769, to which was given all of 
Kentucky east of a line due south froin the Ohio 
opposite the mouth of the Scioto, and the 
western half of West Virginia. In 1750. the 
Ohio company engaged Christopher Gist to 
make a trip down the Ohio and select a portion 
of the landsgiven it. He wentas far as theBig 
Bone Lick in Kentucky and then returned to 
Cumberland, Md., by way of the Kentucky 
and Kanawha Rivers. He was thus one of 
the first white men to visit what is now Ken- 
tucky. Boone not having gone there till 1769. 
A year later Gist nade another but briefer 
trip for the company, and in 1753 he accom. 
panied Gen. (then Major) Washington when 
the latter went to the French post near Lake 
Erie. Gist was at Braddock’s defeat, having 
gone with the Generalas a guide, and was 
afterwards Indian Agent in the Carolinas. 
Among his best-known descendants were 
Montgomery and Frank P. Blair and B. Gratz 
Brown. 

The journals kept by Gist on these three 
trips, the second of which has never been 
printed, have just been published in one vol- 
ume, accompanied with abundant geograph- 
ical, ethnologicai, and historical notes. and 
also with brief sketches of Gist himself and 
of some of hiscontemporaries, such as George 
Croghan, the Indian trader, Thomas Cresap, 
whose son Michael is charged with the murder 
of Logan’s family,Gen. James Grant, and 
Andrew Montour, the noted interpreter, and 
other members of that family. This book is 
one which will have special attractions for 
those who are interested in the ante-revolu- 
tionary history of the country iying immedi- 
ately west of the ge errrane and around and 
below Pittsburg. (Christopher Gist’s Jour- 
nals, with Notes and Biographies of His Con- 
temporaries, by William M. rlington.

“THE TEMPTER” REVERSES “ FAUST.” 


Henry Arthur Jones’ Latest Drama the 
Opposite of Goethe’s Masterpiece. 

Henry Arthur Jones’ new drama ‘The 
Tempter,”’ which has just been produced in 
London, is universally considered a remark- 
able literary work. People familiar with con- 
temporaneous dramatic literature on both 
sides of the ocean had expected another 
flattering sermon to the masses which the 
auhtor never fails to preach in his melo- 
dramatic writings. It is evident, however, 
that they have been agreeably disappointed. 
‘The Tempter” is not only a fine reading 
play, but under the magic touch of Mr. Beer- 
bohm Tree it has proved an equally good act- 
ing drama. Thethemeisanoldone. Satan 
buying the soul of man is a subject as old as 
the hills and familiar to every nation in some 
shape or form, from the days of Marlowe to 
Goethe and Wills. Evidently it still has a 
fascination fon this matter of fact nineteenth 
century. 

Mr. Jones has made a radical departure 
frorn the orthodox way of treating the sub- 
ject which Goethe has made familiar. The 
legend of Faust is reversed. In the old story 
the devil or Mephisto works upon the weak- 
ness of a good woman through an irresistible 
man. In Mr. Jones’ drama the devil makes 
the woman the means of tempting a weak 
man. An outline of the plot can best be told 
through the medium of the play whose order 
it reverses, 

Lady Isobel isthe Marguerite, but with the 
difference just.indicated. Prince Leon 1s the 
Faust of the play.- Lady Isobel, whose prop- 
erty has been stolen from her and confiscated 
bya religious hypocrite of a guardian, is 
about to enter a convent and bury there her 
loveless life. The devil does not intend to 
stand any such nonsense. He intends that 
this passionate Lady I:obel shall not only 
give up religion altogether, but seduce her 
cousin’s lover, crush his sense of 
honor under her pretty feet, kill the man 
she worshiped, and leave it an open question, 
as Goethe does, whether God or the devil shal! 
keep these two wretched souls. The weak 
Prince Leon pleads that he is bound to marry 
his cousin, the Lady Avis, because they have 
been pledged to one another, and -their mar- 
riage will secure their countries’ peace. 

This, roughly, isan outline of the plot, if 
plot it can be called. Itis the filling in, the 
development of character, the bold and, one 
might say, the reckless way of dealing with 
religion, psychology, and philosophy gener- 
ally that has made, this new play the talk of 
London, 

The play opens with a shipwreck. Prince 
Leon of Auvergne is coming to England. His 
union with the Lady Avis is intended to bring 
about a political alliance between England 
and France, A storm comes on and while the 
fury of the elements are at their height the 
steersman falls into the sea and a flash of 
lightning reveals the devil taking the helm 
and steering the vessel to destruction. The 
Prince alone survives. » Satan prevails on the 
knight to forget binclyeairy pudhie vows and 
to desert his cousin, affianced. The evil 
one has laughed to scorn the prejudices of the 
soldier and the gentleman. 

The lady Isobel falls a victim to the wiles of | 
Satan in diaguise. She has been wed to the 
church, but he paints for her passionate nat- 
ure a horrible picture of the lonely and love- 
less life she will pass in the cloister. Finally, 
with all her religious scruples, she is made the 
instrument of her own and her lover's de- 
struction. As soon as he throws the lovers 
into each other's arms he creates suspicion, 
distrust, and dissension. The result is that 
Isobel, in a frenzy of despair, stabs the 
Prince and afterward dies on his prostrate 
body under the walls of Canterbury Cathe- 
dral, upon the roof of which the devil, being 
much addicted to spying and eavesdropping, 
plays a game of hide and eeek. 

Apparently Mr. Jones has used the charac- 
ter of the devil as a medium for his cynicism, 
sarcasm, and ultra-modern philosophy, says 
the Jllustrated London News. He has treated 
love with the true passion of a poet and has 
put fofward in a new and attractive dress the 
problem of the eternal man and woman, and 
in his diseussion‘or treatment he has shown 
no bias one way or the other. 

The Libby Prison War Museum is enjoying 
the largest patronage ever known in its his- 
tory. In fact the daily attendance is much 
greater than the projectors of the enterprise 
ever anticipated. An impression prevails 
with many of Chicago’s visitors that this in- 
stitution is a World’s Fair enterprise.

“DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES” NOT THE 
Iss 


The election to be held in this city on the 
19th of next month is for the purpose of 
choosing a person to act as Mayor of Chicago 
durimg the ensuing sixteen months. The duties 
of that officer are set forth in the charter and 
not in any party platform. To perform them 
properly he ought to havea fair preliminary 
acquaintance with municipal affairs. He 
should. be intelligent, should have executive 
ability, and should devote his time to the dis- 
charge of his duties and let all outside matters 
take care of themselves. It is of the greatest 
importance to get a good man for the place. 
As the city is going to be in close quarters 
financially next year it is specially desirable 
to get a first-class man. 

It is surprising, therefore, to hear speakers 
ata Democratic meeting saying that “ the 
question of personality ought not to be eon- 
sidered, for Democratie principles were at 
stake in the campaign, and they should be 
triumphant. ” That is, it makes ne difference 
in their opinion whethera good man or a poor 
man is elected Mayor to manage the affairs 
of the city and review the acts of the Council. 
All that is necessary is that he shall hold Detn- 
ocratic principles and run the city in accord- 
ance with them. If it is a Democratic ot 
ciple to adopt a tariff ‘‘for revenue only,” 
to reéstablish a monarchical government in 
Hawaii, or to impose an income tax, or to 
stop the purchase of silver, then the Mayor 
must be a man who will do all in his power to 
carry out those principles, which have suv much 
to do with the good government of Chicago. 

One would imagine from such speeches that 
there were no local non-partisan questions 
which attracted the attention of citizens—no 
track elevation problem, ro floating debt 
which must be paid, no corporations which 
must be made to discharge their obligations 


chises who must be held in check, no police 
force to be kept effective, no matters relating 
to the public health which must be looked 
after. 

These *‘ practical ’’ Democrats see, in the ap- 
proaching election, first, only the petty city 
offices—the spoils—and, second, the Sena- 
torial election of next year. With the party 
workers fattening at the public crib cheerful 
and contented they think they will have a bet- 
ter chance of carrying the Legislature next 
year. To the interests of the city and its in- 
habitants, to what is really involved in the 
coming election they do not pay the least at- 
tention. 

The people of Chicago want for Mayor. the 
best qualified and most experienced man they 
can get. They do not care whether he is high 
tariff, low tariff, or no tariff. Honesty and 
competency are of more importance to them 
than ** Democratic principles,”’ If bad or- 
dinances are not vetoed they will not be recon- 
ciled to it by the fact that the man who failed 
to veto them has alarge stock.of ** Demo- 
cratic principles.”’

WASH HESING Ft FOR R POSTMASTER, 

Two of the Federal offices in this city, which 
the Democrats have been looking at so long- 
ingly for the last eight months and over which 
they have been fighting so hard, have been 
filled by the President at last. Washington 
Hesing of the Staats-Zeitung has been made 
Postmaster, to succeed Col. Sexton, and Will- 
iam J. Mize Collector of Internal Revenue, to 
succeed Chris Mamer, | 

For some time the first of these appoint- 
ments has been anticipated. It has been felt 
that Frank Lawler’s mammoth petition and 
his attentions to“ Baby Ruth” would not 
save him and that the President was convinced 
that he was not big enough for the Postoffice. 
Mr. Hesing, on the other hand, had claims ofa 
kind which have great weight with the present 
administration. He had not subscribed to 
the campaign fund like the Minister 
to Italy, buthe had been a _ contributor of 
votes. He had delivered 25,000 German 
Lutheran Republicans to Mr. Cleveland, and 
the men who do such things deserve encour- 
agement. Mr. Hesing as Postmaster would 
be more likely to work to keep those Ger- 
mans inthe Democratic fold than Mr. Hesing, 
the independent editor. Therefore, although 
Lawler had had some practical knowledge of 
postoffice matters, for he had bebn a carrier, 
while Mr. Hesing has no experience, the lat- 
ter was given the place. 

This appointment is a purely political one. 
The qualifications of the candidates were not 
considered so much as their work in the cause 
of the party. Hence Mr. Hesing came out 
ahead, and the administration which set out 
by saying that it did not intend to give offices 
to editors has added another to the long list of 
editorial appointees. 

, While Mr. Hesing is inexperienced there is 
no reason why he should not make a good 
Postmaster. That is what he wishes to be. 
He is ambitious to make a good record as an 
administrative officer. He will not succeed 
if he allows himself to be carried off his 
feet by the dfficeseekers and sets out in his ¢a- 
reer by dismissing old, experienced employés 
for the purpose of replacing them with prac- 
tical politicians. That was the error commit- 
ted by the Postmaster during Mr. Cleveland's 
first term, and it demoralized the office. 

If Mr. Hesing will not swing his ax, but let

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THE FAIRS OF THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 
The World’s Columbian Exposition will 
have its echoes durmg the immediate future 
in three widely separated localities—San 
Francisco, Antwerp, and Santiago. -The Mid- 
winter Fair in California, as might be ex- 
pected, will be a miniature edition of the 
White City. Many of the exhibits shown here 
will go there. The principal buildings corre- 
spond closely, except in the matter of dimen- 
sions. There will be a court of honor, and, 
it is needless to say, there will be a Midway 
Plaisance, with its South Sea Islanders, its 
animal exhibition, its Turkish, Algerian, Per- 
sian, Indian, Hawaiian, Chinese, and Japan- 
ese buildings, and its ** ot, ot, ot ’’ man, whose 
melodious cry will not be restrained as it was 
here. The fair also will have its foreign 
buildings. The greatest display unquestion- 
ably will be that of the products of the Pacific 
slope from Oregon down into Mexico. 
Nearly every county in California has 
made a special appropriation and many 
of them will have their own buildings. A 
novel feature will be connected with the Bel- 
gian exhibit, being twenty-two buildings rep- 
resenting the different styles of architecture 
in different parts of the world, there being 
in each building men and women of the 
nation represented, clothed in the costumes 
of the period typified. There also will be a 
Cairo street and the danse du ventre. There 
will not be a John Boyd Thacher, and so the 
fair people will have no wrangles, and there 
will be no Judge Lannon, so the music will 
not be discordant. The prospects of the Mid. 
winter Fair are promising. It will command 
a large attendance from the slope and it ought 
also to attract many visitors from the East 
who can combine the enjoyment of that great 
place of winter resort with the pleasures of 
sight-seeing at the fair. 

The International Exhibition at Autwerp 
will be inaugurated May 5, 1894, under the 


} patronage of the King of Belgium, and will 


close Nov. 12. It will include industrial, 
scientific, and artistic productions, as well as 
all kinds of commercial produce. In con- 
nection with it the Antwerp Royal Society of 
Fine Arts will hold its regular exhibition of 
painting, sculpture, engraving, and architect- 
ure, and there will be also nautical, colonial, 
and African exhibitions, besides musical festi- 
vals and meeting; and conferences similar ia 
scope to the congresses which were auxiliaries 
of the Columbian Exposition. The exhibition 
buildings will be in the new quarter of the 
city near the River Scheidt and will cover an 
area of seventy-five acres. The plan isa novel 
one. It includes halls for industrial and 
commercial products,a machinery hali with 


entertainments. A large central gallery, 
nearly a mile in length, will connect all the 
bulidings and form a semi-circle, in the 
center of which eighteen acres. of 
gardens will be laid out. The Fair will be a small 
one as compared with that at Jackson Park, 
but it will not suffer on that account, as the 
artistic features will be exceedingly beautiful. 
The United States will be a prominent exhib- 
iter. While at the last French exposition 283 
Americans had displays, 73 at Brussels in 
1888, 23 at Antwerp in 1885, and 50 at Am- 
sterdam in 1883, over 1,000 Americans have 
secured places in this Fair. It is needless to 
‘say that the Antwerp exhibition will have its 
Midway Plaisance. It is cheering to observe 
that there will be no John Boyd Thacher point 
of excellence system in the awards, as the 
awards will consist of medals or diplomas of 
the first class, gold, silver, and bronze medals, 
and diplomas of honorable mention, the 
awards to be based on competition. 

The exhibition at Santiago will open in 
April, 1894, always provided the Chilean 
Government is not upset before that time. 
Its scheme is limited toan international ex- 
hibition of mining and metallurgical machin- 
ery and will consist of seven classes of exhib- 
its—motor machinery, electricity, extracting 
machinery, machinery for preparation of 
minerals, metallurgy, chemical industries, 
statistics, and plans. Invitations to exhibiters 
have been sent through the Chilean Legations 
allover Europe and America, The govern- 
ment has made a most generous offer, agree- 
ing to pay all freight charges for machinery 
from New York to Santiago and back, and the 
passage out and back of workmen whose serv- 
ices may be required in the installation of 
exhibits and to furnish the power re yuired for 
Operating the machinery at the exhibition 
free of cost to exhibiters, As Chile is one of 
the most advanced countries in mining and 
metallurgy, its annual exports of copper, 
manganese, nickel, cobalt, gold, silver, ni- 
trate of soda, iodine, and guano exceeding 
$60,000,000, and as the government has 
made such a liberal offer to exhibiters, there 
is no reason why the exhibition should not il- 
lustrate witha high degree of completeness 
the advance which has been made by the 
world in this important department of indus- 
try. 


STORAGE BATTERIES AS MOTORS. 

The storage battery is now in use on the 
Twenty-second street line of street railroad 
in this city and promises to be a success. If 
the promise be honored the result will be a 
doing away with the dangerous and unsightly 
trolley wires of that line and ultimately of all 
other lines over which they are now in use. 
The trolley is confessedly a nuisance, but 
hitherto has held its own on the score of econ- 
omy. It will have to go if the storage bat- 
tery is proved capable of supplying the re- 
quired power for the traction of street cars as 
cheaply as the power is obtained by using the 
trolley. It is said this is gained by means of 
a recent improvement in the construction of 
the storage batteries. 

An English correspondent of Science tells in 
what the latest improvement consists. The 
earliest form of practical accumulator of 
electric power consisted of two thin sheets of 
lead separated by a sheet of flannel. This 
arrangement was rolled up and placed ina 
jar containing dilute sulphuric acid. The 
pilates were charged by connecting them with 
the two poles of a dynamo, the current from 
which decomposed the acidulated water. 
Oxygen accumulated on oneof the plates, 
which thus became astore of ebergy that 
could be expended at will in the production of 
an electric current. The capacity of the 
accumulator is reached when the whele avail- 
able surface of the oxidized plate has been 
changed into a lead oxide. The effective 
surface becomes greater by use, as 
the process causes the surface of the 
plates to become porous, The formation 
of this porous or spongy surface is a costly 
process. The was improved 


arrangement 
_upon by punching holes in the plates and 


annexes, a hall of electricity, and a hall of, 


filling them up with an acid paste of red ‘lead. 
Then the plates were cast in the form of a 
grid or grate, and the holes in the grid were 
filled up with an acid mixture of red lead for 
the positive plate and litharge for the nega- 
tive plate, the litharge being a lower oxide 
than the other. This plan had the disadvan- 
tage that when the stored up energy is drawn 
off at a rapid rate the plates suffer rapid de- 
terioration, making them very costly to main- 
tain. 

The latest improvement is to form the ac- 
tive part of the plates of chemically pure lead. 
Chlorides of lead and zine are fused together 
and cast into blocks like small tiles. 
Then the zinc is removed by immersion in 
dilute hydrochloric acid. By this and other 
processes the lead is reduced to the pure, por- 
ous, metallic state; and it is found that the 
direction of the pores is always at right angles 
to the surface of the plate. Therefore this 
structure enables the electrolite with which 
the accumulator has been formed to pene- 
trate every portion of the porous lead, and 
the structure also offers very little resistance to 
the disengagement of the gas which is formed 
by the electrolitic decomposition. Thus there 
is no tendency to disintegration of the plate, 
because no pressure is thrown upon the molec- 
ular surface. 

The result is an accumulator that permits 
ahigh rate of charge and discharge without 
injury to the plate,a high capacity of storage, 
and the maintenance of the voltage through 
a very large percentage of the capacity. The 
same number of ampere hours can be stored 
in half the weight of plates as against every 
other previous system, and with a greatly in- 
creased durability. hese added features are 
claimed to have turned the scale in favor of 
the accumulator for electric traction, render- 
ing it possible economically to obtain the 
traction power from a reserve stored in the 
car instead of having to take it from wires 
overhead or rails under foot. 


THE DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. 

There are certain individuajs who are re- 
peating incessantly in this country and in 
England that the rich are gettfng richer, the 
poor poorer, and the middle classes are being 
crushed out. It has been claimed that about 
haif the wealth in the United States is in the 
possession of a handful of people and that the 
process of its concentration is going on with 
accelerating rapidity. 

The utter inaccuracy of such statements as 
the above, so far as England is concerned, 1s 
shown in a recent article by W. H. Mallock in 
the Pall Mall Magazine, “He is able to prove 
his case completely, because the income tax 
furnishes abundant data. In the United States 
there is no method of obtaining similar com- 
prehensive and accurate information. 

The population of Great Britain and Ire- 
land in 1891 was in round numbers thirty- 
seven millions. Mr, Mallock estimates that 
for three millions the means of subsistence 
were either insufficient, barely sufficient, or 
precarious, and the conditions of their life 
generally are either hard or degrading, or 
both. Many may be called miserable and all 
unfortunate. This unfortunate class, though 
increasing absolutely in numbers, has not 
done so relatively to the entire population. 
At Sheffield in 1615, when it had begun to 
be a manufacturing center, one-third of the 
population could not live without the charity 
of their neighbors. The statistics concern- 
ing pauperism show that in 1850 there were 
nine paupers to every 200 people, while in 
1882 there were but five. Thus the unfortu- 
nate class of today is not a sign or product 
of anything special in the modern industrial 
system. That class existed before that sys- 
tem was born, and that system relatively has 
reduced its numbers, 

Mr. Mallock divides t the rest of the popula- 


| tion into the working’classes, being that por- 


tion which does not pay income tax, thus con- 
sisting of individuals and families with less 
than $750 a year; the middle classes, with 
incomes ranging from $750 to $5,000 a 
year; and the rich, who have incomes of over 
$5,000. 

Between 1851 and 1881 the total number 
of those making up these three classes rose 
from twenty-seven to thirty-five millions, 
while the number of those living on incomes 
that paid income tax increased from 1,500,- 
000 to 4,700,000. Theincrease in popula- 
tion was in the proportion of 27 to 35; that 
of those who paid income in the proportion 
of 27 to 84. Thus, the growth in wealth of 
the rich and middle classes did not mean the 
growth of fortunes already established, but 
the creation of new fortunes by persons rising 
from the ranks of the working classes. 

During the period covered the number of 
incomes between $750 and $5,000 advanced 
from 300,000 to 920,000, while those above 
$5,000 rose from 24,000 to 60,000. Hence 
while the middle class had been increased by 
690,000 families the rich class could count 
only 36,000 more families. There is nothing 
in these figures to indicate that the middle 
class is bemmg crushed out. That class in- 
creased in thirty years by more than 200 per 
cent, while the working classes had increased 
by about 15 per cent. 

It does appear that the increase in the num- 
bers of those whose incomes exceed $15,000 
a year has been greater than the increase of 
those whose incomes range from $5,000 to 
$15,000. On subdividing the rich class:still 
farther it appears that the number and the 
individual wealth of those whose incomes ex- 

.ceed $250,000 has increased. But in 1881 
this class consisted of 230 persons out of the 
60,000 who had more than $5,000 a year, 
and the amount of its aggregate income was 


.not more than 4!¢ per cent of the total in- 


come tax assessment. Regarding the in- 
comes of this small body of millionaires 
there are two things to be said: Seventy-seven 
of them were derived from business, “‘ and 
with the growth of each of these business 
incomes at least as much wealth was added 
to the nation at large as was 
token by the recipient of the  in- 
come,” Sixty-six were from land, but 
since 1880 landed incomes have decreased by 
14 per cent in England and 13 in Scotland, 
‘* while taking these great incomes as a whole 
and comparing them with the wealth of the 
nation, their amount is so small that they 
might be merged in the general wealth or al- 
together abstracted from it without material- 
ly affecting the national well being.” 

Turning from the rich to the working classes 
Mr. Mallock shows that while the whole 
actual income of the United Kingdom has 
risen from a billion and a quarter at the end 
of the last century to six and a half billions 
now, the income of the working classes has 
risen from a little over half a billion to three 
and a quarter billions, This great increase is 
not merely due to the growth in population, 
but the working classes have secured larger 
individual incomes. These are Mr, Mallock’s 
conclusions : 


During the first sixty years of this century’ the 
income of the working classes rose to such en ex- 
tent that in the -year 1860 it was equal (all de- 
ductions for the increase of population being 
made) to the income of all classes in the year 
1800. But there is a far more extraordinary fact 
to foilow ; and that is, that a result precisely sim- 
ilac has beea accomplished since in one-half of 
the time. In 1880 the income of tne working 
classes was (all deductions for the increase = 

population being made) more than equal to 
income of all classes in the year 1850. Thus 
working classes in 1860 were in precisely the 
position as the working classes 
been the entire wealth

niary position than their fathers would have 
been could they have plundered and divided be- 

tween them the wealth of every rich and middle- 
class man at the time of the building of the first 
@reat exhibition. 

What is true of Great Britain is true of this 
country where similar conditions prevail. If 
it were possible to make an accurate investi- 
gation it would be found that here the work- 
ing classes are getting a larger proportionate 
share of the national income than ever be- 
fore; that the poor are not getting poorer, and 
the rich are not getting richer. 


NOT MIRACULOUS POWER. 

A special commission appointed by the 
Presbyterian Synod of this State does not ap- 
prove the claim that the Rev. J. G. Stewart, a 
minister of that denomination, is a divine 
instrument of miraculous healing power, and 
able to confer the gift of the Holy Ghust as 
was done by the Apostles, It has stated 
plainly and unanimously its conviction that 
the first isa “‘a vain pretense,” and by a 
majority vote censured the other claim. Nor 
was the commission content to make & mild 
protest against these errors. It confirmed the 
suspension from the ministry which had been 
imposed by the presbytery, and added thereto 


} a suspension frora membership in the church 


till satisfactory evidence of repentance should 
be given. 

This is not a case of difference of opinion 
about articles of faith, in respect to which 
equally wellinformed and devout men may 
arrive at widely varying conclusions. It is 
one that affords noroom for radical difference 
among sensible people. All of them may not 
agree on the proposition that holy men of old 
were able to cure diseases by the touch or by 
speaking at a distance, but they are unan- 
imous in the belief that miraculous healing is 
not performed today by the Rev. J. G. Stew- 
art “ or any other man.” And to this they 
are willing to add, with Hamlet, “ nor woman 
neither.’”’ They know well that none of the 
‘rather numerous claims for this that have 
been made -in modern days would bear in- 
vestigation, and scout the idea that any per- 
son is favored thus peculiarly by a Providence 
discriminating against all the rest. 

It is only among the very lowest order of 
intellects that the assertion of miraculous 
power can be accepted. Those who believe 
in hoodooing and other forms of witchcraft, 
who are afraid to be in the dark at night be- 
cause of ghosts, or otherwise, are utterly ig- 
norant or credulous, only can favor the idea 
fora moment. The doctrine not even would 
gain a respectful number of followers in a 
lunatic asylum if allowed to be preached 
there. If the gentleman were placed among 
a lot of those cranks they would hail him as a 
brother and in this respect would judge him 
correctly. He would find there his most ap- 
propriate if not most congenial sphere and 
may be thankful that he is not put there be- 
cause of the supposition that his craze isa 
harmless .one, not jeopardizing the lives of 
those with whom he is permitted to mingle. 

Whether or not the present day censors of 
the Presbyterian faith were correct in their 
action on the cases of Brothers Briggs, Smith, 
and others, there need be no doubt they have 
taken the right position with regard to Stew- 
art and his unfounded claims to the possession 
of power to heal disease and to confer the 
Holy Ghost. In suspending him from mem- 
bership till such time as he may give satisfac- 
tory evidence of repentance they have not ex- 
hibited an un-Christian spirit, but simply com- 
mon sense. They have not refused to associ- 
ate with him again if he repudiates the foolish 
doctrine, but probably he will not do that. 
He is seeking the notoriety which is the great 
desire of the great majority of cranks, 
and may be expected to try and _af- 
filiate with some other communion which 
will not characterize his reprehensible claim 
as absurd and blasphemous. The chances are 
that, failing in this, he will try to start a 
church of hisown. He may gain followers 
for awhile, but the chances are against his re- 
taining auy of them for long, and if he did 
the fact would only furnish another illustra- 
tion of the old story that the more silly a 
doctrine the greater chance is there of its find- 
ing adherents. It is most probable that asa 
preacher and healer he will soon drop into 
innocuous desuetude, and regard himself asa 
semi-martyr, punished for daring to preach 
and yonation what he holds to be the truth. 
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WHERE HE “DRAWS THE LINE,” 

One of the jurors in the Coughlin trial, dur- 
ing the examination as to his fitness to serve, 
made a very frank statement of the opinions 
held by himself and many other -union work- 
ingmen as to the proper way of dealing with 
non-union men who may attempt to take 
their places during a strike. 

The juror had stated that he had a prejudice 
against the testimony of detectives; he be- 
lieved that a man who would associate with 
criminals and go into partnership with them 
would not hesitate to swear to a lie to convict 
aman. On being asked if he had had any- 
thing to do with detectives personally, he re- 
plied that he had been in a railroad strike in 
Ohio—he is a brakeman now—and a detective 
had chased him out of the yards with a rifle, 
Then he went on to explain that the strike 
was not attended with any violence, “* but we 
would not hesitate to pound a ‘scab’s’ head 
if we got the chance.”” Then the following 
interesting conversation ensued : 

Q.—Now, do you mean tosay that you would 


consider it proper and right to inflict violence 
on a man involved in these labor troubles? A.— 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—Would that extend toa right to deprive 
him of his lifey A.—No. 

Q.—To what extent would you consider it to 
go, to the extent of doing him great bodily 
harm? A.—Yes. I woulda’t want to kill or crip- 
ple him for life, but I wouldn't like to stop until 
I fixed him so he wouldn't work or take another 
man’sjob right away. I feel that that is right 


and proper. 
Q.—And consistent with the law? A.—No, I 


don’t suppose it is. 

Q.—Well, you have a reverence and regard for 
the law, haven’t you? A.—Well, that is about 
where I draw the line. 

The sincerity of this juror is manifest. He 
admits that it would be illegal to pound a 
non-union man who was taking his job, but 
he does not believe that it would be immoral. 
He believes that the law is inequitable and 
that he must protect himself, since he thinks 
the law does not protect him, but is on the 
side of the non-union man, 

This radical misconception of the rights of 
union men is traceable to their refusal to ad- 
mit that when a man goes out on a strike he 
has given up his job practically as much as if 
he had thrown down his tools and said that he 
never would work in that shop again during 
his life. It never seems to occur to strikers 
that the work of production or the lsbor of 
transportation cannot be allowed to stop until 
they have settled their disputes with their em- 
ployers. Railfoad trains must run, no mat- 
ter what disagreements there may be between 
employer and employé. If one engineer will 
not work another must, and the former has 
no right to say that his engine must not move 
until his controversy with the Superintendent 
is settled. He who takes the place of a striker 
takes no man’s job. He fills a vacancy, and 
especially in the’case of railroad strikes it is 
fortunate for the public that there are men 
ready to fill those vacancies, so that freight 
and passengers may be carried. 

If a number of men were to go to a railroad 
company and offer to work for ha!f what 
the then employés were getting, and if the 
railroad company were to accept the offer, no 


‘one would blame the old men if they felt ag-’ 


grieved by this underbidding operation. But 


| when @ man says to his employer, “I will do 
no moté work for you until you pay me more 
wages, or change some rule, or make some 
concession, but when you do I will go back to 
work gladly;’! when the employer refuses, 
and the employé says he stands by his de- 
mand, then the man has given up his job, the 
place is vacant, and any man who can agree 
with the employer as to terms has a right to 
take it—a moral as well as a legal right— 
and the 'aw must protect him. 
This notion that an employé has a right by 
fair means or foul to keep a place vacant till 
r his employer has won the day, and that 
any third party who comes forward and offers 
to fill that place is a scoundrel, is a very old 
one, and it has taken deep root. But the 
peace and well-being of society demand that 
it be eradicated. The people are becoming 
aware gradually of the danger of tolerating 


it. 


Mr. Rew’s Anglo-Bengalee gas plant project 
appears to have come to grief. His pro- 
moters were not able to stand the cross-fire of 
questions directed at them by such critical 
Aldermen as Mann, Noble, and Bidwill. It 
was not pleasant for the Rew agents to be 
told that their proposal to give the city one- 
third of the worthless stock of the Rew com- 
pany was nonsense. The alternative proposal, 
to give the city one-third of the net profits, 
was laughed at. The whole scheme was ridi- 
cuied, and the philanthropic pretenses of the 
promoters were held up to public scorn. The 
Rew company project is unworthy of serious 
attention. The city could gain nothing by 
its acceptance but a lot of worthless 
paper. In return for the valueless 
stock the promoters want the privilege 
of tearing up the streets, alleys, avenues, and 
public places of the city. The company which 
wants permission todo this is charging 50 
per cent more for gas in the adjacent suburb 
of Cicero than better gas is furnished for in 
the City of Chicago to the people and to the 
municipality. 

It was hardly worth while for the Gas com- 
mittee to treat the project so seriously as to 
refer it even to a subcommittee, There have 
been too many of those stock-jobbing schemes 
lately, and the Rew project ought to have 
been promptly and tirmly rejected altogether. 
As matters stand there is little chance for the 
revival of the Rew project.

Ir id stated thatan income tax project will 
mot form part of the tariff bill which is to 
be made public this week, but will be re- 
ported from the Ways and Means committee 
ata later day. This is prudent. For until it 
is seen how the tariff bill will fare in House 
and Senate it will be impossible to form an 
intelligent idea how much revenue it will pro- 
duce. Such is the dissatisfaction in many 
parts of the South with some of the changes 
which the Committee on Ways and Means 
proposes to make that it is not impossible 
that the bill will be modified in many respects 
before it reaches the President. Those mod- 
ifications may be such as may increase the 
customs revenue. In that case there would be 
less need of money from other sources. This 
is one reason for not being in any haste to re- 
port an income tax measure. Another is that 
the opposition to it is increasing in strength. 
The protests against the imposition of an in- 
quisitorial tax, difficult and costly of collec- 
tion, are growing in numbers and in force. 
It is beginning to be felt thatit might bea 
political blunder to pr ess the tax. 


Tuere has been much needless discussion 
of the hasty and ill-considered change by the 
Park Commissioners of the name of the Lake- 
Shore drive to Palmer avenue. The change 
probably was made by overzealous friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. Palmer, but at no time does it 
appeur that the suggestion has been favorably 
entertained by them. They recognize, as 
every one else familiar with the circumstances 
does, that the present name is peculiarly 
appropriate. It is exactiy descriptive of 
the only lake shore drive in the city; 
it has become identified with that 
avenue in the popular mind and 
it is the legal title. Whatever fitness there 
might have been in the suggested name when 
Mr. Paimer first purchased property in that 
locality does not exist now, so that there 
would not be any propriety in the change. 
The public has accepted the name, Lake- 
Shore drive, and it will not accept another 
without resentment. The action of the Park 
Board should be at once rescinded.

STATE STREET CORNER LEASED, 


The Highest Valuation Yet Reached on 
Chicago's Leading Thoroughfare, 

A lease of the Stewart property at the north- 
west corner of State and Washington streets 
has been executed by George M. Pullman and 
Watson Matthews acting as trustees for the 
heirs of Gen. Hart L. Stewart and delivered 
to H. H. Kohlsaat the lessee. It runs for 102 
years and contains a clause providing for a 
ninety-nine year extension. The building on the 
corner is under term leases which run to May 
1,1896 to C. D. Peacock and others ata 
renta' of $47,350 a year. During the period 
of these leases Mr. Kohisaat merely guar- 
antees the rental of the present tenunts. For 
five years after May, 1896, the rental is to be 
$57,500 annually; for the next five years 
$65,000 annually, and for the remaining 
eighty-nine years $75,000 a year. 
The present building is vaued at $100,000, 
so that the rentais capitalized on a 5 per 
cent basis represent square foot-values of 
$127, $145, and $169. Any of these values 
are considerably higher than other State 
street figures established by sales or leases. 
The valuation of $169 for the major portion 
of the term is about 70 per cent higher than 
that recently placed on the Hale corner and 
the Dore corner and nearly twice as great as 
that.placed on the Jerome corner at Quincy 
street. The lot leased by the Stewart heirs is 
known as Sub-lots 13 and 14 of Lots 1, 2, 7, 
and 8 of Block 37, original town. It has a 
frontage on State eo of 91.5 feet and on 
Washington street of 90.1.

PRICES AGAIN LIFTED. 


AT BULLS SEE REASONS FOR 
OONFIDENOE IN THEIR POSITION. 


The Slowly Decreasing Receipts Effective 
in Shaping PriceseExports Are Small 
but Cables Favor Holders — Lines 
Bought for Investment, Probably En- 
larged=Shorts Cover and the Bears Not 
AggressiveeCorn and Provisions Lack 
Animation—Flaxseed Turns Lower. 


Wheat prices did not retreat from the higher 
ground reached the day before. Instead an 
additional advance of %c was made and 
nearly all of this sustained to the close. The 
market was stronger without special reasons 
other than those which have been the influ- 
encing factors for several days past. More 
breadth was manifested and the opinion was 
general that some of the prominent bulls 
added to lines which will not be easily dis- 
turbed.

INVESTORS FORCED INTO THE GEN- 
ERAL MARKET FOR SECURITIES. 


Heavy Trading in Edison Debentures= 
Sharp Advance in Gaslight and Coke 
Bonds<Opening of the December Ac- 
count=Small Differences Paid for Car- 
rying Stocks=— Diamond Match Ad- 
vances = New York Bank Statement 
Shows Further Accumulations of Money. 


The keen demand for investment bonds was 
better reflected at the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday than it has been for sometime. As 
has been said before the stocks held by deal- 
ers in investment bonds have been about ex- 
hausted and people are now forced into the 
general market. There was a notable transac- 
tion yesterday in Edison debenture 6s, These 
bonds are not listed on the exchange. There 
was a single transaction of $150,000, Slaugh- 
ter selling to Chapin. Chapin also bought 
about $50,000 more, all at 9944, and was 
bidding that for still more. It was surmised 
on the exchange that he might be buying for 
Armour. His buying at least reflected the ac- 
cumulation of money that is at last being 
forced into investments. The market for gas 
bonds was also’ notable, The Gaslight and 
Coke 5s sold Friday at 84%. They opened 
yesterday at 8544 and advanced to 87 ona 
fairly active market. It is believed that the banks 
are putting some of their idle money into these 
bonds, Other issues were alsostrong. West Chi- 
cago 5s sold at 100% and City railway 4%s at 
00 X. 

The market for the speculative stocks was pe- 
culiar. There was much activity in West Side. 
It was the first day's trading of the December ac- 
count, and the exceedingly narrow margin be- 
tween the two accounts was generally taken to 
indicate a short interest. West Chicago closed 
Friday at 155% for the November account. About 
the first bid of 155 for the December account yes- 
terday brought out stock. The sellers of this 
second account were ready fo buy. the first ac- 
count, and some of them paid as much for the first 
account as they got for the second, so that 
they appeared to be carrying the stock for thirty 
days for nothing. Short sellers of West Side 
have not hada particularly pleasant time. Aside 
from the advance in quotations there has been a 
dividend amounting to 2% points and rights 
amounting to about 4% points, so that those who 
sold even when the market was as high as it is 
now are still 7 points the loser. 

North Side stock was dull and not specially 
strong; the first account sold at 254 and the sec- 
ond 254%. It seems evident that traders who are 
long in the account will succeed in getting their 
stock carried remarkably cheap. 

This aspect of low carrying charges was promi- 
nent in the market for Lake Street. Traders were 

me to carry Lake Street for 4, and this was 
also taken to indicate that there is a heavy short 
interest. The bulls declared that all the stock in the 
account is to be taken up and paid for and that who- 
ever is short will have to scramble to make their de- 
liveries. The bulls point to the fact that a large part 
of the stock is locked up in the hands of trustees and 
they profess to feel confident that before that stock 
is liberated next May there will be an o rtunity 
fora squeeze. In the meantime no official state- 
ments of earnings are being given out. 

Diamond Match showed further strength yester- 
day and advanced to the bigness price it has yet sold 
at on this rise. The second account touched 134 and 


the stock closed at 133 for the November account.

SALES AND QUOTATIONS ON THE NEW YORK sTOCE 
EXCHANGE. 
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AN INCIDENT OF GETTYSBURG. 


Its Pleasant Sequel in Washington Eleven 
Years Later. 

New Haven Evening Register: The advance 
of the Confederate line of battle commenced 
early on the morning of July 1, 1863, at 
Gettysburg. .The infantry division com- 
manded by Maj.-Gen.: John B. Gordon of 
Georgia was among the first to attack. Its 
objective point was the left of the Eleventh 
Corps of the Union Army. The daring com- 
mander of that corps occupied a position so 
far advanced beyong the main line of the Fed- 
eral army that, while it invited attack, it 
placed him beyond the reach of ready support 
when the crisis of battle came to him in 
the rush of charging lines more ex- 
tended than his own. The Confederate ad- 
vance was steady, and it was bravely met by 
the Union troops, who for the first time found 
themselves engaged in battle on the soil of the 
North, which until then had been virgin to the 
war. It was “‘a far ery ’’ from Richmond to 
Gettysburg, yet Lee was in their front, and 
they seemed resolved to welcome their South- 
ern visitors ‘* with bloody hands to hospitable 
graves.”’ But the Federal flanks rested in air, 
and, bemg turned, its line was badly 
broken, and despite its- bravely resolute de- 
fense against the well ordered attack of the 
or St veterans, it was forced to fall 
back. 

Gordon’s division was in motion at a 
double quick to seize and hold the vantage 
ground in his front, from which the opposing 
line had retreated, when he saw directly in 
his path the a parently dead body of a Union 
officer. He checked his horse, and n ob- 
served, from the motion of the 7 and lips, 
that the officer was still living. e at once 
dismounted, and seeing that the head of his 
wounded fgeman waa lyi tt depression in 
the ground placed under a near-by knap- 
sack. While raising him be the shoulders for 
that purpose he saw that the blood was trick- 
ling from a bullet-hole in the back, and then 
knew that the officer had been shot through 
the breast. He then gave him a drink froma 
flask of brandy and water, and as he revived 
said bending over him: 

am very sorry to eee 
tion. Lam Gen. Gordon, Please tell me who 
you are. I wish to aid you all I can,” 
The answer came in feeble tones: ‘Thank 
ou, General. I am Brig.-Gen. Barlow of New 
‘ork. You can do nothing more forme. I 
am dying.” Then, after a pause, he said, 
** Yes, you can; se wife is at the headquarters 
»f Gen. Meade. f you survive the battle, 
please let her know that I died doing my 
i ity.” 

Gen. Gordon replied : 
live, shall surely be given to your wife. 
I do nothing more for you?”’ 

After a brief pause Gen. Barlow responded: 
** May God bless you. Only one thing more. 
Feel in the. breast pocket of my coat—the left 
breast—and take out a packet of letters.”’ As 
Gen. Gordon unbuttoned the blood-soaked 
coat and took out the packet the seemingly 
dying soldier said: ‘* Now please take out one 
and read it to me. They are from my wife. 
wish that her words shall be the last I hear in 
this world,”’ 

Resting on one knee at his side, Gen. Gor- 
don, iv clear tones, but with tearful eyes, read 
the letter. It was the missive of a noble 
woman to her worthy husband, whom she 
knew to be in daily peril of his life, and with 
pious fervor breathed a prayer for his safety 
and commended him to the care of the God 
of battles. As the reading of the letter ended, 
Gen, Barlow said, “‘ Thank you. Now please 
tear them all up, Il nel not have them read 
by others.”’ 

Gen. Gordon tore them into _ fragments and 
scattered them on the field, “‘ shot-sown and 
bladed thick with steel.” Then. pressing Gen. 
Barlow’s hand, Gen. Gordon bade him good- 
by, and, mounting his horse, quickly joined 
his command. 

He hastily penned a note on the pommel of 
his saddle, giving Gen. Barlow’s message to 
his wift, but stated that he was still living, 
though seriously wounded, and informing her 
where he lay. Addressing the note to “ Mrs, 
Gen. Barlow, at Meade’s headquarters,” he 
handed it to one of his staff, and told him to 
place a white handkerchief upon his sword, 
and ride in a gallop toward the enemy’s line 
and deliver the note to Mrs. Barlow. The 
officer promptly obeyed the order. He was not 
fired upon, and on being met by a Union 
officer, who advanced for that purpose, the 
note was received and read, with the assurance 
that it would be delivered instant! y: 

Let us turn from Gettysburg to the Capitol 
at Washington, where, eleven years later, Gen. 
Gordon heid with honor, as now, a seat as 
Senator of the United States, and was present 
at a dinner party given by Orlando B. otter, 
a Representative in Congress from the State 
of New York. Upon Mr. Potter's introducing 
to him a gentleman with the title of Gen. Bar. 
low Gen. Gordon remarked: 

* Are you a relative of the Gen. Barlow, a 
patient soldier, who was killed at Gettys- 

urg 

a weg Hh top . I se the Gen. Barlow 
who was ki at Gettys urg, and ou are 
Gen. Gordon who succored meer ™ 

The meeting was worthy of two such brave 
men—every inch American soldiers. 

I should add that on receiving her husband's 
note, which had been speedily delivered, Mrs. 
Barlow hastened to the field, though not with- 
out danger to her rson, for the battle was 
still in progress. She soon found her hus- 

, and had him borne to where he couid 
receive surgical attendance. 

Through her devoted ministrations he was 
enabled to resume his command of the * Ex.

Let Congress establish a national health 
board, or head. or something which will pro- 
tect this country against the ravages of pests 
and scourges. There is a great field in this 
for some ambitious Congressman.” 


Will Mix Politics with Medicine. 


A prominent man in the profession having 
listened to the statement stipulated that his 
name was not to go in any connection with 
what he would say. He was opposed to it. 
It meant the mixing up of politics with medi- 
cine and he had always opposed anything of 
that sort. The head of sucha bureau or de- 
partment would most likely be appointed on 
account of his politics. e would have to 
havean army of assistants. Every river 
town and lake town, imagining that they 
were more liable to infectious diseases than 
inland towns, would want an inspector. He 
would probably be appointed on account of 
his politics. Seat four years there would be 
a change. There would be a constant war- 
fare between sucha head or board, as was 
suggested, and the State boards. The ques- 
tion of State rights would have to be fought 
over again. 

“*We have enough of politics and conten- 
tion,” he said, ** without going into this busi- 
ness and mixing medicine and officeseeking. 
I will tell you what lam in favor of, a na- 
tional university of medicine and surgery, to 
be conducted by the government at the gov- 
ernment’s expense. Let that university be 
empowered to suggest whatever measures the 
government should think best for the welfare 
of the people. Let the President suggest to 
Congress and let Congress authorize him to 
enforce, where cities 6r seaports were not able 
to do so, quarantine against contagious dis- 
eases. Let the President select from the na- 
tional pniversity, when necessary, a number 
of its faculty to assist the government in en- 
forcing its laws where for any reason State or 
municipal laws were lax or did not cover the 
case.

PASTRY OF AULD LANG SYNE, 


Pies and Puddings Which Inspired Trib- 
utes from Poets. 

In the English homes of the Colonists a 
deep-sided baking dish was filled with fruit, 
flavored toothsomely with spice and well- 
sprinkled with sugar. An iaverted cup was 
placed in the center to draw the juices away 
from the edge, and the whole was covered 
with a great roof of rich pastry and baked till 
crust and contents were done. This was a 
fruit pudding. A tart was made by covering 
the bottom of a shallow dish with rolled-out 
pastry spread thickly with cooked fruit, which 
in turn was crossed and over-crossed with 
strips of paste and baked in an oven. 


The Colonial modification of these dainties | 


was the truly American pie. Of hothouse and 
garden fruits to make it with tnere was no 
supply, but the undergrowth of bush and 
bramble that the virgin forests shado 

gaveurich harvest of raspberries, whortle- 
berries, and blackberries, which are delicious 
both before and after cooking and when care- 
fully dried most useful through the winter as 
pie-fillers. What little of the precious sugar 
of commerce was possessed by the early set- 
tlers was carefully preserved in silver or old 
china sugar bowls for the use of invalids, but 
such friendly Indians as became willing, if 
independent, servitors of the whites, soon 
communicated the secret of the inexhaustible 
sweetness that hid in the maple trees.

CLEVER DEVICES OF PURITAN COOKS, 


“Tickletooth Pudding” and Other Dain- 
ties of Olden Times, 

The plum pudding that years of use had 
made sacred to Christmas was a sweet morsel 
dear to epicurean memory, but never to be 
mentioned in a community where a Puritanic 
rage awakened at a mere mention of any- 
thing connected with that *‘ impious Holiday 
of Anti-Christ.” 

And in those days of privation England’s 
crown would have been as easy an attainment 
for her runaway subjects as the rich ingredi- 
ents for composing the historic delicacy. 

But private stores of raisins and Zante cur- 
rants and small boxes of citron began to ac- 
cumuiate in the little corner wall-cupboards, 
where the frugal housewives kept the treas- 
ures sent them from friends in the mother 
country. When church and courts sanctioned 
some modest feasting a pudding was com- 
pounded, in such houses as could afford it, 
and considered by flippant youthful partakers 
to be one of the chief privileges of Thanks- 
giving day. 

It was after all only a sort of parody of the 
reality, with but a weak semblance to the real 
old Tickletooth pudding, with its ten pounds 
of solid fruit, twenty eggs, and three rich 
pounds of beef suet, dampened with brandy 
home-brewed ale, - Often 
must those ef the forefathers and the 
foremothers, whO—had left sumptuous sur- 
roundings, have had some smothered regrets 
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at festival times for the rare old barons of 
beef and the great spherical ball of fruity 
sweetness, which was always set on table ina 
mimic lake of blazing brandy.: A whole chap- 
ter might be written about the plum pudding 
of Old England, but poets and historians have 
made it sufficiently famous, and our attention, 
as loyal Americans, may well be given to the 
almost pathetic efforts of the colonists to imi- 
tate it with such ingredients as their slender 
resources allowed. An early letter froma 
colonist says: 

‘* Although we have not as yet known physi- 
cal starvation, yet so seldom have daintyes 
been on our board that it was some admira- 
tion to us when the goodwife of one of our 
number made a fine pudding from meai sup- 
plied by the Indians and the abundant berries 
(whortleberries) that grow like small plums 
on straight wild bushes.” 

There is another record, or tradition, of a 
pudding that was sacred to Thanksgiving day 
a few years later, when store ships more regu- 
larly crossed to exchange the supplies of an 
older civilization for such things as the set- 
tlers could obtain from the Indians or manu- 
facture among themselves. Probably the 
pudding has been changed in some respects 
to suit the present day, but in the main the 
recipe remains as.it was handed down, and all 
the descendants of one notable Puritan family 
serve it invariably at their Thanksgiving 
dinners. Slices an inch in thickness 
are cut from a loaf of home-made bread 
and spread generously with butter. 
of them is laid in the. bottom of a 
three quart tin pail and then dotted with 
twelve raisins as impartially arranged as pos- 
sible. Another slice laps this, and in its turns 
receives its allotment of raisins, Slice after 
slice is thus laid on till the whole loaf is in the 
pail, into which is then poured a custard mixt- 
ure, made by adding twelve beaten eggs and 
a flavoring of salt to a quart of milk. in the 
morning the pail tightly covered, with its con- 
tents undisturbed, is plunged into a great ket- 
tle of hot water hanging upon a crane over 
the huge wood fire, and there left te boil for 
four hours or till time for the homogeneous 
bowlder-like form that the compound had re- 
solved into to be slid out upon a dish and 
served at ** the sweet end of dinner,”’ with a 
sweet sauce made tasty with wine, cinnamon, 
and mace. 

The pudding is palatable enough to please 
any one, but when it was first in use the bread 
was undoubtedly made of rye or Indian corn, 
and there must have been maay times when, 
the supply of raisins running short, the per- 

exed cooks had to substitute berries 
or the raisins. It is a Question, toc,if the 
generous number of eggs had not to be les- 
sened sometiines.

As each cake was but- 
tered it received a bountiful spreading of ma- 
le sugar, an American novelty that much 
jelighted the Pilgrims. When the pile was 
‘stacked up” to a goodly height either the 
head of the family or thé next in office cut 
the structure into enormous wedge-shaped 
pieces, and even when circumstances made 
no other dessert possible eur ancestors felt 
that they had still some creature comforts to 
be thankful for. 

Thanks to rod, gun, and traps there was fish 
and game in plenty. Deer meat and rabbits, 
wild-winged things, from geese and turkeys 
too heavy to fly to the tiny birds that were 
each only one delicious mouthful. The house- 
wives were not above learhing some new arts 
of cookery from the squaWws and the new set- 
tlers, who soon began tw follow the first ad- 
venturers to the land of freedom, found them- 
selves much amazed and delighted with the 
new viahds, 

‘‘Itisa poor heart that never rejoices,’ 
says Shakspeare, so the temperate upright 
feasters, who had in days neither tea nor 
coffee, washed down their well-earned dinners 
with metheglin brewed from wild honey and 
Indian beer made of herbs and roots, both po- 
tent and well flavored. limited stock of

little time. Slow roasting and A setae bast- 
ing, with a few moments at the last of st 
heat, to insurea brown, crisp skin, are its 
needs, It goes without saying that the bird 
must be fat, young, and tender. If it lacks 
these three graceful attributes, then give up 
the roasting idea, unless you cravea ‘turkey 
lost” and treat it as Prof. Matthew Williams 
prescribes, In other words, makea hunter's 
roast of it. That ameliorating process with 
plenty of time to consummate it would bring 
the tender grace of youth to Job’s turkey. 

No flesh, however tough, can resist five 
hours’ steaming in a close kettle. I saw 
my own eyes a monstrous turkey, whose years 
were beyond computation, accommoda 
with a position ina big wash-boiler, turned 
for the oceasion into a steamer by a structure 
of coarse wire fence-netting near the bottom. 
After half a day spent in the steam bath it was 
taken out, disjointed, and the pieces dipped 
in melted butter, dredged thickly with flour, 
and then fried in boiling fat, as doughnuts are 
fried. An epicure would not have disdained 
the dish could he have forgiven, as my party 
had to, its being brought to the table in a b 
yellow bowl. hy it was so uncouthly ca 
and where I should like to tell this moment, 
‘* but—that is another story,’’ asa far more 
brilliant pen than mine is wont to say. 

in the early days, when the “ great store of 

wilde fowle”’’ was the Indian contribution to 
the Christian festival of Thanksgiving, roast- 
ing was not baking, as itis now. Over a big 
fireplace, such as first settlers built to ac- 
commodate the huge logs the virgin forest 
supplied, was driven a great nail or spike, 
from which the turkey was suspended by a 
string. A stick with a nutched end was pla 
against the mantel front and the string h 
in the notch. Careful adjustment of stick and 
string kept the turkey at the proper distance 
from fire. Underneath was placed a 

reat iron pan to catch the-.juicy fat that 

ripped during the roasting. An occasidnal 
twist of the string kept the turkey slowly 
- ameagee 2 so that all parts received equal heat. 
Slices of salt pork slowly frizzling below in 
the dripping-pan furnished a rich fluid for the 
basting, which was a constant process. In 
the ne rejoicings where so many whites 
and Indians indulged in prolonged Thanks- 
giving feasting the venison and turkeys were 
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came a home industry and asourceof rev- 
enue as an export. ahacesly even strict ef- 
forts to control the sale of the liquor were not 
effectual, and the Indians, like many of the 
whites, yielded too easily to its seductions. 

The tankards, noggins, and flagons that are 
heirlooms in families of Puritan descent 
show that a little mild conviviality was coun- 
tenanced on festive occasions at least. It 
was not long before young orchards grew up 
around the settlers, and a cider mill became 
an adjunct to each colony’s possessions. 

It was so long before milk and eggs ceased 
to be rare and precious commodities reserved 
for children and delicate adults that many an 
ingenious substitute was employed in making 
desserts, An old letter from a colonist to an 
English friend, speaking of a banquet—it 
might have been a wedding supper or a 
Thanksgiving dinner—says: ‘* After the great 
arought which parched all fruits of the earth 
we had a small stock of sweets made up, but 
the good wife made with rich crust a tart 
from the paddie-leafed sorrel, which with a 
good sweetening of wild honey was not unlike 
a confection of lemons.” 


DISHES PECULIAR TO THE DAY. 


America, the Land of the Free and Home 
of the Turkey. 

At a public banquet given in London within 
a few years, one of the post-prandial speakers 
remarked affably that the great wrong Ameri- 
ca did to England by not allowing herself to 
be conquered was atoned for by the noble 
gift of the turkey. 

By that it would seem that the delicious 
edible bird was unknown till the colonies had 
the honor of introducing it to the Old World. 

An Englishman in Paris asked Franklin 
why the dévil his countrymen select a 
stupid, uneatable eagle as their emblem, when 
they had supplied them with such a noble bird 
as the turkey, which was good hot or cold, and 
most excellent warmed over.

In memory of long past times and customs 
there are clubs and private families who cele- 
brate Thanksgiving by giving dinners which 
are attempted imitations of the forefathers’ 
banquets. Among the traditionary dishes re- 
produced is fish chowder, a soup or stew made 
of the heads of cod. The ies, salted and 
dried, represented money in exchanges with 
trading vessels in early traffic, and were there- 
fore too valuable to be lightly used. When 
made very thick the chowder isa delicious 
dish. When famine threatened the colonies 
an abundant dilution of water made it so 
much less palatable that the irreverent and 
ungrateful among the partakers dubbed it 
** starvation soup. 

Another dish, called by the family who al- 
ways have it on their Thankegiving table, 
‘*the once a year stew,”’ isa delectable com- 
pound of small birds, squirrels, and wild 
ducks. 

Among the desserts at some of these annual 
dinners are the puddings of bread and raisins 
mentioned before, deep pies made of berrics, 
and cheese cakes similar to those for which 
Mrs. Barr gives the recipe in one of her de- 
lightful Old myo A books, and which I vent- 
ure to copy in the hope of giving a new sensa- 
tion to jaded modern palates: 

‘Take a quart of milk and boyleit. Beat 
sixeggs and pour in while it boyles. Then 
take it off the fyre and let it stand tillitis a 
tender curd, strain it, put in quarter of a 
pound of butter, a gill of wine, the same of 
rosewater. Flavor with mace, strow in some 
currents, and sweeten it to your taste. Bake 
in small patty pans with puff paste around 
buf not over them.” 

Another ancient rule for Puritan cheese 
cikes says, make a rich boiled custard and 
add when it is coid two eottage or cream 
cheeses, rubbed to a batter with half acup of 
cream and a wineglass each of brandy and 
sherry. Bake in custard cups and serve hot 
or cold with dried rusk.

Most of them have waited, 
it may be, for hours, and the monotonous 
repetition has been kept up by a thousand 
voices in harsh unison: ‘“ This is the tomb 
of our Lord,” 
*Q Jews, Jews, your feasts are the 
feasts of pigs,” and other ufterances 
of a sort calculated to breed _ riot, 
especially in view of the presence of 
a Moslem guard at the entrances. An 
Easter crowd of pilgrims in this chapel in

Tributes Paid by Famous Men to the Guid- 
ance and Training of Their Mothers. 

‘*God could not be everywhere, and there- 
fore he made mothers.”’ This old Rabbinical 
saying will finda prompt echo in many a 
heart. ** All that Iam my mother made me,”’ 
wrote John Quincy Adams, and years later 
another President of the United States, the 
greatest of the century, Abraham Lincoln, 
declared: ‘ All that Iam, or hopeto be, I 
owe to my angel mother.”’ Napoleon said: 
** The future destiny of the child is always the 
work of the mother.”’ Lord Langdale wrote: 
“‘ If the whole world were put into one scale 
and my mother into the other, the world would 
kick the beam.”’ And Michelet laid down this 
law: ** It is the general rule that all superior 
men inherit the elements of superiority from 
their mothers,’ 

This is an age of reforms and réform ideas. 
Great cities are crowded with evils; life has 
perils which were unknown a half century 
ago, and on every side are snares and pitfalls. 
It is the exception when a young man with 
money grows into a useful career, and it is a 
curious fact that poverty is the best incentive 
to effort a young life can have. Millions 
are spent to relieve distress, to seek 
out the unfortunate, and to re- 
duce crime. There are literally thou- 
sands of strong men and women who are 
anxious to do heroic service in purifying the 
tainted morality of the times. But t 
est work of all is that which money or organi- 
zation cannot do—the strengthening of the 
spirit and the character by whicha youhg 
man may give the best in himself for the 
noblest purposes and becorre an example to 
his fellows. This is what mothers can do. 
Their faith is as strong as lifeitaelf. Their 
influence never ceases. 

It is the teaching of all successful lives. that 
a mother’s patience never loses its force. 
Ruskin was forced to learn daily long chap- 
ters of the Bible by heart, and it seemed a 
hard task to him, but in after years he wrote: 
“* To that discipline and patient, accurate re- 
solve lowe not only much of my general 
power of taking ins but the best 
part of my taste for literature.” The 
mother who’ has the patience to drill her 
sons and daughters, to make them kaow the 
value of system and industry and the supreme 
necessity of high ideals, is one who is de- 
veloping manly men and noble women, and 
blessing the world more than a millionaire 
who leaves his money to charity. This is a 
time when such work is conspicuously needed, 
and mothers who read these lines can make 
n> better promise to themselves or té their 
country than a renewed determination to give 
to their children the best of discipline and of 
character that they can. The world needs 
real men and women, and it looks to the 
mothers for its needs. 

Howells has very forcibly said: **A man 
never sees all that a mother has been to him 
till it's too late tolet her know that he sees 
it.’ Is there not in this a lesson to every 
man? A mother works and endures because 
of her love; in good repute and ill she trusts 
in r children; whether thanked or un- 
thanked her faith and devotion remaih; but 
how beautiful is her joy, How sweet and fra- 
grant her rapture, when the child gives back 
affection and crowns her  confi- 
dence with gratitude. When Garfield 
was inaugurated, when, after 
taking the oath of office, he turned to his 
mother and kissed her, with tears of gladness 
in his eyes, the act went straight to tne heart 
of every inan who had an atom of masliness 
in him, and it typified the devotion and thank- 
fulness which every son should show. “* The 
mother in her office holds the key of the 
world,” said an old play, “and she it is who 
Stamps the coin of character and makes the

on board who dropped a message overboard 


just before the end came. Sometimes many 


months would elapse before those on shore 
were fortunate enough to find the bottle and 
ite message, and of course many of these si- 
lent, floating messengers have never been 
found atall. : ‘ 
The bottle, too, has been used by the prac- 


tical joker. With little regard for the feelings 
of those who were interested in the fate of 
some vessel the perpetrator of ill-timed jokes

In some cases bottles have met and passed 
each other, going in directly opposite direc- 
tions. This is accounted for on the theory 
that perhaps one had the current and the other 
the wind, and each being started could be car- 
ried along in this manner, especially if the one 
was nearer the surface than the other and lia- 
ble to be caught by a passing breeze.

Bottles Put to a Use, 

Uncle Sam, however, has just concluded a 
series of experiments with bottles on his big 
inland lakes, the result of which is interesting. 
By means of these silent messengers Mark 
W. Harrington, Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
has been able to issue a chart of the great 
lakes which shows in a clear and graphic 
manner the currentsinall of them. During 
the season of navigation for 1892 an attempt 
was made to obtain some ideas of the currents 
of the lakes. The simplest device was used, 
Printed forms were inclosed in bottles. These 
were so weighted as to float just below the 
surface of the water. The bottles were dis- 
tributed to mariners and were dropped over- 
board at many places in open water on the 
lakes, Before being dropped overboard the 
place and time were noted on the papers in- 
closed in the bottles. When the bottles were 
picked up the time place were also re- 
corded and the paper transmitted to the 
Weather Bureau at Washington. 

The number of papers returned was 463. 
Of these thirty-eight came from Lake Supe- 
rior, 163 from “Lake Mic n, 141 from 
Lake Huron, sixty-six from Lake Erie, and 
fifty-five from Lake Ontario. 

hen the Weather Bureau i@ prepared 
their chart, which is really a Jouble one. The 
int at which each bottle was thrown over- 
rd was shown on the larger map bya 
round dot. Then an arrow point designated 
where the bottie was picked up. The dotted 
lines between the dot and the arrow-head (as 
shown in the accompanying portion of the 
ee show the probable course taken by the 

e. 

From these courses some conclusions can 
be drawn as to the surface currents on the 
lakes, and these conclusions are condensed 
and graphically shown on the smaller map, 
which ig printed in a corner of the main 


chart,

floated westward and was picked up near Du- 
luth. Bottles floated into Whitefish Bay from 
all pacts of _Lake Superior, while, strange to 
say, bottles thrown overboard in the same 
bay in many instances floated out of it and 
were picked up along the coast. 

In Lake Huron the general run of the cur- 
rent seemed to be from the middle of the lake 
to the two shores. Some of the bottles, from 
all parts of Lake Huron, drifted into Geor- 
gian Bay; and one giass messenger, dropped 
into the Straits of Mackinaw, went down 
Lake Huron and clear into Georgian Bay, 
where it ran against the Canadian shore, and 
from there was returned to Washington. 

A bottle dropped into Lake St. Clair was 
picked up in Lake Erié a hundred miles east 
of Amherstburg, and was the only one, so far 
as reported, which passed clear through any 
of the straits. From Point aux Pins, across 
Lake Erie, all the bottles took a direct east- 
ward course except in two or three cases, 
where bottles rounded Long Point Island and 
turned westward. Some of the floaters were 
secured near Buffalo, but how many went 
over Niagara Falis, of course, is not known. 

In Lake Ontario only two of the botties 
picked up had taken a westward course, One 
of these was thrown overboard off Toronto 
and was picked up near Hamilton. The 
other drifted over one-half of the course of 
the first, and was picked up in just about the 
saine spot. The main currents in Lake Onta- 
rio, however, show a decided inclination to 
go toward the east. 

The sailorsto whom the Weather Bureau al- 
lotted the task of droppmg the bottles into 
the lakes did their part of the work without a 
murmur of complaint. They were, in fact, 
well pleased at being able to do the work, and, 
as their aid enabled the bureau to do the work 
at a comparatively small cost, the part they 
did was appreciated,

Pali Mall Gazette: When the present 
Emperor of Germany was little more than a 
boy he feil .in love with his cousin, the eldest 
daughter of the Grand Duke of Hesse. A 
union with this lady would have seriously in- 
terfered witha policy upen which Bismarck 
had at that time set his heart, so the old 
Emperor told his grandson to turn his thoughts 
elsewhere. The Prince is quoted as answering 
the Kaiser thus: “Choose whom you like, | 
It is the same to me so long as she be not one 
of the English lot’’; for the young man had 
long before that time conceived a violent dis- 
like for his mother’s country and people. and 
seldom lost an opportunity of displaying his 
feelings in that egard. The Princess Au- 
gusta of Augustenburg was then a fine- 
looking blonde girl, with’pink and white 
complexion, splendid physique, a _ cheer- 
ful, unaffected manner, and trained in 
the frugal habits of the ducal court 
of Dolzig.

It lies in the Pacific ocenn, north 
of Japan, and forms the most eastern posses. 
sion of the White Czar. It is not entirely un. 
known to the “‘ criminal” world of Russia, for 
it has been the home of exiles whose hopes of 
seeing their country practically ended when 
they landed on its shores. But it will soon ba 
a name familiar to the world, as it is to be. 
come the home of the future exiles,

It was at 1 o’clock in the afternoon that 
the Granger was sighted. It was a three- 
masted schooner with a good cargo. ‘“ This 
makes up our tow,’’ said Capt. Fay. ‘“ We’ll 
take this and go back and get the little Mys- 
tic.”” After picking up t Granger, 135 
miles out from Chicago, the Morford started 
home. About sunset the Mystic was over- 
taken making its way slowly in alight preeze. 
It gave its line tothe Granger and trailed 
along behind, the three vessels making a pict- 
uresque little procession. 
It was not as good a tow as Capt. Fay 
would like, but it was acceptable in a dull 
season, and the Morford pounded away at ten 
knots an hour with the two schooners plowing 
along in its wake. The tug kept a steady 
poe all night and the next morning at day- 
ight the smoke pall of the great city loomed 
up on the horizon. At the two-mile crib the 
Morford whistled for help. Commodvre 
Jimmy St. Clair, who sits on a little balcony 
at the Wells street bridge watching the boats 
all day, can tell every boat on the lake by its 
whistle. He recognized the Morford’s whistle, 
and as Commodore of the Diamond D line 
he soon had one of the river tugs out for as- 
sistance. The Granger dropped the Mystic’s 
line, the second tug picked it up, and the two 
ng were taken to their docks in the 
river. 
The men who work upon tug boats and who 
call themselves “* tuggers”’ are a distinct clase 
of seamen, in themselves, from those em. 
ployed in the carrying trade. And then there 
is the river tugger and the outside tugger. Of 
all the sailor men on the lake the outside 
tugger spends probably less time on land. 
Excepting for his day off, which comes once a 
month, he is continually at sea, with a few 
minutes to rest his feet. on terra firma about 
twice a week when the boat is coaling and the 
steward is getting on supplies. The Tittle tug 
is his home and there he lives, usually content, 
though the fregh air and broad horizon do get 
monvtonous at times. 
The outside tug is a larger boat and more 
suitable for cruising than those that puff and 
smoke all day in the river. It is a more com- 
modious boat and with more room below deck 
than a landsman would think. The Morford 
is theanost comfortable for a cruise of all the 
tugs ih the Chicago fleet. It hasa neat little 
cabin aft with three berths and off thata state- 
room with two berths. The forecastle has 
bunks for six persons. In such a boat the 
crew may live comfortably enough. With a 
Captain, a mate, two engineers, two firemen, 
and a cook the work is divided into 
alternating watches of six hours each. 
The Captain, the first engineer, and a 
fireman take the watch beginning at 6 o’clock 
in the morning. Breakfast is always ready at 
that hour, and the Captain and those who go 
on watch with him eat first. Then the~ mate, 
the second engineer, and the fireman, who 
have been on watch since midnight, are re- 
lieved for breakfast. They may then turn in 
for a sleep, to be rested for their work at 
noon. The crew must do witb six hours 
of sleep each day or go to bed twice. The 
cook has better hours for rest than any other 
member of the crew, and though he has to 
wash the dishes as well as exercise the func- 
tions of a chef he delights in his title of stew- 
ard and takes an exalted view of his position. 
The Captains of the outside tugs get more 
time on shore than the other members of the 
crew, as they are given the time of one trip 
off each month. That is usually three or four 
days, as the tug carries coal for that length of 
time, and if it succeeds in getting a tow the 
first or second day out it does not touch port 
with it atall. It will in that case call for help 
and tugs from the river will go out into the 
lake and pick up the schooners where they 
are dropped, usually just outside the break- 
water. The outside tug will go back into the 
lake again until it gets another tow. While 
lying far out looking for a tow it has often 
happened with them this season that they 
were compelled to put into some other port 
for coal or other supplies which were ex- 
hausted in a long cruise. 
The outside tugger lives a healthy, vigorous 
life away from the smoke and smell and mias- 
ma that surround his fellow-tugger who 
spends his existence in the river. And, though 
people on shore seldom see the little boat in 
which he makes his home and less often see 
him or know anything about him, he does not 
care much. He getsa Chicago paper every 
two or three days, and by that means,in a 
measure, he keeps himself in touch with the 
world he mingles in so little. Tugging is a 
trade, and those employed at it find in it, asa 
rule, a fascination that retains them at it as 
long as they are able to stand their watch.

The interview is interrupted at this point. 
There is something sad and ominous in Mag- 
da’s words, as one reads them in manuscript; 
but one will offer no comment before seeing 
the play. The next interview is between 
Magda and her father. The latter cannot 
keep the condition of not prying into her past 
life. ‘*Tell me you have remained pure in 
body and soul,”’ he urges her, “ and then go 
your own way with my blessing.”’ 

Her only answer is, ‘‘ I have remained true 
to myself, father.”’ 3 

It is at this point in the action that.a new 
personage is introduced. Earlier in the play 
Magda had hinted to the clergyinan that if a 
ghost in her past life should appear the recon- 
ciliation which Dr. Weber was arranging 
would go upin smoke. Towards the end of 
the third-act a distinguished visitor is an- 
nounced. Itis a local dignitary—Privy Coun- 
cilor von eter. When Magda hears his 
name she quietly exclaims to herself, ‘‘ The 
ghost has come.’

The interview isa delicate and a difficult 
one to describe. Gradually the audience 
learns the nature of the former . relations .of 
Von Keller. She recalls the days when they 
met in Leipsic, where she nt to study 
music when her father had driven her from 
home. She lived in a garret with young 
women as poor as herself. She was. hot- 
headed, impulsive, foolish. She lived the 
life of Bohemia. Those were jolly times. 
She laughs about them now. She has no 
reproaches to make to the cavalier who was 
— d»voted to her and deserted her sud- 

enly. ; 
Von Keller here apologizes: for his conduct, 
which shé makes so light of. He was called 
suddenly home, he explains. -But she is a 
o— artist now. She can forget those days. 

ut what has bécome of her old companions 
he wonders. There must be a_ hysterical 
tone in Magda’s laughter, for she abruptly 
says to her puzzled visitor: 

You ask after our,.old friends, bit not after 
your own child. 

Keller—My child! 

Magda—Your child! Who said so? Yours! 
Ha! If you dared toclaim it I would strangle 
you with these hands. fho are you? 
stranger, a man who amused a few idle hours, 
and then passed on. But I—I have my child, m 
idol, my all. For its sake I lived; for its sake 
starv and froze; for its sake danced and 
sang in diyes—for my child was starving for 
bread. (Hysterical. laughter turning into sobs.) 

This interview is prolonged. Its dramatic 
power is not conveyed in this rough transla- 
tion of afew lines. The intention of these 
extracts is merely to indicate the outline of 
the action. At the end of the interview Magda 
is confronted by her father, whose suspicions, 
intensified by the visit of Von .Keller, have 
rendered him desperate. He - summons her 
to his private room. As they enter it—the 
arena of the struggle between two wills—the

There.is only one more act. In that Von 
Keller offers reparation. It falls upon the 
minister to urge Magdu to accept his hand.

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PROPOSE AN ENDOWED THEATER. 


Suggestion of Mr. Irving and Mr. Willard, 
and What It Would Accomplish. 

Two distinguished actors—Mr. Irving and 
Mr. Willard—speaking at social receptions 
given them during their iate engagements in 
Chicago, have taken occasion to urge the de- 
sirability of an endowed theater in this city, 
and even to predict its establishment. To 
those who are accustomed to regard the theater 


| as a mere amusement and who think of it asa_ 


time only, the suggestion sounds strange. 
Not so when we stop to consider what history 
has to say about the theater. From its rude 
beginnings as a part of the most solemn re- 
ligions rites of paganism through its term of 
service as a teacher of Christian doctrine and 
religious dogma down to its present mission 
of furnishing pictures of actuai human life 
the theater has ever been a powerful force in 
education. 

In many European countries today national 
theaters exist, subsidized by government and 
under government direction. they have been 
found to piay so largea partin the develop- 
mentof national life that fur-sighted and 
patriotic statesmen have been prompt to take 
advantage of them as meanstothis end. It 
is said that if a true and full history were to 
be written of Hungary’s great constitutional 
movement begun in 1848 some of its most 
instructive pages would have to be 
devoted to the part played Sy the 
national st in the resuscitation “of 

nationa spirit. No pains were 
spared to attract to it all the literary talent 


‘of the country, and thus the regeneration of 


the Magyar language and nationality began 
on the stage rather than in the Diet. 

The influence of a national stage in elevat- 
ing the masses can hardly be overestimated. 
The English Secretary of Embassy at Vienna, 
perens a few years ago the social condi- 
tion of the Austrian working clagses, said: ** I 
do not think they are naturally as intelligent 
as our working classes, but what most struck 
mein my intercourse with them was their 
superior social refinement and their apparent 
literary culture. This I afterwards discov- 
ered ta be result of their familiarity with the 
masterpieces of a national stage which in- 
cludes among its most popular dramatists 
many of the greatest poets and thinkers of 
Germany.” The Comédie Frangaise has al. 
ways been under the patronage of the French 
Government and has traditions reaching back 
to Louis XIV., Frenchmen regarding it as 
their principal school of good manners, cor- 
rect diction, and pronunciation, as well as 
literary art. 

The obstacles in the way of securing State 
patronage for a theaterin any one Ameri- 
can city are doubtless too numerous to be 
overcome—a fact probably recognized by our 
distinguished guests, together with the vther 
fact that nowhere else is private generosity so 
easily aroused or so promptly exercised as in 
Chicago. At any rate it is _. plain 
that a theater of high ideals cannot 
be maintained without other resources than 
the private and commercial relations that 
now alone exist. The business manager of 
the average theater cannot be expected to ex- 
pend money and incur risk for the pure love 
of literature or for the sake of elevating popu- 
lar standards. The running expenses ofa 
first-class theater, rent, salaries, etc., are 
seldom less than $4,000 a week; add to this 
the cost of settinga new piece with appro- 
priate costumes, scenery, etc., and it will be 
seen how much the manager risks in intro- 
ducinga new play; the loss in case of failure 
being probably not less than $10,000. Siuce 
a manager must invest so much ia the decora- 
tion ofa play, he is likely either to select 
some old one which is common property, or 
to pay as little as possible for the new one 


} whose reception by the public is uncertain. 


Thus the costliness of modern stage-mounting 
has stood in the way of the proper remunera- 
tion of writers, and the writing of plays has 
come to be regarded as neither profitable 
nor glorious, Since Goldsmith and Sheridan 
scarcely a half-dozen men of genius 
have turned their attention to the writ- 
ing of English plays. If dramatic composition 
is ever to be restored to its old rank as the 
highest form in which English thought can 
utter itself, sufficient inducements must be 
offered to attract the best writers in collabor- 
ation with the best actors. It must be made 
conducive both to literary reputation and to 
pecuniary advantage. Not that the repertory 
should consist entirely of new plays. Shaks- 
peare and selections from the modern British 
drama should be given a certain. number of 
each season, but the new 
theater should ever aspire towards that 
definition of the drama given by 
its best representative—‘* to show the very age 
and body of the time his form and pressure.”’ 
Chicago is justly proud of its provision for 
academies of the people. Parks, libraries, 
and art galleries have been opened because it 
is recognized that intercouse with nature, 
with good books, with great pictures sti:mu- 
lates the imagination, makes life brighter, and 
elevates the character of its citizens. But a 
well-acted play wields a quicker and more uni- 
versal power than any of these. A theater not 
entirely dependent on the receipts of the tick- 
et office, would be able to extend its influence 
to large classes now utterly debarred from it. 
Actual life for the majority of mankind 
pease in attention to little cares, little duties, 
ittle thoughts is, in fact, an immersion in 
littlenesses. Opportunities for the exercise of 
the heroic virtues are rare; daily walks sel- 
dom lead among stirring examples of worth 
and beauty. To lift whole masses of men 
from their dreary or common- 
place surroundings into higher planes 
of thought and feeling by the 
sight of that ideal nature which threatens to 
be lost in the stress of every-day life—this is 
the true purpose of the theater, acting, as 
Lecky has said, *‘ with equal power upon the 
opposite extremes of intellect.

Since her marriage to Cecil Clay she has 
never appeared in public in England, al- 
though every inducement has been held 
out to her ‘to do so, This marriage 
took place about fifteen years ago, and was 
preceded by Miss Vokes’ farewell to her En- 
glish audiences. It was a matter of con- 
science with her not to reappear after having 
said farewell, and as she is known to have the 
same feelings toward her American friends as 
she entertained for her countrymen fif- 
teen years ago it may be taken for granted 
that the name of Vokes is now permanently 
retired from all connection with the stage.

If theatrical interests were more prosperous 
there is little doubt that ‘The London Com- 
edy Company,” comprising all the assets of 
the Vokes company except Miss Vokes her- 
self, managed by D. H, Wilson, who, in pro- 
fessional circles, is recognized as belonging 
in every way to the Vokes atmosphere, would 
remain asthe legitimate successor of the 
famous band of entertainers for which the 
name of Vokes has so long served as the frade 
mark. Such a company would enjoy Miss 
Vokes’ heartiest good will to begin with and 
would have in perfect shape for presentation 
a repertory of pieces have many times 
been given with success when Miss Vokes was 
too ill to appear, 

Nearly every member of the company is 
thoroughly impregnated by the Vokes per- 
sonality.

MME, ZEISLER’S RECEPTION ABROAD. 


Her Playing in Berlin, Leipsig, and Dres- 
den Arouses Wonderful Enthusiasm, 
The following interesting communication is 
from the pen of W. L. Hubbard, formerly 
musical editor of Tus Trimsunz, and at pres- 
ent resident in Dresden: 


Chicago has just won the recognition and 
homage of Europe by the triumphant success of 
its Exposition, and now one of its gifted 
daughters is compelling the music lovers of Ger- 
many’s art centers to acknowledge that out of 
the young city of youthful America can come 
also good in the line of musical achievement. 
That aught save pork, grain, and machinery can 
be the gift of crude America to the world is 


thought impossible by the majority of 
even cultured Germans, and the appear- 
ance from that quarter of a_ pianist 


who is able to command their unqualified ap- 
proval and admiration is cause for marveiing 
and wonderment. Fannie Bloomfie!d-Zeisier for 
several seasons has held high place in the piano 
world of America, but when she came to Berlin 
some three weeks ago it is safe to say that not 
half a dozen persons in the German capital knew 
her even by name. Itis equally sate to say that 
today there is not an artistin the music world 
more talked Oof in Berlin than is_ she. 
Her two concerts there with orchestra 
created a sensation, the equal of which, the 
newspaper writers declare, has not been known 
since Rosenthal! set all the metropolis afire with 
his phenomenal playing. Every critic without 
exception exhausted his superiatives in praisi 

our Chicago pianist, and the audiences at both 
concerts simply ‘‘rose’’ at her and cheered, ap- 
plauded, and encored as only a German audience 
thoroughly aroused is capable of doing. The 
Leipzig press isin nowise behind Berlin in its 
commendation and praise; and last night 
Dresden fell into line, and shouted and 
clapped with delight after listening to the artistic, 
finely finished playing of Mme. Zeisler. The con- 
cert here was given in the admirable eoncert hall 
of the Gewerbehaus, and the audience-room was 
comfortably fiiled when the orchestta, under the 
leadership of Royai Music Director Trenkler, be- 
gan the Vorspiel to * Lohengrin.’ The highly 
creditable performance of the Prelude was just 
finished when coming up the aisic to his seat in

‘with a whip. Tonio, furious, declares to be 
revenged. A moment later he returns to find 
Nedda with her first and only love, Sy. "io, 
who is beseeching her to cast her fortunes 
with his. Tonio, happy to be revenged, brings 
CanioYto view the scene. Canio at first wants 
to kill her, but is prevented by Beppo, who 
persuades him to prepare for the perform- 
ance. 

The curtain raises on the comedy. The 
clown (Tonio) declares his love to Columbine 
(Nedda), and Harlequin, in Jove with Colum- 
bine, is surprised by Canic when she aids 
Harlequin in his suit by repeating almost the 
identical words of love which she used to 
Canio loses his head, forgets his 
part, and demands the name of her lover. 
Columbine laughs. Mad with rage and 
jealousy Canio suddenly seizes a knife off 
the table and stabs her to the heart. 
Sylvio, who is among the audience, rushes to 
her rescue, but is also assailed and killed by 
Canio.

INDECENCY IN THE SENATE. 


Pitiful Scenes in the “Greatest Deliber- 
ative Body in the World.” 

Kate Field’s Washington: The Senate may 
talk about its courtesy as much as it pleases, 
but it would do well to give a permanent rest 
to talk about its dignity. The closing scenes 
of the ever-memorable struggle over the re- 
peal of the Sherman act furnished a fitting tag 
to the whole hysterico-farcical debate which 
had preceded it. Can any deliberative body 
afford to vaunt its dignity as long as a ma- 
jority of its members will sit by and laugh 
atone: of their number, venerable enough 
to be the grandfather of some of his colleagues, 
making a maudlin speech with utterance so 
thick, eyes so wild, and voice pitched in such 
a key as to leave no doubt of his condition? 
Many of the newspapers have for months past 
been calling upon Vice-President Stevenson 
to takea grip upon his gavel and force the 
Senate to vote; yet I do not find them haif so 
anxious that he should take his gavel in hand 
and compel the Senate to observe the ordinary 
decenciesof life. If adrunken old man should 
enter a private drawing-room and make an 
indecent exhibition of himself the lady of 
the house would probably turn him over to 
her servants to put out. Why would it not be 
equally in order to call upon the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to remove from a legislative chamber a 
member who does not know enough to hold 
his peace when his brain tongue are 
under the spell of toxic poseloae! Every 
American who was present during the closing 
hours of the silver fight in the Senate must 
feel keenly the national disgrace in the spec- 
tacle there presented. The daily newspapers 
were, doubtless. moved partly by charity and 
partly by patriotic shame iu shielding the of- 
fending Senator from public scorn by omit- 
ting next day the whole story of his behavior. 
It is very hard sometimes to judge just which 
way duty points in such a case.

NAPOLEON’S OONDUOT WHTLE JOUB- 
NEYING TO 8T. HELENA. 


Notes of the Secretary of the British Ad- 
miral Who Accompanied Him=—How 
He Looked, Talked, and Acted on the 
Voyage-Playing Piquet and Discussing 
Topics of International Importance= 
Anecdotes of Famous People Whom He 
Knew in Brighter Days. 


The incidents of Bonaparte’s journey to St. 
Helena have been recorded by Lieut. John R. 
Glover, the British Admiral’s secretary who 
accompanied him on his way to exile. - These 
valuable notes are published in the Century 
for November, from which the following ex- 
tracts are taken: 

Sept. 5, 1815.—Among other conversation 
today Bonaparte recounted to the British Ad- 
miral the following particulars of what passed 
between him and the Queen of Prussia at 
Tilsit in 1806, when (to solicit that Madge- 
bourg might be left to’ Prussia) she joined 
the royal party there. He stated that had 
she arrived sooner it is probable she would 
have gained her pvint in this particular, not 
only by reason of the great advantage an ex- 
tremely clever and fine woman of high rank 
must always have when personally 
urging any suit she has much at 
heart, but also from the inclination he 
(Bonaparte) then had to meet as far as he 
conveniently could the wishes of the Emperor 
Alexander, who, he did not hesitate in affirm- 
ing. was at the time a strongly attached and 
much-favored udmirer of her Prussian 
Majesty. It was, he said, owing to the King 
of Prussia being apprised of this latter cir- 
cumstance, and consequently being extremely 
jealous of the Emperor of Russia, that the 
former prevented the Queen from coming 
sooner to Tilsit; and not until the Prussian 
Ministers, toward the close of the arrange- 
ments, urged him in the strongest manner to 
send for her, that they might have the benefit 
of her abilities and influence to second their 
endeavors to obtain better terms for Prussia, 
to which the King at last consented. 

When she arrived, the whole ogy 4 being to 
dine with him (Bonaparte), she was intro- 
duced before dinner and entered with great 
vivacity and ability on the subject of the ap- 
proaching treaty, and strongly solicited as a 
personal favor to herself that he would con- 
sent to leave ene prong to Prussia, which 
she said would bind ner om | to him by the 
strongest ties of gratitude and respect. na- 
parte said her Majesty pressed her suit warm- 
ly and cleverly, but he merely replied to all 
he said in general terms of civility and avoid- 
ed giving her any decided answer, or entering 
at all with her into the merits of the question, 
notwithstanding which it was evident bh | her 
behavior at dinner that she entertained san- 
guine hopes of succeeding. He said she sat 
between the Emperor of “Russia and himself, 
and, although most elegant and amiable in her 
manners, she did not for a moment lose sight 
of the object she had in view. At the dessert, 
on his offering her a rose he took out of a vase 
near him, she on ng it asked if she might 
consider it as a token of friendship and of his 
having acceded to her request. Being, how- 
ever, he said, upon his guard and resolved not 
to be thus vehi by surprise, he parried this 
attack with some general remarks respecting 
the light in which alone civilities of this de- 
scription should be regarded, and then he 
turned the conversation. 

Disappointed the Queen, 


Notwithstanding this, however, and his hav- 
ing been extremely cautious throughout the 
evening not to allow anything to escape which 
might in the slightest degree authorize the 
Queen to believe him inclined to yield to her 
solicitation, yet when she went away she ap- 
peared to be well satisfied and to have per- 
suaded herself that her endeavors were not to 
prove unsuccessful. Bonaparte said that, 
thinking it would be therefore impolitic 
to leave the question any longer open 
for discussion, he caused the treaty to 
be signed at once on the next 
morning, and, of course, without any 
alterations in itin favor of Prussia. When the 
ease: came the next day to dinner he said 
she evidently sho wed herself piqued and much 
hurt, but she behaved. with great dignity, and 
did not ence allude tothe treaty, or to any- 
thing which had passed respecting it, until 
going away, when, as Bonaparte was handing 
her to her carriage, she mentioned to him how 
much he had disappointed her by the refusal 
of her request, and that had he* complied it 
would have attached the whole family to him 
forever, and so forth; to which he only an- 
swerea that he should ever consider it as one 
of the greatest misfortunes of his life that it 
had not been within his ope to obey her 
Majesty’s commands in this affair, begging 
her, however, to believe it would always afford 
him the highest gratification to be able to 
meet any wishes of hers, and adding more 
civil speeches of this kind (saying, with a 
self-applauding smile: ‘* Mais tout cela 
n’était pas Magdebourg’’), and havi 
reached the carriage he put her into it, bi 
her good-night, and left ner. He added 
that previous, however, to er ae 
off, she sent for Duroc (the grand marécha 
of the palace) to her carriage, when, 
giving vent to her feelings, which she had till 
then stifled, she could not refrain from tears 
whilst complaining to him of her great dis- 
appointment, saying how much she had been 
deceived in wien ie character, and hurt 
by what had pa . Early the next morning 
he said he received a message from her to say 
that, being taken suddenly ill, she had been 
compelled to quit Tilsit and return home; and 
thus, he said, Magdebourg was retained, 
though perhaps he had suffered . somewhat by 
it in the good graces of her Prussian Majesty. 
He said he thought her a most elegant, engag- 
ing woman and as handsome as could be ex- 
pected for 35 years of age. He spoke, how- 
ever, very badly of her character asa wife, 
and particularly with ref@rence to the Emperor 
Alexander, to oblige whom he mentioned 
(laughing heartily as he did so) that he de- 


tained the King of Prussia a whole day ‘by , 


announcing an intention of paying him a 

formal visit, of which the Emperor Alexander 

took a premeditated advantage by setting off 

to obtain thereby an uninterrupted téte-a-téte 

with the Queen. 

What Bonaparte Intended Doing with 
Poland, 


Sept. 13, 1815.—Bonaparte made his ap- 
arance in the after cabin and played at 
piquet until dinner time, during which he con- 
versed relative t® the Russian campaign, prin- 
cipally to the force employed. After dinner 
he walked a considerable time with the Ad- 
miral, conversing on the same subject, whom 
he assurred in the strongest manner that the 
only objects he had when he undertook the 
Russian expedition, and ail he should have 
asked had he been successful, was the inde- 
pendence of Poland (to which nation he in- 
tended leaving the free choice of their own 
King, only recommending to them Poniatow- 
ski as worthy of such distinction), and to make 
the Emperor of Russia engage to join firmly 
in the continental system against commercial 
intercourse Of any sort with England until its 
government should be brought to agree to 
what he termed the “independence of the 
seas.”” Bonaparte, however, subsequently, 
when talking of Moscow, let escape that 
he had procured there emissaries to 
disperse throughout the country amongst 
the Russian peasantry to bias them in 
his favor and against their own — gov- 
ernment, to explain to them the miseries they 
suffered f:om the unjust state of slavery in 
which they were kept, and to offer them free- 
dom and protection if they would seek it 
through his means. He said he had received 
many applicationsfrom different bodies of 
them; and e been able to have main- 
tained himself in country he was quite cer- 
tain he should have had the massof the popu- 
lation in his favor. He walked a considerable 
time this evening and then adjourned to the 
after cabin, where he amused himself by 
laying at cards until near 10 o'clock, when 
e retired.

Description of St. Helena. 
By tre from its Sey, oompention. 
picturesque appearance, perhaps a 
place the most singular which navigation has 
resented to the curious observance of man. 
t is situated between the two tropics in lati- 
tude 15° 53’ S. and longitude 5° 43' W. The 
atmosphere is temperate with a continued 
southerly breeze. The thermometer in the 
country seldom exceeds 75’ or is seldom be- 
low 60° Fahrenheit; in the valley it is gen- 
erally from 70 to 80. During our eight 
months’ residence we experienced little 
variation and had continued rains, The cli- 
mate is by no means hea!thy as it is generally 
described to be, the children being sickly and 
the adults suffering from the liver, of which 
complaint many of our men died, 

Nothing can possibly be less prepossessing, 
nay, more horribly forbidding, than the first 
appearance of this isolated and apparently 
burnt up barren rock, which promises neither 
refreshment nor pleasure. To this terrific 
and disgusting external appearance (causing 
a wonderful contrast) I attribute in a great 
mineasure the many flattering and flowery de- 
scriptions which have been published of the 
interior beauties of this island, none of which 
was realized in my ideas, and it is contrast 
alone which in my opinion makes the scenery 
agreeable, the whole of which (having visited 
every part of the island) is far too highly 
colored in every publication I have read. 

How Acted in Captivity. 

June 19, Bonaparte leads a secluded 
life, fewor none ever going near him, al- 
though no person of respectability has been 
refused a pass when asked for, but so little is 
he now thought of that his name is seldom or 
never mentioned, except on the arrival of a 
ship. Indeed, the inhabitants ewpress so little 
curiosity that two-thirds of them have not yet 
seen him, although he has been at St. Helena 
eight months. 

e spends most of the forenoon in the 
house, and gives out that he is occupied in 
writing his life, He breakfasts at 11 and 
dines at 7. At first he seemed determined to 
lead ‘the life of a gentleman and encourage 
society, for which pur he invited different 
people to dinner, and attempted to imitate 
English manneré, but after the first fortnight 
he suddenly relinquished this system, and 
ever since he-has confined himself to his ab- 
ject followers, whom I may say he tyrannizes 
over, and whose servility is more abject than 
an Englishman who has not witnessed it can 
possibly conceive, : 

His countenance has something in it very 
remarkable, but nothing peculiarly command- 
ing. He is five feet seven and a quarter inches 
high, stout made, and rather corpulent. He 
has a full, round, fattish face; darkish-brown 
cropped hair, thin on the forepart of the head, 
and always disheveled; small eyebrows, very 
light gray round eyes, rather large than 
otherwise: a nose moderately long, inclined

Russia has long played a waiting game, and 
today is as patient and ready to learn 
anything that her more civilized neighbors can 
teach her, as when Peter the Greatleft his em- 
pire and labored incognito as a common work- 
man to take home the knowledge which helped to 
the undoing of Voltaire’s hero, the great Charles 
XII. of Sweden. 

Within our own borders we have had a finan- 
cial problem to solve, the importance of which 
can only be understood by those who have read 
history and know the cost of such fool fallacies 
as the silver advocates and soft money cranks 
from Colorado to Alabama tried to force down 
our throats as a patent pill cure-all. 

The Paris Figaro is an enemy within the gates 
of the French Republic. It is an advocate of the 
Orleans dynasty, and from, the article which I 
have thought it worth while to translate for Taz 
TRIBUNE it seems keen to embroil the govern- 
ment in s»rious controversy with Germany. And 
to whatend? That after a quarrel, perhaps a 
war, a leader may comg forth from this family of 
quondam Kings, or some other even, and by some 
legerdemain seat himself upon a new throne, 
only to open the way for another ** 93.” 

The careful reader of the translation that fol- 
lows will be struck with a salient fact that while 
M. Grandlieu, the writer, would do honer to the 
Czar, and holds up the German Emperor to the 
world’s contempt, the first name to roll from his 
pen is that of the latter. To paraphrase, this is 
not because he loves the last named less, but be- 
cause he hates the first named more, 

The fact that this article has not:led the Ger- 
man Emperor to the use of language as in- 
temperate as it contains proves that he under- 
stands the animus of the writer, and has more 
poise and self-control than his enemies are will- 
ing tocredithim with.

The Two Emperors, | 

Above the fétes, in the celebration of which our 
patriotism has throbbed with light, two 
figures, totally different in character, dominate 
the political horizon and curiously attract the 
attention of the world, one the Emperor of Ger- 
many, the other the Czar of Russia. 

Each of them is the mysterious arbitrator of 
the destinies of Europe, in this sense, that. he can 
let fall from the foids of his mantle the blessings 
of peace or the devastations of war. But each 
until now has only carefully kept his eye upon 
the other, counterbalanced him, neutralized him, 
leaving it impossible to divine which of the two 
would mold the future. The one is in every sense 
the opposite of the other, and possibly history 
has never established between two monarchs, be- 
tween two human natures, amore absolute con- 
trast. Although they are neaf relatives, although 
the same blood courses in their veins, one wouid 
say that they sprang from different races—races 
absolutely strangers and hostile to each other— 
so much do their traits clash, so different are 
their temperaments, their dispositions, and their 
tendencies. 

The one is cautious, self-contained, circum- 
spect, with an imperturbable sang froid—sui com- 
pos, a& the Latims so beautifully express it; the 
other headlong, gushing, hot-headed, no more 
master of himself than he is of the universe. 

The one obeys only his caprice, his nervous 
irritation, his passion of the moment, at the risk 
of overstepping all limit; the other deliberate, 
well balanced, conceals his impressions and so 
controls his impulses as to be at all times guided 
by dispassionate judgment. One is thoughtful 
and taciturn, uttering but now and then a few 
words in public, and the court historiographer 
whose sole duty would consist in recording his 
master’s sallies would enjoy a rare sinecure. 

The other talks incessantly, ever and anon and 
on every subject as if he were endowed with an 
unusual aptitude, writing, issuing commands, al- 
ways threatening somebody, and greedy of the 
sound of his own Cesarean voice.

Oue gives himself up to his sovereignty as a 
duty, and sacrifices himself to it, while the other 
exaltsin his and is drunk with it. The first 
plays the least possible at being potentate. 
Annoyed by the pageantry of courts, detesting 
display, dreaming of a life en bon bourgeois 
without thought of etiquette, far removed from 
reviews, from balls, from fétes, burdened entirely 
with the one idea of ridding himself of the uni- 
forms of parade, this sage and philosopher would 
gladly say. like the Duke Ernst of Saxe-Coburg, 
“May nothing indicate to my valet the cos- 
tumes which I should take to Berlin. I am al- 
ready sick of them.” 

The second the German Emperor has the thirst 
for, the disease of the footlights, to be on promi- 
nent exhibition with his most glittering uniforms 
of various kinds. Russian, Austrian, Swedish, 
Italian: as English Admiral or Bavarian Cuiras- 
sier. with helmet of steel, or silver or gold, 
adorned with horse-tail, with eagle, with sun, 
with the ribbon of some order, with trimmings 
and laces “ les oripeaux d'une fausse grandeur,”’ 
to quote a well-known saying. Indeed, no one 
would be surprised to hear that he slept booted 
and spurred, with the imperial crown upon his 
head. 

The one is not a gad about, leaving his domain 
but once a year, without pomp, without fuss, al- 
most furtively, for relaxation and rest en famille 
on a visit to his patriarchal father-in-law in that 
hidden retreat where his simple tastes find fullest 
gratification. The other 1s always rambling over 
hill and dale, running hither and thither over 
land and sea, finding the world too narrow for 
his feverish activity, going from Constantinople 
to the Isle of Wight, from Rome to the fiords of 
Norway, taking in Munich, Vienna, Brussels 
on the way, planning to go into Spain, to appear 
at Madrid, to parade where Charles Y. had 
passed, to take-by storm the Mediterranean as 
Xerxes did, thusly like him to give battle to the 
fleets should they have the temerity to show 
themselves indocile to his soversign will. In 
short. the one always running to visit Sultans, 
Kings, Queens, regents, monarchs, powers, and 
principalities, the other going to see no ons, 
The one always in view, the other mole sua stat.

Naturally the first loves surprises, coups de 
théatre, falling suddenly without warning upon 
the burracks in the middie of the night, waking 
with a start the soldiers frightened by the signal 
“to horse ’’; setting out again at 5 o'clock in the 
morning to go and hold a review 100 miles away: 
embarking at 8 o'clock, disembarking. at 9, ro- 
mounting his horse to command a maneuver, fol- 
lowing like a waterspout his vortiginous course, 
overheating his machinery by and for the sake of 
vain ostentation, and seeking to give himself the 
superhuman appearance of a man of iron. The 
second, disdainfal of gong-boating, studies in his 
retirement the reports and portfolios of his 
Ministers, and, believing his most assiduous at- 
tention hardly sufficient for the interests of his 
empire, diverts no part of it to any other object, 
whether it be to the rivalry in speed in the re- 
gattas at Cowes, with the oarsmen on the 
Thames, or to vie with the pastors in sermons on 
board his ships of war. 

The one faithful, attached to those around him, 
gratoful for services rendered, has a horror of any 
change, especially in his personal entourage, and 
he retains his Ministers until death removes 
them. unless ill health renders them incapable of 
filling their posts. The other, fickle, hard, whim- 
sical. wishes above all to have fawning courtiers 
about him; and after having, on the day after 
his premature elevation to the throne, kissod the 
hand of the great Chancellor of whom he pro- 
claimed himself the admirer, he brutally drove 
from his side the man who had forged his crown, 
as ungrateful to the author of his power as he 
was even to the authors of his being. 

The one upright, humane, engrossed above all 
with the well being of his people, beloved alike 
by great and small, blessed eveu to the utmost 
corners of his empire; the other dreaded, Ido 
not say detested—as the old axiom has it, Ode- 
runt quem metuunt, “ They hate those whom 


of augmenting the means of 


of war. The latter delights only in dreams of 
destruction, of fire and blood, like the young bird 
of prey, greedy of slaughter and hungering for 4 
feast of corpses. The character of the former is 

n escaped unpremeditated from bis heart: 
“The sight of a convoy of wounded soldiers 
effaces in my mind the memory of the most brill- 
iant victory.” 

The first named, with high-sounding language 
athis tongue’s end, speaks incessantly of the 
German sword, the German army, of Germany's 
power, concentrated, be it understood, in his 
own omnipotent person. The second, who has 
under his command some 125.000,000 of men 
and who reigns over one-half of Europe and Asia, 
never boasts of his enormous power or amuses 
himself by clanking his sword as he walks the. 
streets of his capital. He is the statue of Pa- 
tience, tranquil and silent, in contrast with the 
statue of Turbulence, loquacious and boisterous. 

The one impassable and stoical, with an eye to 
results at which he is aiming, bears with sereni- 
ty, bluster, and impertinence, and like the philo- 
sophical Emperor, whose bust some one had 
mutilated, be would cheerfully say, “ I do not 
feel that I am affected.” The other, a provoker 
of quarrels, insolent, seems always in search for 
opportunities to irritate, to wound, .to anger 
those whom he does not dare to attack openly.

In a word, the one applies himself to disquiet- 
ing Europe, the other to calming the fears of his 
neighbors, and tha two taken together represent 
the mythical figure of Janus, the latter showing 
tothe world the face of peace, the former the 
face of war. During the fates which have just 
stirred so deeply the hearts of France, while the 
one in his solitude maintained an attitude of 
self-obliteration and silence, the other, irritated 
at not being en scene and seeing that the 
eyes of . the world were being attracted 
from his person, went to Bremen and to 
Dresden and delivered wild harangues evoking

and as heis nolonger spoken of he proceeds to

‘slumbering lion from which Michael Angelo 
made his symbol of power and repose. 

In a word, one, although not knowing clearly 
where he is heading, runs at his object with a 
sort of blind hustling off at the risk of breaking 
his neck, while the other marks out for himself a 
definite object, toward which he moves with sure 
and regular step. 

Again the first, although young, without ex- 
perience, hardly seated upon the throne, has al- 
ready made experiment with several contra- 
dictory policies at home and abroad; it suffices 
to recall the cast-iron law against the Socialists, 
followed by asudden right about and the ex- 
traordinary rescripts in their favor; and abroad, 
wounding ‘Russia after having fondly ca- 
ressed her; going one day to see the Czar 
at Peterhof with great demonstrations of tender- 
ness, and passing the other day in his yacht a 
few miles from Fredenborg without deigning to 
stop to salute his imperial guest; just as he had 
been in the beginning, curt and unmannerly 
toward the Pope in a first interview, but having 
care to change front and show himself, and to the 
same Pontiff a cajoler and fawning hypocrite on 
the occasion of a second visit. As one sees, with 
one there isno continuity in thought or political 
action, while the other follows the line he has 
laid down without deviation with unalterable 
tenacity of purpose. ‘

If it is true, as a thinker has said, that “all 
things come to those who wait,” perhaps one 
can predict without rashness which of these two 
will have the last word. The sphinx who speaks 
not seems to have many chances of swallowing 
up this fellow who is always talking. While wait- 
ing for the denouement it isin place to recall a 
toast which buta little while ago the Emperor 
of Russia offered to the Prince of Montenegro: 
“I drink,” said his Majesty,“ to the only true 
friend I have in Europe.”

* There is one phase of the World's Fair busi- 
ness which Ihave not seen commented upon,” 
said a citizen who has been quite a traveler in 
foreign lands. “I believe that foreign travel 
will show a startling decrease for the next fifteen 
or twenty years. There are many persons who 
spend a great deal of money for sight-seeing 
abroad every year who saw so much for so little 
at the World’s Fair that they will not be tempted 
abroad again for a few years. f they want to 
travel they will go south to Mexico or 
north to Canada; or they will go more to 
the summer resorts, instead of going abroad. 
Il know that | myself saw exhibits from Asia and 
Africa at the World's Fair which satisfied me, so 
far as my curiosity to see the natives and learn 
the customs of certain countries was concerned. 
I should not wonder if the Worid’s Fair was real- 
ly the means, after all, of keeping millions of 
dollars in this country, instead of the money all 
going to benefit foreign nations. I have an idea 
that the Fair will lead to the investment of a 
great deal of foreign capital in America. For- 
eigners who came here did not tind Indians in 
the streets of Chicago or New York, as many ex- 
pected. Chicago and our other large cities sur- 
prised them more, perhaps, than tle Fair, for 
with much of that they were familiar. The in- 
formation gained about the almost inexhausti- 
ble resources of our country will do much to 
bring a better kind of immigration and the in- 
vestment of money here."’—Cincinnati Star.

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Whether Japan appeals to art lovers in 
porcelain, enamel, textile fabrics, lacquer, or 
metal, it speaks always in beauty. ° Among the 
artists for whose work the western world is learn- 
ing tolook eagerly are the Kozans, whose pot- 
tery has become famous for its delicacy of 
coloring and subtle grace of its de 
signs. At Deakin’s. some exquisite ex- 
amples of Kozan porcelains are shown. 
To describe them adequately one should have at 
his tongue’s end all the poetry and 
pretty sentiment of the land whence they came. 
For who in the unimaginative West would think 
of designating the soft gray and ashes-of-roses 
coloring of a vase as the *‘ shades of evening,” 
the somber grays and blacks-as “night,” a 
broken pink and red surface touched here and 
there with white as “‘ plum blossoms and ice,” or 
a deep red shaded to softest pink as “ rosy 
dawn”? All the vases are simple in shape and 
the designs are seldom elaborate, richness of 
coloring and exquisité finish being chiefly relied 
upon for beauty of effect. Winter is rep- 
resented over and over again, now by a 
crane standing with one foot resting on the 
snow, the other drawn under him for warmth; 
now by naked boughs of the plum tree laden with 
a fleecy burdén of snow. A design which é¢omes 
nearer being pictorial than any of the others is a 
clump of narcissi in full bloom, but covered with 
snow. Nestled under the overhanging stalks are 
two sparrows who have sought refuge from the 
cold. Flowers blooming amid snow and ice it 
will be remembered are a reality of the Japanese 
spring and there is no subject Japanese artists 
like better to paint. The transparent porcelains 
are no less remarkable than the vases of coarser 
material. The delicate beauty of their designs 
is revealed only by a strong light, either natural 
or artificial, placed behind them. 

A word regarding Makuzu- Kozan, the head of 
the family of artists, may be of interest. Heisa 
man of 65 or 70, and, true to his conservative 
Japanese nature, is still living on the spot where 
his ancestors have resided for years untold. It is 
a romantic little place, completely surrounded 
by hills, at Ota, about three miles from Yoko- 
hama. Here are his house and his potteries, and 
here he superintends the manufacture of his 
porcelains, no two of which are ever alike, and of 
which only one out of every 200 pieces is perfect 
enough to put on the market. .Out of the enor- 
mous waste from his kilns he has built about his 
house three hills, now overgrown with grass and 
flowers, as a lasting monument to him and his 


work.

At the South London Art Gallery is exhib- 
ited a large carivas by Caliari, better known as 
Paolo Veropese. On account of its subject it is 
particulariy interesting to Americans just at this 
time. It is called ‘‘ The Introduction of Colum- 
bus to the Gods of Olympus,” 
navigator, his wife, and Queen Isabella, sur- 
rounded by all the divinities of Greek mythology, 
on the top of Mount Olympus.

After 
two or three weeks his speech and hearimg re- 
turned as suddenly as they had been lost. 
Two weeks ago he again became deaf and 
dumb, and his father brought him here for 
consultation. In the examination no 
abnorinal condition of the organs 
was discovered, and every test 
known to the profession was made, but not 
the slightest defect could be discovered. But 
nothing could induce him to speak, and no 
noise, however sudden and unexpected, at- 
tracted his attention. A pistol fired at the 
back of his head -failed to even startle him, 
and he appeared conscious of everything 
going on xround him unless it fell under his 
sight. When his attention was apparently 
engrossed by the pictures in the room one of 
the physicians suddenly jumped to his side 
and cailed his name, but he gave no evidence 
of hearing, and when objects were pointed 
out and questions asked he made no response. 

After trying.every known test and making a 
thorough examination for organic trouble 
without finding anything abnormal, the phy- 
sicians arrived at the conclusion that it was a 
case of complete suspension of the faculties 
of the mind so faras sound and speech are 
concerned. They believe that the patient can 
both hear and speak, but that sound fails 
to make any impression upon his 
mind; that a_ pistol shot, a_ voice, 
or any o‘her sound is conveyed to his mind 
the same as.in other persons, but that the 
mind hastemporarily lost the power to distin- 
guish between sounds, and therefore no im- 
pression is made upon it. Loss of voice, they 
say, is but an incident to the loss of power of 
identity of sound... In all other respects the 
child is perfectly well. No treatment was at- 
tempted, but the physicians think it possible 
that speech and hearing may return, as one 
year ago, as suddenly as they were lost. 


THE GOLD PRODUCT OF CALIFORNIA, 


Fabulous Coatributions from a. Single 
State to the Wealth of the World, 
New York Herald: Expert miners and pros- 
pectors predict that the.new South African 
gold fields, of which the wonderful city of 
Johannisberg is the commercial center, will, 
when fully developed, prove to be the richest 
ever discovered.

March 4, 1895. . There iso doubt that Gen. 
Eppa Hunton, who was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor on the death of Mr. Barbour in May, 
1892, will be chosen for the short term. For 
more than a yeara most lively contest has 
been fought among the aspirants for the full 
term. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee and Mr. Thomas 
S. Martin were both candidates for appoint- 
ment, and, failing to receive the honor 
at the hands of Gov. MtKinney, went 
to work to secure the election of members 
of the Legislature favorable to theinsaspira- 
tions. Gov. McKinney was not long in mak, 
ing it known that he would be gratified if the 
Legisfiture should choose himself. en it 
was thaj it was intimated by some of the 
friends of Lee and Martin that McKinney had 
appointed Hunton with the understanding that 
when the Legislature should meet the latter 
should retire in favor of the Governor. Both 
McKinney and Hunton indignantly denied 
that any conditions attached to 130 appoint- 
ment, and the Governor thereupon amended 
the announcement of his candidacy with the 
statement he would not allow his name to 
be used for the short term but 
only for the long one, Exy-Congressman 
John Goode and Maj. Holmes Conrad, one 
of the assistants to the Attorney-General of 
the United States, also came out as candi- 
dates. Each of these five aspirants has for a 
good while conceded that Hunton ought to be 
elected for the short term, but if it was hoped 
that this would satisfy the ambition of the 
General the movement isa failure, for Hun- 
ton can see no good reason why he should not 


be chosen for both terms, and he is in the - 


fight to that end. 

Fitz Lee undoubtedly is the popular favor- 
ite and if the people had the selection of the 
Senator he would win easily. But Lee is a 
poor politician, has little capacity for organ- 
ization, and should he win it would be because 
the members of the Legislature are influenced 
by public sentiment. It looks as if Lee 
would start out with mvure votes than any of 
his competitors. but he will, as long as there 
are six candidates in the field, lack several 


‘votes to make his election sure. 


Martin will beonly a few votes behind 
Lee. He resides in Scottsville, isan attorney 
for the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad com- 
pany, and is with one exception the shrewdest 
politician in Virginia. He is a poor talker, 
has never been on the stump, but, in every 
campaign for ten years or more, he has ren- 
dered his party excellent service by looking 
after the organization and raising of funds. 
If he goes to the Senate he will be seldoin 
heard from on the floor, but will, if his friends 


» are not much mistaken, be a more valuable 


man in the committee rooms, Martin has 
been fora year perfecting his organization. 
ww has most of the active politicians with 

im. 

‘ The contest up to this time has really been 
between Lee and Martin, the other candidates 
preferring to let events take their course, be- 
lieving the fight would become so bitter the 
Legislature would see the propriety of drop- 
ping both the active candidates. It may be 
that this will prove good politics, for it is cer- 
tain the Lee men will never consent to the 
election of Martin, and the supporters of the 
latter will go out of their way to down Lee. 

Hunton will be_ third in point of strength. 
He will come here with his Congressional 
district practically solid for him, and his 
son, Eppa Hunton Jr., one of the young 
‘* political hustlers,’’ will be in the Legislature 
to lead his father’s forces, It is argued in 
Hunton’s behalf that he is the best qualified 
for the office on account of his long 
experience in the House and his eight- 
een months in the senate. Mr. Goode, 
however, has as much or more 
experience in public life than Gen. 
Hunton, having been in the House for a num- 
ber of terms. President Cleveland, during 
his first administration, made Goode Solicit- 
or-General, but the Senate refused to con- 
firm him. This action was a courtesy to Sen- 
ator Mahone, who for years had been Goode’s 
bitter enemy. G e is not much of a fac- 
tor in the contest, and it would be indeed a 
big surprise were he to be elected. 
The same may be said of Gov. McKinley and 
Mr. Conrad. McKinley a few years ago was 
one of the most popular men in the State, but 
his one term as Governor weakened him with 
the people. Mr. Conrad is, perhaps, theablest 
man in the race. He is one of: the 
brainiest lawyers in the State, is a 
powerful debater, and his friends say 
would be sure to become a copspic- 
uous figure in national life with a few years’ 
experience in the Senate. But Conrad is very 
unpopular with the masses. There is a 
haughtiness about him that impresses one 
with the fact that he is cold natured and not 
easily approached. 

Leé is understood to be the favorite with the 
administration at Washington, and this, if 
true, may bring him a few votes. ‘lhe Presi- 
dent, however, has been so much denounced 
by a part of the Democratic press of the State 
for his alleged efforts in behalf of Congress- 
man Q’Ferrall for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor last summer it is not likely 
he will care to figure in the Senatorial con- 
test, if he has a desire to do so,

I believe it to be in the power of organized 
labor to redeem itself from the accusation of 
impractical talk. I believe that this is the 
time and this preéminently the city in 
which to carry out the suggestions I 
have made. Immediate action is need- 
ed, Large bodies move slowly and 
the slowest body to move on this side 
of the earth is Congress. Setting aside na- 
tional aid for the moment, did public- po ierws 
citizens concentrate their forces and did 
Committee of Twenty-one that has grown bo 

of the Stead meetings join them there would 
be the nucleus of a fine organization for the 
prevention of much silent misery. 

(The sooner capital and labor are made to 
harmonize the better for all. One is as nec- 
essary as the other. I say this asa working- 
woman who endures much mental agony on 
account of a panic brought on by unwise le eg- 
islation. When statesmen are elected to 
fice instead of politicians such crises will be 
im possible. 

It is feusible to establish a municipal labor 
bureau, the town being divided into wards 
and blocks. Men and women of known ¢char- 
acter should take charge of these blocks, re- 
porting daily if necessary to the central 
bureau. These bureaus could be gradually 
extended throughout thé State and make 
Iilinois as great an object lesson in practical 
charity as she is in her colossal and magnifi- 
cent.

Did the Columbian year 
evolve a sensible plan for the regeneration of 
humanity it would be the grandest achieve- 
ment of any age. It can be done. Where 
are the-men and women to form the advance 
guard?

0. A. M.S DESPERATE BATTLE, 


Skeletons of Man and Wolves in the Wil- 
derness Tell of a Fight to the Death. 
Hamilton Spectator: An experienced hunter 

and explorer named R. C. Emmons afrived 

in Superior last Tuesday from the Rainy River 
country. Mr. Emmons has been in the North 
for the last three months making explora- 
tions along the Canadian boundary. His lips 
are sealed so far as information about. his trip 
which relates to the country through which 
he has made explorations is concerned. But 
he had a story to tell, and it was of a tragecay 
enacted in those far-off, dim forests. The 


tale runs thus: 

“The country was very wild, and the 
thought often occurred to me that if I should 
meet with an accident my disappearance 
would be as complete a mystery as if I should 
suddenly be transported to the planet Jupi- 
ter, for I would never be discovered. It was 
my sad pleasure to find, however, the 
blanched skeleton of some unfortunate fellow 
who had preceded me to the heart of this wil- 
derness, anu who met with death in its most 
terrible form. But I will not anticipate. 

**I was following one of the small streams 
tributary to Rainy River when I suddenly 
canre upon a_half- — leted log cabin situ- 
ated in an opening in the timber. I saw ata 
glance that it was deserted, and my interest 
and curiosity were aroused by this morevenes 
evidence of former exploration§ in this 
neighborhood. The cabin was built of hewn 
logs of small size and chinked with mud mixed 
with gravel. I should judge the cabin had 
been erected early last spring and deserted 
soon after, or,in fact, before it had been fully 
completed. I lifted the latch and the door 
opened readily. It was a typical settler’s 
home. There were a rude fireplace and frying- 
pan. A table stood in the center of the 
room, and upon it were a tin plate and a knife 
and fork. A compass hung upon a nail, anda 
packer’s outfit reposed in one corner. The 
pack was nearly new, and upon one side of 
it were — with some attempt at art, the 
initials S.A lam thus particular about 
details, for kl the initials upon the pack 
I found nothing to establish the identity of 
this man, whom 1 shortly after ascertained 
met death in as desperate a battle for life as 
ever man had. 

‘*T went outside the cabin after my investi- 
gation of the interior, fully satistied that 
something out of the ordinary had befallen 
the man who had occupied it. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances if he had decided to quit 
the place he would have taken his pack. 
Here was a wmystery and I was de- 
termined to solve it if possible. It was. easier 
than I anticipated. 

** Leading into the forest to the south was a 
slight trail almost obliterated, but still dis- 
cernible to the practiced eye of a woodsman. 
I followed it for a short distance, about ten 
rods, I should think, when I emerged into 
another small opening. Here I made a start- 
ling discovery. Durectly in my path lay the 
skeleton of a large man. Near by lay a Win- 
chester rifle with a broken stock, and close 
beside the skeleton lay a broad- ax witha 
rusty blade. Within a radius of sixty feet lay 
the skeletons of nine large timber wolves, 

‘It required only a moment for me to 
grasp the story of that man’s terrible fate. 
The scene was like an open book. He had 
been attacked by wolves and overpowered by 
numbers. That he had sold his life dearly 
was evinced by the skeletons of the wolves. I 
soon became convinced that the battle had 
not commenced where the skeletons were 
found, and in this I was mght. I followed the 
trail still further and found the skeletons of 
four other wolves, but each was some distance 
from any‘ of the others. These must have 
been the first of the wolves to die, and had 
been killed by the rifle. The man was evi- 
dently making for his cabin as rapidly as pos- 
sible and covering his retreat with his rifle. 

‘** It appears that the wolves were desperate, 
however, and within ten rods of his cabin and 
safety he was coinpelled to stand and fight for 
his life against hopeless odds. His rifle was 
empty of cartridges when found, and it is evi- 
dent the man had retained his ax throughout 
the early part of the fight in anticipation of 
this last desperate rally. The man must have 
fought Jike ademonin that moment of his 
dreadful extremity. He must have been con 
scious when he resorted to the ax that his 
days were numbered, and thought only of 
selling his life as dearly as possible. A dozen 
wolves is a poor price for a man who can fight 
as this one evidently could. 

** All alone in this gloomy forest perished a 
man whose identity may never be known. He 
must have friends somewhere, however, and 
it may yet be revealed. The incident must 
have occurred early last spring, when hungry 
wolves, traveling in packs, do not hesitate to 
attack man. They are terrible brutes when 
emboldened by hunger, but ordinarily they 
are sneaks and seldom permit admnechvhd te to 
be seen by men. 


General Instead of Archbishop. 

Archduke Eugene of Austria, whose name was 
put forward a year ago as candidate for the Arch- 
bishopric of Olmutz, an office which he was most 
anxious to accept, has just been appointed to the 
command of the infantry brigade stationed there 
with the rank of General.
